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INTRODUCTION 


This guide is an introduction to the six-reel microfilm edition of American 
motion picture catalogs published between 1894 and 1908. The earliest doc- 
uments were those printed in 1894 by the sales agents for Thomas Edison's 
kinetoscope. Their appearance coincided with the advent of commercial moving 
pictures. By the end of 1908, when the Motion Picture Patents Company was 
formed under Edison's auspices, motion picture catalogs were playing a less 
prominent role in the industry because trade journals had proliferated and 
were offering synopses, reviews, and advertisements. The catalogs that were 
distributed between 1894 and 1908 advertised films, equipment, and related 
posters, slides, lectures, and phonographs. They ranged from complete multi- 
page listings of a distributor's stock to one-page synopses of a production 
company’s latest product. After more than three-quarters of a century, a com- 
paratively small number of such catalogs remain. Some are fragmentary or 
incomplete; most are unique; and all are fragile. In a few cases only photo- 
copies of the originals survive. 

The Thomas A. Edison Papers undertook publication of these materials for 
several reasons. Edison's key role in the early industry, growing scholarly 
interest in the early years of commercial cinema, and increased use of motion 
picture catalogs were powerful considerations. A substantial number of the 
catalogs from this period were those of Edison or Edison-related companies. 
Many of these important documents, along with catalogs from some competing 
companies, survive in the archive of the Edison National Historic Site. They are 
thus a notable, although small, part of Edison’s extant papers. However, 
some motion picture catalogs that were originally published by the Edison 
Manufacturing Company and by other relevant companies are scattered 
throughout the United States. Because film catalogs have been increasingly 
heavily used, with inevitable degeneration of quality and completeness, they 
pose a special problem for the academic and archival communities. The 
degeneration of the materials, their ephemeral nature, and their importance for 
film research combined to make preparation of a microfilm edition an urgent 
task. Further, the project was expanded to include a much broader range of 
catalogs because Edison materials alone would have provided an incomplete 
picture of the industry, and only a small additional effort was required to 
search for and include catalogs from the entire American industry. 

After its Brighton conference on early cinema in 1978, the Fédération Inter- 
nationale des Archives du Film (FIAF) called for the microfilming of catalogs 
in the holdings of its member archives. In England the British Film Institute 
(BFI) undertook such a project from its extensive holdings. In the United States 
the situation was more complicated because documents existed in many dif- 
ferent institutions across the country. Only three of these institutions—the Mu- 
seum of Modern Art, the Library of Congress, and the George Eastman House— 
were FIAF members. Responding to the call of the FIAF, Charles Musser, 
film historian and catalog editor for this edition, conceived and initiated the 
project. 
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As with the films of this era, many more catalogs were originally issued 
than now survive. Consequently this microfilm edition includes a significant 
but not a complete set of catalogs. It includes ‘all known catalogs distributed 
in the United States by American producers, by European producers through 
their American offices, and by domestic agents for American and European 
films. This edition is focused on films that received significant distribution in 
the United States by either American or European companies. Catalogs by 
companies without American outlets were not included; but unique British 
catalogs in American collections were identified for BFI by Charles Musser, 
microfilmed by University Publications of America, and made available to the 
BFI for an addendum to its main edition published by World Microfilms. 

In a few instances important European catalogs were found that met neither 
the criteria for selection in this edition nor in that of the BFI. This problem was 
posed to members of the edition’s advisory board. Following their advice, the 
editors included the Lumiére catalogs in this edition. Moreover, a group of 
1909 Lubin catalogs was added in order to retain the integrity of a four-volume 
collection in the Margaret Herrick Library at the Academy of Motion Picture 
Arts and Sciences. At the same time, the material in Kemp Niver’s Biograph 
Bulletins: 1896-1908 and Eileen Bowser's Biograph Bulletins: 1908-1972 was 
not included because those catalogs were already available in published 
form. 

This edition presents a portrait of the films and equipment generally avail- 
able to exhibitors and audiences in the United States. It includes substantial 
runs of catalogs published by seven of the ten producer/distributors that even- 
tually joined the Motion Picture Patents Company. However, American Vita- 
graph Company and Kalem Company are represented by only a few catalogs. 
No materials were found for the Essanay Company, the only member of the 
Motion Picture Patents Company not represented in this edition. Other significant 
companies for which materials could not be located include those of Edward 
H. Amet, located in Waukegan, Illinois, during the late 1890's; Paley and 
Steiner, producers of Crescent Films, active in New York City in 1904-05; 
and numerous “independents” that were active in 1907 and 1908. Among the 
latter were the Crawford Manufacturing Company in St. Louis and the Good- 
fellow Manufacturing Company in Detroit. Additional information about these 
companies can be found in American trade publications, particularly The 
Phonoscope, The New York Clipper, Variety, Views and Film Index, Moving Picture 
World, Billboard, The New York Dramatic Mirror, and Show World. 

The catalogs for this edition were gathered from museums, libraries, federal 
archives and records centers, historical societies, and private individuals. On- 
site searches were made at institutions in London, Paris, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, Los Angeles, San Francisco, New York, Rochester, Boston, Chicago, 
St. Louis, and Columbus (Ohio). Many institutions in other cities were queried 
by letter. The outstanding cooperation of archivists, curators, and collectors 
allowed the assembly of original catalogs and photocopies for microfilming. 

The efforts of individuals at many different institutions brought this cooperative 
venture to a successful conclusion. The members of the Advisory Board pro- 
vided key encouragement and assistance. In addition, John Kuiper, George Pratt, 
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and Jane Baum were especially accommodating in making available docu- 
ments from the George Eastman House Collection. Samuel Gill of the

to escort materials to the East Coast for microfilming. Gladys |. Breuer greatly 
aided in the identification and filming of materials in the C. Francis Jenkins 
Collection at the Franklin Institute.

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CATALOGS AND THE EARLY MOTION 
PICTURE INDUSTRY 


Motion picture catalogs played an important role in the early years of 
cinema. Early motion picture companies, following a common American busi- 
ness practice, made extensive use of catalogs as a means of listing and 
promoting their products. They also provided exhibitors with information for use 
in attracting customers as well as with narrative material and musical sug- 
gestions to accompany film presentations. While devices that create the il- 
lusion of movement had attracted attention in the United States and throughout 
the world since early in the 19th century, the commercial introduction of modern 
motion pictures dates from the summer of 1893 when many visitors to the 
World's Columbian Exposition in Chicago paid to view short films in Edison's 
peephole kinetoscope. From that time until 1908, the American film industry 
experienced growth and diversification. Printed film catalogs reflect the de- 
velopment of the early motion picture industry from their introduction in 1894 
until the formation of the Motion Picture Patents Company at the end of 1908, 
and therefore present readers today with a rich resource for understanding these 
formative years. 

The early motion picture industry adopted two markedly different exhibition 
formats. Motion pictures were either shown to individual spectators through 
small viewing devices such as the Edison peephole kinetoscope or to large 
audiences through theatrical projection. Ancestors of both modes of exhibition 
were popular before modern motion picture technology became available. 
The peephole kinetoscope and the mutoscope, which used a series of flip 
cards, allowed a single viewer to see pictures with the illusion of movement. 
These were preceded by the stereoscope, which enabled individual spectators 
to see photographs with the illusion of depth. Photographic images were also 
projected “life-size” during the second half of the 19th century by means of 
the magic lantern, a forerunner of the modern slide projector. Magic lantern 
exhibitors used slides to create elaborate screen entertainments. These ex- 
hibition formats readily incorporated motion pictures. The commercialization of 
motion pictures represented not simply the beginning of a new industry but 
also the continuation and transformation of established practices. Although 
individual viewing appeared first, projected motion pictures became the signif- 
icant cultural form. 


The Peephole Kinetoscope 


The brief glimpse of motion pictures that Thomas Edison offered fair-goers 
at the Columbian Exposition was the culmination of five years of thinking and 
experimentation. From conception to final execution, Edison and his staff ben- 
efited from a world-wide context of technological achievements.’ Edison's 
kinetoscope also reflected the inventor's determination to do “for the eye what 
the phonograph does for the ear." He hoped to duplicate the commercial 


success of his phonograph, which was then attracting patrons who paid a nickel 
to hear a brief recording through a set of earphones. By 1892 Edison and 
his colleague, William Kennedy Laurie Dickson, had invented a camera or 
“kinetograph” to take motion pictures and a peephole kinetoscope for individ- 
ualized viewing of the moving images. In December 1892 Edison began con- 
struction of a motion picture studio near his West Orange laboratory. This 
production facility, which became known as the Black Maria, was completed 
in February 1893. Manufacture of kinetoscopes, however, experienced many 
delays. The first twenty-five machines were finally completed in January 1894 
and were offered for sale in April at $250 a machine. The first kinetoscope 
parlor opened in New York City on the 14th of April and similar debuts in 
other American cities soon followed.” 

Edison centralized most of his film-related activities in the Edison Manu- 
facturing Company and engaged sales agents to market his kinetoscopes and 
films. Raff & Gammon sold Edison films and apparatus in the United States 
and Canada through their New York-based Kinetoscope Company. Their cus- 
tomers included proprietors not only of specialized kinetoscope parlors but 
also of phonograph parlors, arcades, hotels, bars, and restaurants. In order 
for these kinetoscope owners to function effectively as exhibitors, they needed 
film subjects to keep their own patrons entertained. By the end of 1894 Raff 
& Gammon had published a one-page film list, and by mid-1895 they had 
expanded their catalog to a four-page brochure.* Maguire & Baucus handled 
the European market through their Continental Commerce Company, which 
had offices in New York and London.* 

Edison was not the sole producer of films and kinetoscopes. By early 1895 
Charles Chinnock was making and selling films and marketing his own version 
of the kinetoscope.® Robert W. Paul was similarly occupied in London. At 
first, manufacturers of the kinetoscope believed that its individualized format 
for viewing, similar to that of the nickel-in-the-slot phonograph, would yield 
substantial, long-term income. Edison’s profits from the sale of kinetoscopes 
alone totaled $75,000 by March 1895,° but soon the demand for kinetoscopes 
receded and profits from machine sales vanished. By November 1895 Raff & 
Gammon were ready to sell their business. But just when the motion picture 
industry seemed on the verge of collapse, projection technology introduced 
new commercial opportunities. . 


Early Projection 


During 1895 several inventors sought to adapt Edison's moving pictures to 
the magic lantern. The Latham family in New York City developed their own 
camera and a primitive projecting machine, the eidoloscope. Early in 1895 they 
exhibited films that met with some commercial success.’ The eidoloscope, 
like the peephole kinetoscope, lacked a mechanism for intermittently stopping 
each frame of the film in front of the lens. Therefore, the resulting projected 
image was small, blurred, and shaky. Other projectors, such as the Lumiére 
cinematographe, included the crucial intermittent mechanism that was needed 
to generate a quick succession of momentarily stationary images and thus to 
create the illusion of movement. The Lumiére family, French makers of pho- 
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tographic plates and films, built a motion picture camera, photographed sev- 
eral subjects, and exhibited them publicly. C. Francis Jenkins and Thomas 
Armat, aspiring young inventors living in Washington, D.C., also built a pro- 
jector with an intermittent mechanism. They called it the phantascope.® 

Armat and Jenkins opened a small theater at the Cotton States Exposition 
in Atlanta, Georgia, during October 1895. There they showed Edison films to 
a paying audience. Because few people patronized these showings, the in- 
ventors lost money and then separated on bad terms. Representing the invention 
as his awn, Armat approached Raff & Gammon, who had been searching for 
such a machine to rescue their floundering business. After delicate negotiations, 
Raff & Gammon won Edison’s consent to expand their motion picture business. 
In January 1896 Raff & Gammon formally contracted with Armat to market his 
phantascope, and Edison agreed to manufacture the machine and to provide 
films for the new undertaking. 

Raff & Gammon renamed the projecting machine “The Edison Vitascope” and 

formed the Vitascope Company to sell exclusive exhibition rights for specific 
territories. They published their brochure, “The Vitascope,” and directed it to 
prospective purchasers of these exhibition rights.° Raff & Gammon sold terri- 
tories to several would-be entrepreneurs even before the premiere of the 
vitascope at Koster and Bial’s Music Hall on 23 April 1896. The vitascope 
was well received, and soon they were promoting it further by printing and 
circulating a collection of “Press Comments” that quoted laudatory reviews. '° 
Raff & Gammon's strategy was to lease projectors and sell films to owners 
of exhibition rights.'' Because the number of owners was small, formal bul- 
letins and announcements of new films were deemed unnecessary. 
The shift from individualized peephole viewing to projection for a group 
resulted in a sharp change in exhibition patterns. The owners of exhibition rights 
offered a complete exhibition service that included a selection of films, a 
projector, and a projectionist. Their customers were vaudeville theaters such 
as Keith's in Boston and Philadelphia, Hopkins's in Chicago, and Proctor's in 
New York; amusement parks such as Coney Island; and legitimate theaters 
that showed films between acts of plays. In a few instances, films were 
exhibited in phonograph and kinetoscope parlors such as Talley's in Los 
Angeles. These exhibition services also showed films in local opera houses 
or in converted storefront theaters. Such outlets provided cinema's principal 
venues for the next ten years. 


The Rise of Competition 


As the Vitascope Company enjoyed its initial success, C. Francis Jenkins, 
Armat's former partner, sought to protect his commercial interest in the phan- 
tascope and to establish his claim to being the projector's sole inventor. Using 
borrowed Edison films, Jenkins demonstrated moving ‘pictures at the Franklin 
Institute, and this Philadelphia technical society honored him with a medal 
for his invention.'? Jenkins also arranged with the Columbia Phonograph Com- 
pany to market.the phantascope and his films. Columbia was one of Edison's 
rivals in the phonograph industry. Most of the company's films were “dupes” 
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or duplicate prints that were made from Edison's uncopyrighted films.’? The 


Columbia Company sold projectors and films primarily to independent ex- 


hibitors associated with neither Raff & Gammon nor the other major companies 
then entering the field. This business met with modest success." Late in 1896, 
however, Jenkins sold his share in several phantascope patent applications 
to Armat, forcing the Columbia Phonograph Company to abandon its motion 
picture business. 

The Vitascope Company faced more serious competition from other sources. 
The Lumiéres established a New York agency and began exhibiting films in 
American vaudeville theaters in mid-1896. Their projection system yielded a 
better image and their film subjects offered audiences much greater variety." 
The American Mutoscope Company used its biograph projector for its first com- 
mercial film exhibition late in the summer of 1896. With its large-format, 60mm 
film, the biograph surpassed even the cinematographe in image quality and 
quickly won public approval. The development of the biograph camera and 


_projector owed much to Edison's former assistant William K. L. Dickson, who 


had left the Edison laboratory in April 1895. The business also had strong 


financial backing.'* Both the Lumiére Agency and American Mutoscope Com- 


pany initially provided exhibition services to vaudeville theaters and other es- 
tablishments. Because they did not sell their films or projectors, these companies 
published few catalogs. In order to attract new customers for their services, they 
generally placed modest ads in trade journals such as the New York Clipper. 

By the end of 1896, competition in the motion picture business intensified. 
Raff & Gammon hoped to control the business through contracts with Armat 
and through vaguely expressed “understandings” with Edison. However, Charles 
Webster and Edmund Kuhn formed the International Film Company in October 
1896. Webster had been employed by the Vitascope Company and Kuhn had 
worked for the Edison Company in the manufacture of vitascope projectors. At 
first they sold dupes of Edison films, but soon they were making their own 
35mm subjects and selling them to independent exhibitors.'” In response to 
this competition, Edison also began to sell films on the open market and 
sought to protect his films from unwanted duplication by copyrighting each 
subject as if it were a single photograph. The Edison Manufacturing Company 
sold these films domestically, both directly and through sales agents such 
as Maguire & Baucus and F. M. Prescott.’® By the end of 1896, the influence 
of Raff & Gammon's Vitascope Company had waned, but the company continued 
operating until 1898. 

Throughout the period between 1894 and 1908, New York was the center 
of the motion picture industry. Raff & Gammon, the Lumiére Agency, the Amer- 
ican Mutoscope Company, Maguire & Baucus, The International Film Com- 
pany, and many others were all based in the country's entertainment capital. 
By the end of 1896, three businesses located in two other cities began to 
challenge this hegemony. In Philadelphia, Sigmund: Lubin, an optician, began 
to manufacture his cineograph projector, to dupe Edison subjects, and to produce 
and sell his own films. In the Chicago area, Edward Amet manufactured and 
sold his magniscope projector and 35mm films. William Selig, who had 
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worked as a traveling showman, surreptitiously acquired specifications for the 
Lumiére cinematographe and used them to build a projecting machine. Soon 
he was running an exhibition service from his Chicago office. '® 

While the first film companies both produced films and provided exhibition 
services, by early 1897 many firms were concentrating in one area or the other. 
The Lumiére agency withdrew its American exhibition service because of customs 
difficulties but continued to make films in France into the early 1900s. Edison 
refrained from providing exhibition services. Having severed formal relations 
with the Vitascope Company, his company manufactured its own projecting 
machine, the projectoscope or projecting kinetoscope, and placed it on the 
market in late February 1897.7° These Edison projectors were purchased by 
showmen such as Albert Smith and J. Stuart Blackton, who added a selection 
of motion pictures to their lyceum entertainments presented for church groups. 

Edison was granted a key American patent on his motion picture camera in 
August 1897. He then sought to establish a monopoly by suing rival producers, 
their selling agents, and even those independent exhibitors who used non- 
Edison films. His first suits for patent infringement were directed at The Inter- 
national Film Company and Maguire & Baucus, who had been distributing 
International and Lumiére films.?' Both companies withdrew from business 
rather than contest the suits. Likewise, F. M. Prescott, who sold films made 
by Sigmund Lubin, was sued in 1899 and withdrew.22 However, when Edison 
sued the American Mutoscope Company (soon to become the American Mu- 
toscope & Biograph Company) in 1898, the defendant contested the suit, and 
the case began to work its way through the courts. 


The Emergence of Biograph and its Rivalry with Edison 


Competition between the Edison Company and the Biograph Company (as 
the Edison Manufacturing Company and the American Mutoscope & Biograph 
Company were generally called) did much to shape the American film industry 
between 1898 and 1909. By 1898 Biograph’s mutoscopes were replacing 
Edison's peephole kinetoscopes, providing the company with significant income 
for many subsequent years.”* At the same time its large-format biograph pro- 
jectors were used in the leading vaudeville theaters across the country. This 
strong exhibition base supported ambitious production undertakings. The Bio- 
graph Company employed several cameramen to take pictures and obtained 
additional subjects from sister companies operating overseas. In 1898 a Bio- 
graph cameraman went to Cuba, where he filmed events that led to the Spanish- 
American War. Dickson traveled to Rome where he filmed the Pope, and 
then he went to South Africa where he filmed the Boer War. 

Edison's film production depended not only on company employees but 
also on individuals and companies working under license. After William 
Paley, Albert Smith, and J. Stuart Blackton had been prosecuted for patent 
infringement and had acknowledged the inventor's claims, Edison allowed 
them to continue their operations as licensees.2° The Edison Company sent 
Paley, a licensed freelance photographer, to Cuba in March 1898 to prevent 
Biograph from acquiring an exclusive supply of “war films." It later acquired 
films from Smith and Blackton, who had formed the American Vitagraph Com- 


pany in New York City to make films and provide exhibition services. Their 
original subjects usually consisted of short comedies or local news events. 
The Edison Company generally acquired Blackton and Smith's negatives after 
Vitagraph had exhibited their film subjects exclusively for several months. 

Edison used licenses as a stick as well as a carrot. With the encouragement 
of American Vitagraph, he sued Eberhard Schneider, a New York exhibitor and 
film producer.” Despite Schneider's repeated efforts to ingratiate himself with 
Edison Company executives, he failed to obtain a license, and Vitagraph ac- 
quired many of his exhibition outlets. Soon Blackton, Smith, and their new 
partner William Rock found themselves in a similar situation. After they dis- 
puted the accounting of their royalties in 1900, their license was revoked. As 
Edison's lawyers tried to put them out of business, the partners defiantly sold 
their films directly to exhibitors and published a small catalog to aid their 
efforts.” While a brief rapprochement occurred late in 1900, Vitagraph's li- 
cense was again withdrawn in January 1901 because it had failed to pay a 
required royalty. Subsequent legal restrictions prevented the company from 
making its own films. . 

After cinema's initial novelty period, moving pictures were reintegrated into 
the tradition of screen entertainment. Exhibitors frequently combined -colored 
lantern slides and black-and-white motion pictures to form a complex program 
that included narration, music, and sound effects. Several companies that had 
sold magic lantern equipment and slides in the early 1890s enlarged their 
catalogs with advertising for motion picture equipment and films. Many of these 
companies were based in Chicago and benefited from that city's important role 
as a distribution center for the Midwest. The Kleine Optical Company, spe- 
cializing in magic lantern goods, became an Edison selling agent in 1899 
and featured that company's films and equipment exclusively in early cata- 
logs.*° Although the Stereopticon and Film Exchange at first sold only equip- 
ment and films made by Edward Amet, it soon offered the projectors of several 
other manufacturers as well.2’ Sears, Roebuck & Company, also based in 
Chicago, operated a large mail-order business that included films and equip- 
ment manufactured by a variety of companies. The company directed its 1900 
catalog to small-town and semi-professional exhibitors.°? 

In 1899 New York-based providers of 35mm exhibition services began to 
make long-term arrangements with vaudeville houses. These commitments 
guaranteed them steady business and resulted in an increased demand for new 
subjects. The Edison Company responded to this demand by building in New 
York City an indoor film studio that could operate all year. It thereby gained 
an advantage over the Biograph Company, which had only an open-air, roof- 
top studio. The new Edison studio opened in February 1901 under the man- 
agement of Edwin S. Porter. He not only made many of the new films appearing 
in the 1901 Edison film catalog but also improved the company's projecting 
kinetoscope.*? pe 


Continued Legal Battles 


Edison's control of the American industry reached its zenith on 15 July 1901, 
when Judge Hoyt Henry Wheeler ruled against the Biograph Company and in 
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favor of Edison's patent on the motion picture camera. Biograph appealed the 
decision and continued to produce news films for its exhibition service. The 
decision directly affected other producers. Sigmund Lubin followed the advice 
of his lawyers and left the country. The Selig Polyscope Company continued 
to operate its exhibition service and to film a few local actuality subjects. 
Edison did not sue this company, perhaps because its activities were considered 
too insignificant. As a result of his court victory, Edison had a virtual monopoly 
in film production within the United States, but its duration was brief. 

Biograph's appeal of Judge Wheeler's decision proved successful in March 
1902. As a result, Edison underwent the costly, time-consuming process of 
rewriting and retesting his patent. After its victory, Biograph offered two types 
of exhibition services—one with its large-format film and the other with Edison's 
standard 35mm gauge. It also pursued a dual business policy, retaining the 
newest and most popular films for its own exhibitions while selling older, 
less important films to other showmen. In 1902 it published a catalog listing 
many of the films that the company had made during the previous six years as 
well as the subjects that were made by its sister companies in Europe. Soon 
the company issued an April 1903 supplement and other promotional bul- 
letins.** 

Biograph's court victory freed 35mm exhibitors and producers from Edison's 
legal restrictions. Lubin quickly reopened his business and soon was selling 
original subjects as well as dupes of other companies’ productions. Selig 
not only sold its films more openly but also placed its polyscope projector 
on the market. Selig catalogs from the immediate post-March 1903 period 
suggest that this company was becoming a significant factor in the American 
motion picture industry.*° While Vitagraph resumed production of local news 
events, it concentrated on expanding its exhibition service. The Edison Company 
responded to this renewed competition in the spring of 1902 by making a series 
of story films, including JACK AND THE BEANSTALK and LIFE OF AN AMER- 
ICAN FIREMAN.®® No other American motion picture company then had the 
resources and ambition to make films on this scale. 

Edison's production activities were temporarily disrupted when Lubin began 
to dupe the company's principal subjects, thereby challenging its method of 
copyrighting films. Edison sought legal protection during 1902-03 but lost 
in the courts. Unable to protect his original films, he stopped all film pro- 
duction for several months early in 1903. Meanwhile, Lubin continued to 
produce his own films and to copy the work of rivals, a strategy evident in his 
comprehensive catalog of: January 1903. Industry-wide turmoil was avoided 
when the U.S. Court of Appeals recognized Edison’s method of copyrighting 
films in April 1903.2” Soon Porter resumed production of Edison's story films 
with UNCLE TOM’S CABIN and THE GREAT TRAIN ROBBERY, but rival 
American companies were in hot commercial pursuit.** 

American producers faced a high degree of legal uncertainty throughout 
this period. Thomas Armat further exacerbated the situation by suing Biograph 
and Edison for infringing on his projection patents. A 1901 catalog, published 
by the Armat Motion-Picture Company, presented Armat’s position.®® Although 
he won in a lower court, he failed to test further the validity of his patent, 
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correctly suspecting that his claims might not be upheld. Consequently, his 
claims remained in legal limbo throughout much of this period. 

The legal battles that eliminated many American motion picture companies 
and adversely affected the survivors did not occur in Europe, where numerous 
producers rose to prominence: Georges Meéliés, Pathé Fréres, and Leon Gau- 
mont in France; and James Williamson, G. A. Smith, and Cecil Hepworth in 
England. Faced with legal uncertainty, American producers preferred to dupe 
the popular films of European filmmakers rather than invest extensively in their 
own productions. Lubin, Selig, and Edison catalogs from 1903—04 listed many, 
dupes of English and French productions and gave particular prominence to 
Méliés films such as BLUEBEARD and A TRIP TO THE MOON. In June 1903 
Gaston Meéliés, the filmmaker’s brother, opened a New York office, from which 
he sold prints to exhibitors. He copyrighted their new “Star” films and thus 
prevented the duping of these productions. Gaston Méliés also published a 
catalog of his brother's films and provided supplements for later releases.*° 
A few of their bulletins featured subjects by other European producers. The 
Paris-based Pathé Fréres, facing similar problems in the American market, 
dispatched an agent to sell “authorized versions” of its films. At first he cir- 
culated catalogs published by Pathé's British subsidiary, the Cinematograph 
& Phonograph Company. Even before opening its New York office in August 
1904, Pathé printed catalogs specifically for the American market.*’ Unlike 
Méliés, however, Pathé did not copyright its films. Although duping Pathé 


films became less lucrative, it remained legal, and several American pro- 


ducers, including Edison and Lubin, continued to copy these French films for 
the next few years. — 


The Rise of Story Films 


Cinema was used primarily as a visual newspaper in the late 1890s and 
early 1900s, but as mid-decade approached it rapidly became a storytelling 
form. The shift to longer fictional story films was particularly abrupt at Bio- 
graph. In early April 1903 it lost many of its exhibition outlets to Vitagraph. 
Biograph programs then consisted primarily of brief travel subjects and topicals 
that were shot in the old 60mm format. Meanwhile Vitagraph, as its catalog 
“New Vitagraph Features!” indicates, favored American and European story 
films. Soon Biograph responded by opening a new indoor studio with electric 
lights, shifting its film production to story films, and switching entirely to a 
35mm format. Because Biograph could show the productions of other com- 
panies as well as its own exclusive story films, the firm quickly regained 
many of its old venues. 

By the summer of 1904, Biograph had become America’s foremost producer, 
It made at least one story film a month.*? Many of these films, notably THE 
ESCAPED LUNATIC and PERSONAL, were “hits” available only to theaters 
subscribing to Biograph's own exhibition service. Non-Biograph exhibitors des- 
perately sought these subjects, but Biograph insisted on keeping them for its 
exclusive use. Percival Waters's Kinetograph Company, an exhibition service 
closely allied to Edison, encouraged the Edison Company to make subjects 
that were virtually identical. Waters received the first copies, and the films 
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were then sold on the open market and placed in Edison catalogs. Angered 
Biograph executives sued Edison for copyright infringement but lost because 
the courts ruled that they had not copyrighted the story as a literary property.“ 
While Biograph took these precautions in the future, it also began to sell 
copies of its new productions to other exhibitors shortly after they were com- 
leted. 

i By late 1904 fictional narratives were the key commodity of the American 
film industry. Edison, Lubin, and Selig followed Biograph's lead by increasing 
their production of story films. Pathé had already moved in this direction. After 
the Edison Company lost its dominant position as a film producer, George 
Kleine found himself in an awkward position. Although his Kleine Optical 
Company continued to feature Edison films in its ads and catalogs, his cus- 
tomers wanted films by other producers as well. When he began responding 
to their demands, the Edison Company retaliated by withdrawing Kleine’s 
special discount and opening a Chicago sales office. Kleine subsequently 
advertised the films of many different companies in his catalogs and soon 
became a major importer of European films.** 

Important changes in distribution occurred as the story film gained the as- 
cendancy. Instead of providing a complete exhibition service of films, projector, 
and operator to theaters, innovative exhibition companies simply rented films 
to theaters at a significantly lower cost. In vaudeville, theater electricians 
were trained as motion picture operators. The theater effectively became the 
exhibitor, while many old-line exhibition companies essentially became dis- 
tributors. These companies, which purchased films from the manufacturers and 
then rented them to theaters, were commonly called “renters” or “exchanges” 
within the industry. Miles Brothers, with offices in San Francisco and New York 
City, and Waters’s Kinetograph Company were in the forefront of this change. 
Lubin readily adapted while Vitagraph reluctantly followed. Biograph lost 
its exhibition contract with the Keith theaters to the Kinetograph Company, and 
Selig's exhibition service gradually lost customers, particularly to George 
Spoor’s Kindrome exhibition service and to his National Film Renting Company. 
Neither company was able to establish an effective rental department. The 
shift in exhibition methods did not take place outside of urban centers. Traveling 
exhibitors, who generally showed films in small cities and towns, did not 
need to change their programs frequently and therefore continued to buy prints.“® 


The Early Nickelodeon Era 


The shift to a rental system and the production of a substantial number of 
story films stimulated the rapid proliferation of storefront theaters that char- 
acterized the nickelodeon era. The nickelodeons were located in large urban 
centers and offered programs between ten minutes and one hour in length. By 
1906 these “nickel theaters” were the industry's dominant exhibition outlets.*® 
Programs at first changed twice a week, but soon many storefront theaters 
changed their shows every day. Two companies quickly realized that this new 
mode of exhibition required a rapid increase in film production. Vitagraph used 
its extensive exhibition service as a base and inaugurated full-scale production 
of story films. The firm began to sell them to old-line exhibitors and to the 
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newer exchanges in September 1905. By 1907 it had become the largest 
American production company.*’ Pathé relied on its international network of 
branch offices and, unhampered by the legal uncertainties that plagued the 
American industry, dominated the American market. Pathé made more than 35 
percent of all films shown in the United States between 1906 and 1908, 

Biograph, Selig, and Lubin did not respond as quickly to the rising demand 
for films during 1906-07. Biograph’s rate of production stayed constant. It was 
hampered by a loss of important production personnel. Some left in 1905 to 
join Edison while others departed at the end of 1906 to form a new company. 
Biograph’s difficulties were then exacerbated by the nation's sharp financial 
crisis late in 1907. While the production levels of Selig and Lubin increased 
steadily, they did not keep abreast of the growing demand for new story films. 
Edison's renewed activities in the courts further complicated the situation. After 
the patent on his motion picture camera was reissued, Edison sued Pathé, 
Vitagraph, Méliés, Lubin, and Selig. These suits created financial uncertainty 
in the industry and deterred outside investment in film production. At the Edison 
Company complacency replaced uncertainty. It produced fewer story films in 
1906 than in the previous year and did not increase its rate of production until 
it moved to a new studio in the Bronx in July 1907. 

The nickelodeon era began in the Midwest and soon benefited Chicago's 
motion picture companies. A prominent Chicago distributor estimated that Chi- 
cago companies commanded at least two-thirds of the American motion picture 
rental business during early 1907.©° These film exchanges advertised in trade 
journals, mailed leaflets, and hired salesmen to win nickelodeon customers. 
They also distributed advertising materials provided by film producers and 
equipment manufacturers, who left space on their covers so that exchanges 
could stamp their names and addresses.®' Although most exchanges did not 
publish elaborate promotional materials, Eugene Cline & Company and the 
Chicago Projecting Company issued catalogs that serviced this new clientele. 
The Cline company was a Chicago film exchange that rose to prominence 
renting to storefront theaters, and the Chicago Projecting Company was a mail- 
order company that usually catered to traveling exhibitors. Both advertised 
equipment and accessories that the company hoped to sell. Because many 
nickel theaters acquired one or two films in the event that rental prints were 
delayed in shipping, these catalogs also devoted a small amount of space 
to films that were for sale.°? 

Chicago distributors relied extensively on catalogs when catering to trav- 
eling and semi-professional exhibitors, who purchased rather than rented films. 
These catalogs suggest that showmen often relied on lantern slides as much 
as motion pictures for their screen programs. The Stereopticon & Film Exchange 
and Moore, Bond & Company published extensive listings of slides. Stand- 
ardized programs that combined slides and films were featured in the catalogs 
of several mail-order companies. These included the Enterprise Optical Com- 
pany, the Amusement Supply Company, and the Chicago Projecting Com- 
pany.®? 

Traveling showmen, semi-professional exhibitors, and their suppliers were 
adversely affected by the proliferation of motion picture theaters, particularly 
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as they opened in smaller towns during 1907 and 1908. Rigid fire codes and 
insurance policies that were created in the wake of the nickelodeon era made 
it difficult if not impossible for the traveling exhibitor to function. When film 
producers agreed to lease rather than sell motion pictures, only a few short 
films of little value were exempted. This policy institutionalized the rental 
system and undermined the small-time traveling exhibitor. Reflecting this change, 
the 1908 catalog of the Chicago Projecting Company listed fewer film offer- 
ings. This company, like others, faced an uncertain future. Many, for example 
the Kleine Optical Company and the Amusement Supply Company, survived 
by moving into the rental business. 

The nickelodeon boom stimulated projector sales. Between 1904 and 1908 
sales of Edison's projecting kinetoscope increased nearly six hundred per- 
cent.®* Likewise, Eberhard Schneider and Nicholas Power concentrated on 
equipment manufacture and prospered. The Viascope Manufacturing Company 
began to market its viascope projector in 1907 and also met with initial success. 
Vitagraph and Pathé withdrew from this area of business and concentrated on 
film production. 

At the same time, the demand for new motion picture subjects encouraged 
people inside the industry to form new production companies. George Kleine 
of the Kleine Optical Company joined with former Biograph executives Samuel 
Long and Frank Marion to form the Kalem Company. It was known by the KLM 
acronym of the owners’ initials.°° George Spoor joined with G. M. Anderson 
to form the Essanay Film Manufacturing Company. Spoor was a prominent 
exhibitor and renter, and Anderson had acted or directed for Edison, Vitagraph, 
and Selig. Late in 1907 a number of owners of film exchanges started small 
production companies.® 


The Motion Picture Patents Company 


Established film producers feared excessive competition from these new 
firms. They also felt threatened by European -productions that were being 
imported in increasing numbers from a growing number of sources. Anxious to 
secure their position, these producers hoped to form a trade association that 
would discourage potential competitors. While Edison was suing many of 
these companies for patent infringement, as a film producer he shared many 
of their problems. Furthermore, his patent infringement cases were meeting 
with only limited success in the courts. For example, in 1907 the courts upheld 
Biograph’s camera patent. This allowed Biograph to operate without the threat 
of further Edison litigation. In this environment several industry leaders sug- 
gested that they form a trade association based upon an umbrella of Edison, 
Biograph, and Armat patents. The Edison and Biograph companies stood to 
benefit not only from the reduced competition but also from the substantial 
royalties that they would receive on their patents. Edison and Biograph ex- 
ecutives could not, however, agree on the relative importance of their respective 
patents. Consequently, the industry split into two rival groups.®” 

The Edison licensees formed one group, consisting of Vitagraph, Selig, 
Lubin, Pathé, Méliés, Essanay, and Kalem. The Edison Company was not a 
licensee because it controlled the patents. The other group included_the 
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Biograph Company and its licensees: Italian “Cines"; Great Northern Film 
Company; Williams, Brown & Earle; and Kleine Optical Company.®® The 
first two were foreign producers with U.S. representatives, while the latter two 
were American importers of foreign films. A number of domestic producers 
were not licensed by either group.®* Most of these unaligned production com- 
panies did not survive because film exchanges associated with the two dominant 
factions were prohibited from buying films from the independent companies. 

By mid-1908 motion pictures were emerging as a form of mass entertainment. 
The Edison licensees standardized their release patterns. Each production 
company released its films on a specific day of the week. Exchanges custom- 
arily placed standing orders with a production company and agreed to purchase 
a given number of prints of each release. These films were then distributed to 
theaters at a price determined by the amount of time a subject had been on the 
market—the newer the film, the more costly the rental. Distribution thus be- 
came standardized and rationalized. Similar developments occurred in film 
production as methods utilized by large-scale industry were adopted. Methods. 
of motion picture story-telling were also transformed.®° 

These changes in motion picture practices occurred within a context of com- 
mercial warfare between the Edison and Biograph interests. In late December 
1908, after months of negotiation, the Edison and Biograph groups formed the 
Motion Picture Patents Company. This corporation licensed nine producers 
and one importer: Edison, Biograph, Vitagraph, Lubin, Selig, Pathé, Essanay, 
Kalem, Méliés, and the Kleine Optical Company. For a few months a mo- 
nopoly seemed possible, then new commercial opposition arose outside the 
“trust.” . 

The formation of the Motion Picture Patents Company serves as a suitable 
endpoint for this microfilm edition of catalogs. The new company transformed 
the commercial structure of the film industry. Simultaneous changes in pro- 
duction and story-telling methods also had an impact on the role that catalogs 
performed in the industry. Before 1909, motion picture catalogs not only pro- 
moted films but also provided exhibitors with suggestions for combining films 
into more complex programs and with information to use in accompanying these 
programs with a spoken lecture. In some cases, theater managers posted film 
bulletins outside theaters or distributed them as programs. After 1908, motion 
picture subjects were increasingly self-explanatory and the exhibitor's inter- 
vention became less necessary. As Biograph Bulletins: 1908-1912 suggests, 
advertising circulars gradually dispensed with extensive plot summaries. 
Increasingly, catalogs featured a company's star players, provided movie 
gossip, or suggested promotional schemes for the exhibitor to adopt. 

As the industry became larger and more complex, catalogs became less 
important as a form of advertising. Before 1906, film producers and distributors 
had often advertised in trade journals such as the The New York Clipper, The 
Phonoscope, or Billboard. Yet, these journals covered many other areas of 
entertainment. During the nickelodeon era, the film industry supported not one 
but several journals addressed specifically to motion pictures. These included 
Views and Film Index, owned by Vitagraph and Pathé; Moving Picture World, 
which carried detailed synopses of films released in the United States; and

Moving Picture News. |n addition, the New York Dramatic Mirror and Variety 
developed extensive coverage of the motion picture business. These new trade 
journals provided a wealth of information about the motion picture business 
that generally was not available earlier except in catalogs and handbills. 

Although the motion picture catalog did not disappear in 1908, its character 
and role changed. These rare and fragile pieces of paper stand today as 
incunabula of an era before motion pictures became a form of mass entertain- 
ment.and a big business. They document the rapid transformation of screen 
practices, the emergence of a new form of mass entertainment, and the creation 
of a new industry.

Edison's lawyers submitted this Vitagraph catalog (K-002) as evidence to 
prove that Blackton and Smith were continuing their independent film 
activities.

6990 & 6991, NjBaFAR. 

The Kleine family had been involved in the magic lantern business for 
many years. When the Kleine Optical Company was incorporated, it was 
owned principally by Charles Kleine. His son George became general 
manager sometime before 1900. Edison films did not figure prominently 
in the company’s earliest catalogs (see Y-002). Extensive records of the

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MOTION PICTURE CATALOGS 
AS A RESOURCE 


Early motion picture catalogs represent an important resource for a variety 
of researchers. Ranging in size from a single sheet to hundreds of pages, these 
commercial publications were prepared primarily to list and promote films 
and equipment. Besides their promotional purpose, they also served a number 
of subordinate functions that were specific to the changing needs of the motion 
picture industry during its initial fifteen years. In addition to providing a list of 
films and information about how to order them, they might also include a 
general characterization of each film, a detailed scene-by-scene description, 
specific text to be read in accompaniment with the film's exhibition, suggestions 
for creating or altering scene sequences, photographic reproductions of indi- 
vidual frames, or advertising copy for the exhibitor’s use in local promotion 
of a feature. Because of the important information they contain, film catalogs 
have become objects of increasing interest to archivists, filmmakers, film schol- 
ars, and historians. The insights and understandings that such users have al- 
ready begun to reap from them suggest the immense richness of this previously 
rare resource. 


Users of Film Catalogs | 


Motion picture scholars have been the principal users of film catalogs. The 
first film histories, published in the 1910s and 1920s, however, were written 
by industry personnel who generally ignored these publications. Robert Grau 
and Terry Ramsaye generally relied on the self-interested memoirs of others, 
their own experience, and recollections of films they had seen many years 
before.’ Not surprisingly, their histories often proved inaccurate. Although 
Ramsaye quoted a few catalog descriptions to provide colorful detail, he did 
not approach these resources analytically or systemically. 

In the 1930s and 1940s, film historians such as Lewis Jacobs and Georges 
Sadoul became more concerned with documenting the films.2 Because they 
were unable to view most early films, they relied on catalog descriptions, 
which they often reprinted in their books. Such an approach favored content 
and sociological analyses. In the 1950s and 1960s, however, the rise of “la 
politique des auteurs” or “the auteur theory” shifted film historians’ preoccu- 
pation from content to cinematic form and the director's interpretation of a script. 
Film scholars increasingly based their histories upon an examination of films 
rather than upon the catalogs that provided the outlines of a story but little 
information about how the story was told. Correctly realizing that descriptions 
could not substitute for the films themselves, historians tended to dismiss 
catalog information entirely. Gerald Mast and William K. Everson, for ex- 
ample, took this approach.? Yet, many of the early films that they examined 
were either modernized, incomplete, or otherwise corrupted. Moreover, few 
early films were available for viewing. Consequently, this direction in film 
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scholarship encouraged an impoverished understanding of this formative period 
in motion picture history. Studies by Gordon Hendricks and George Pratt, which 
used a combination of manuscripts, films, and film catalog descriptions, were 
important exceptions to the general approach.* These historians, however, lim- 
ited their areas of interest and preferred detailed empirical work to larger 
historical and theoretical perspectives. 

By the late 1960s, film studies began to emerge as an established academic 
discipline. Increased funding for film preservation and restoration resulted in 
the availability of many more early motion pictures. The 1978 FIAF (Fédération 
Internationale des Archives du Film) conference in Brighton, England, focused 
on early cinema, exhibiting a large selection of fictional films that were made 
between 1900 and 1906. Such screenings at first seemed to epitomize the “film 
as self-sufficient text” movement, but attitudes were already changing. As 
archivists and scholars became more concerned with establishing the au- 
thenticity of specific film texts, they looked increasingly toward written records, 
including surviving film catalogs as a critical documentary resource. Fre- 
quently, information in film catalogs helped to provide historical frameworks 
for film analysis. Catalogs were no longer seen merely as an inadequate 
simulacrum for the films but as documents of a different type with their own 
historical integrity.® 

Film archivists have used early catalogs to identify many of the motion 
pictures that are preserved in their collections. During much of the period from 
1894 to 1908, producers did not attach titles to their films, and exhibitors often 
retitled individual films to their own tastes. The resulting confusion has beset 
a generation of film archivists. George Pratt, curator emeritus at the George 
Eastman House, relied on the catalogs in his museum's extensive collection 
to establish the title, date, and producer of many films. His efforts were 
frequently limited, however, by the lack of a comprehensive collection of 
such resources. Employing this microfilm edition of motion picture catalogs, 
archivists can readily gain access to most extant catalogs and enhance their 
knowledge of their collections. These catalogs can also aid in the restoration 
of films. When the Museum of Modern Art restored the early Edison films in 
their collection, it used catalog descriptions to assemble many of the film 
negatives in their proper order and to determine each negative's completeness. 
In the case of THE MILLER’S DAUGHTER, for instance, Edison Form No. 269 
provided the only visual record of a missing scene. Easy access to catalog 
descriptions can also allow verification of previous identifications and eval- 
uations. . . 

The information in catalog descriptions will enable filmmakers and stock 
footage researchers to use footage with greater specificity. For example, the 
films listed in the catalog, “War Extra—Edison Films,” survive in the paperprint 
collection at the Library of Congress. From this catalog one learns that 
BURIAL OF THE “MAINE” VICTIMS was photographed at Key West, Florida, 
on 27 March 1898. Such catalogs not only indicate the time and place of 
filming but often suggest the attitudes that were prevalent at the time of their 
intended use—in this case, the jingoistic mood. As a result, filmmakers can 
better understand the original material.

Although scholars interested in business and economic history and in the 
history of technology have not made extensive use of these catalogs, re- 
searchers will find them a valuable resource for studying the economic and 
technological aspects of the motion picture industry. Equipment catalogs offer 
rich insight into the ways that projection technology adapted to the changing 
needs of the industry. Projecting machines from this period are rare and many 
pieces were modified after their initial purchase. While printed patents can 
provide invaluable information, they do not indicate whether an invention was 
adopted by the industry or in what form. Catalogs thus can serve as unique 
documentary resources for historians of technology. They can also be a prin- 
cipal source of information about business enterprises as well as about changes 
in the scale and commercial methods in the industry. 

Motion picture catalogs can also serve as an important source for social 
and cultural historians. While researchers concerned with American life at 
the turn of the century have drawn upon motion pictures as a resource, they 
likely will turn increasingly to film catalogs for verbal and visual docu- 
mentation of prevailing social and cultural attitudes. For example, the cat- 
alogs—like the films themselves—suggest the extent of ethnic, religious, 
and sexual stereotyping at the turn of the century. 
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Insights from Film Catalogs 


A deeper understanding of early cinema is obtainable by researching both 
written records and films. With such an approach, film catalogs become a 
key resource. They not only feature the producers’ and distributors’ wares but 
sometimes suggest ways in which exhibitors combined the films into longer 
sequences and integrated them with magic lantern slides. As late as 1908 
the Amusement Supply Company sold lantern slide programs that could 
incorporate comic motion picture vignettes at the exhibitor’s discretion. The 
exhibitor’s prerogatives were also apparent in the way Méliés sold THE BAR- 
BER OF SEVILLA. The purchaser could choose between the complete 1350 
ft. copy or a shortened version with several scenes eliminated. Furthermore, 
he was encouraged to create his own version by adding to the short version 
one or more of the eliminated scenes. From such detailed information the film 
historian can learn how individual films were incorporated into turn-of-the-_ 
century motion picture practices. . 

Even after 1903, when editorial control was increasingly centralized within 
the production companies, the exhibitor's live narration remained an important 
part of many shows. Some catalogs provided text for incorporation into the 
showman’s presentation. The catalog for Lubin's PASSION PLAY includes a 
model lecture that illustrates this common practice. The Biograph Company 
used its bulletins to provide nickelodeon managers with similar information. 
Increasingly, scholars have come to realize that early films were not usually 
viewed as self-sufficient texts, even when seen without a lecture.® Catalogs 
often indicated an explicit framework within which a film was expected to be 
understood. The promoters of Lubin's AN AFFAIR OF HONOR claimed that 
the film was based on a painting that “everybody knows.” According to other 
film supplements, Edison's THE WHOLE DAM FAMILY AND THE DAM DOG 
was likewise based on a series of well-known picture postcards. Even when 
presenting an original story, exhibitors during the 1906-08 period frequently 
posted bulletins outside of theaters or reprinted them in local newspapers 
in order to acquaint spectators with the story in advance. 

Catalog descriptions also underscored important representational  strate- 
gies. Biograph’s THE BURGLAR is described in its accompanying bulletin as 


being in “two continuous scenes.” The action in one scene is continued into the 


next. A viewing of the film suggests that this concept of continuity, with its 
overlapping action, was very different from the linear continuity of the Griffith 
era or of modern cinema. In other instances, catalogs refer to the use of close- 
ups or the introduction of titles at the beginning of each scene. While some 
techniques—for instance, dissolves—are generally mentioned in these texts, 
others—for example, camera movements—are not. The historian must approach 
these descriptions critically and, whenever possible, in conjunction with the 
films themselves. = 

Catalogs often provide the only information about films that have not sur- 
vived. The Biograph photographic catalogs, for example, provide several frame 
enlargements for every film produced by that company before 1905. These 
are complemented by detailed descriptions in Biograph’s first printed catalog

of 1902. Because only a small number of the films cited in these catalogs 
are still available for viewing, the catalog resources plus the Biograph 
production records at the Museum of Modern Art are the principal resources 
for historians interested in this important company. Likewise, although very few 
Selig films survive, the company’s catalogs suggest that the output of this 
Chicago company deserves more attention than it has received to date. . 

Catalogs and early films also provide important evidence about the social 
and cultural attitudes prevalent in American society at the turn of the century. 
For example; these resources clearly document the dominance of white males. 
From the beginning, blacks were portrayed in films in stereotypic terms: eating 
watermelon, stealing chickens, and dancing cake walks. The catalog de- 
scriptions for subjects like WATERMELON PATCH or FUN ON THE FARM 
reveal in verbal form the attitudes behind these films. The films of Sigmund 
Lubin are particularly interesting in this regard. Undoubtedly Lubin encountered 
anti-Semitic attitudes as he struggled to survive commercially in the late 1890s 
and early 1900s. Many of his later films treated Jewish characters in sym- 
pathetic terms. Yet, his films often mocked other minorities, particularly women 
trying to win the vote. His WHEN WOMEN VOTE suggests that the suffrage 
movement would lead to male enslavement. 

While motion pictures profoundly transformed past cultural practices, many 
aspects of the cinema's subject matter tended to be conservative. Catalog 


. descriptions of early films suggest a nostalgic searching for a lost, male 


childhood and longing for an earlier, more innocent, and pastoral America 
before the period of rapid industrialization and social change at the turn of the 
century. The anti-suffrage, misogynic tendencies of many early films reflect an 
industry and society that was controlled almost exclusively by men and a 
film audience that was itself largely male. 

Many of the attitudes and assumptions about American life began to change 
with the advent of the nickelodeon era. By 1908, as women were attending 
the movies in growing numbers, this male hegemony began to diminish. As the 
star system emerged, the most popular early stars were women. Moreover, 
new film personnel came increasingly from the legitimate theater, where 
women historically were well-paid and held significant power. Actresses 
such as Mary Pickford, Gene Gauntier, and Helen Gardner achieved a stature 
in motion pictures similar to that of their counterparts in the theater. Their 
example and the characters they portrayed surely had a significant impact on 
the final success of the suffrage movement. 

Early motion picture catalogs have already found a place in the work of 
archivists, filmmakers, students of film, and other historians. Yet, their use has 
been limited because these valuable materials are rare and widely scattered. 
Brought together in this microfilm edition, they offer users a wide range of 
opportunities for increased understanding of the first fifteen years of motion 
picture practice and of the socio-cultural context in which it emerged. 
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NOTES ON ORGANIZATION 


Arrangement. The catalogs in this edition are arranged on the microfilm by 
company. All catalogs issued by a given company, regardless of changes in 
its name, are collected under the company heading and are presented in chron- 
ological order by date of publication or issue, except in those few cases where 
difficulties in filming necessitated minor alterations in this order. On a more 
general level, the companies are grouped into four broad categories: 1) pro- 
ducers and agents primarily active before 1900, 2) producers active after 1900, 
3) equipment manufacturers active after 1900, and 4) distributors active after 1900. 

Reel Notes. The Reel Notes in this guide provide the reader with a complete 
list of descriptive entries for each catalog; these entries are in the same order as 
material appears on the film. Each entry contains the company name, catalog 
title and date, page length, any special information about the condition of the 
copy, and an indication of each institution that has the item in its collections. 
Each entry also gives the specific frame designation where the document begins. 

Frame Identification. Each frame of the microfilm is uniquely identified by an 
alpha-numeric designation. Each company is assigned a unique letter-code, 
beginning with A, continuing through Z, and then running from AA to FF. All 
frames with material under a company heading are then continuously numbered 
from 001. The combination of letter-code and number constitutes the frame 
designation, e.g., A-002 or J-963. Using these frame designations, the reader of 
the Reel Notes can quickly identify the location of any catalog in the edition. 
These designations appear at the top of each frame on the microfilm. For the 
convenience of the reader, each frame also has a running head that identifies the 
company. 

Targets. On the microfilm, the section for each company begins with a de- 
scriptive target that lists entries for each of that company's catalogs. The entries 
are in the same order as they appear on the film. The target entry for each catalog 
contains the same information as the entry in the Reel Notes, except that frame 
designations are not indicated. In some instances, however, the Reel Notes 
include corrections and additions made after the microfilming was done. 

Catalog Entries. Both the Reel Notes and the targets list entries for each 
catalog that appears on the microfilm. Certain conventions are followed in 
presenting information in the entries. When the name of the company on the 
document differs from that under which it is listed, the variant name is included 
in parentheses in front of the catalog title. Where information has been edi- 


torially supplied, it is given in brackets. All institutions that hold copies of 


a particular catalog are cited, and each is identified by standard abbreviations

ONE OF EDISON'S DEVICES. 


It ts a dull week in Menlo Park when Edison 
dues nut spring some new invention or modifi- 
cation of an old one upon an expectant public. 


‘He is such an alert person that the ordinary mind 


finds it dilllcuit to keep tab upon the chrono. 
logical sequence of his devices. They tread upon 
one ai other's heels so rapidly that !t is only 
the more striking effects that impress them- 
seives upon the public mind. He has recently 
made an adaptation of the kinetoscope which 
seems to open a wide horizoa for possibilities In 
the application of electricity and photography 
to punoramic effects. Pretty nearly everybody is 
familiar from actual Inspection with the curious 
kinetoscope pictures. It gives one a weird sen- 
sation to look through a peephole and see a 


“pts cussion of scenes where the tigures act juot 


as if they were alive. One set showed a boxing 
mateh between well-known champlons; another 
exhibited a@ cock fight which displayed every 
feature of the genuine struggle. Another ex- 
hibited the ordinary citizen in the different 
hases of existence incident to a visit to a bar- 
and still another showed Carmencita 
dancing. Ane strange thing about the kineto- 
scope panorama was the movement of the fig- 
ures. They were taken from life while the 
originals were in motion, and by an application 
of electricity the successive pictures were moved 
across the field of vision so rapidly that they 
seemed to be in muscular activity. It was in- 
evitable that this principle of invention, which 
was at first a toy, should be developed to larger 
purposes, and that seems to have been accom- 
plished in some degree in this new adaptation of 
the kinetoscope device, 

The invention consists in projecting the kineto- 
scopic pictures upon a large acreen, efter the 
manner of a magio lantern exhibition. That this 
should be done is not to be wondered at, but the 
possibilities which it opens for the adaptation of 
what, might be called electric photography to 
literature and art when united for the amrse- 
ment and instruction of the public are worth 
thinking about. For years the students of chem- 
istry and photography have been striving to 
take photographs that should show the natural 
colors of the subject, whether a landscape, a 
vase of flowers, or a Pare of people. The 
problem has proved to be an exceedingly diffi- 
cult one, and only a very limited degree.of actual 
progress has been made. The new device of 
EMison will be entirely independent of nasural 
color photography, for it is just as easy to color 


the kinetoscope pictures as it is to tint a lan- 
tern slide. Therefore, it will be perfectly feasible 
to throw upon the screen a picture tinted in the 
colors of nature and at the same time to show 
the figureg in action. 

The uses to which this device can be put for 
amusement or instruction are almost Infinite. 
Suppose an elocutionist, desires to give readings 
from Shakespeare accompanied with illustrations. 
Instead of using lantern slides which gave rep- 
resentations of certain set scenes as has been 
the custom, he can give kinetoscope pictures, 
showing the action of the play from the first 
scene to the last. While he is reading the Ines 
of ‘‘Hamlet’’ the characters in action can be ex- 
h.bited on the screen. To secure the views it will 
be only necessary to take a series of kinetoscopic 
pictures of the play as it is acted before the 
camera. By the use of this device it would be 
possible for Mr. Black to show the characters in 
& pleture play moving about the room and con- 
versing while he reads.fhe dialuguy. There m.ghe 
be Hmitationg to the portrayal of street scenes, 
but by the use of a big gallery, with well 
painted scenery and suitable appointments, it 
would be possible to overcome even that dif- 
ficulty. The explorer would thus be enabled to 
reproduce living views from the photographs 
taken during his trip through some unknown 
corner of the globe. Indeed, the possibilitles are 
almost endless for the reproduction of actual 
scenes with moving figures and with all the ap- 
purtenanceg of real Hife.

If it is possible to reproduce such 
a scene as that it will be poesible to do a great 
deal more when the invention shall be perfected, 
Of course, now it is only an enlarged kinetoscope, 
the adaptation of a toy to the requirements of 
actual life, but that is just what was done with 
the telephone. Once that was a curious toy, 
now with it you can talk with a man in Chi- 
cago and recognize the tones of hts voice. It 
will not be gafe to eee ate posstbijities of the 
new living panorama, ‘Eid!son is a mighty in- 
genious fellow—and electricity in {te application

An exhibition of Thomas A. Edison's 
Vitascope. 


Vaudeville took in a brand-new Item last even- 
ing, the fucy being made clear by the first pub- 
He showing ut Koster & Bial's of Thomas A. 
Edison's ‘‘vitascope.’’ Its sub-title in the pro- 
grainme wag the ‘projecting kinetoscope,’? and 
it was jin effect a development of the kinetoscope 
that produced the pictures in Hfe size. The pro- 
ducing uppuratus was located in the second bal- 
cony, where the spaces back of two of the sem!- 
circular seetions of the balcony front were bullt 
up jn turret form to a helght of six feet. In the 
fron, of each turret were two holes a few inches 
in diameter, through which the light was cast 
upon # drop curtain, In the centre of this cur- 
tain there was a painting of a huge picture 
frame that iInclosed a white cloth, When the 
music ‘hall was @durkened and all was ready to 
begin, a whirring nolse was audible from one of 
the upstalrs turrets, and gimultaneously the two 
holes in it were brightly lighted. In a few _ sec- 
onds there appeared on the white space of the 
curtain a pleture of two sho:t-skirted dancers, 
who held a ‘big umbrella in front of them, They 
kept up nimble dancing, changing the position 
of the umbrella from time to time, so that one 
second thelr faces were in slight and the next 
ct that emt be seen af they as their twluk- 
i E a BPs a ne collawed Just as 
Closely as If the dancers were in view in flesh 
and blood, and colors were in evidence in the 
costumes. Even more surprising than this was 
the second showing, which was a vlew of waves 
tumbling in upon a beach. At one side a stone 
pler ran out into the water, and along this the 
surf rolled, each wave hugging the stones and 
seeming to gather force till 1t broke in spray 
at the front of the pletures. ‘By the time the 
foam-topped -water receded another hig roller 
would come sidling along the pler and dash into 
white fragments as had its fellow. The succes- 
sion of waves included billows of different sizes, 
and when a dig one would come rolling in its top 
would become higher and steeper, a little ripple 
would come at the crest, and then the whole 
bank would fall forward, and the irregular 
masses of foam would go tumbling on up the 
sands In the manner that sends beach prom- 
enaders scattering for dry spots. It was the next 
thing to seelng the real damp article and a 
closer copy than would have seemed possible. 

It was 80 realistic that the only safe successor 
for {t was a comic picture, and the selectlon 
was a burlesque bout of boxing between a very 
tall man and a ghort one. The contest Included 
frequent knock-downs and many comical antics 
on the part of both sluggers, It simply threw 
unon the curtain a famillar form of exercise by 
knock-about variety pairs, and thelr punishing 
practices were copied exactly, from the long, 
xwincing side blows to the Iceks that were the

& Bial’s.—Nature imitated with .. 


Wonderful Realism.—What 
Will You See Next 
Week ? 


What was announced as the first exhibition of 
Edison's vitascope took place at Koster & Bial’s 
Musle Hall last night. The vitascope ia simply 
an apparatus by which the plotures of the kineto- 
scope are projected upon a screen, Nfe size. This 
is the result Mr. Edison predicted more than two 
Advts ago, when the kinetoscope was first intro- 

uced. 

The apparatus for the projecting of the pictures 
was located just above the second tier of boxeg, in 
a@& little turret-like structure, built above two of 
the middle boxes. In these turrets were the ma- 
chines, which are combinations of the kinetoscope 
and the magic lantern. Two holes opening toward 
the stage were the only visible evidences of the 
purpose of the turrets one could get from a cas- 
ual examination. On the stage, when it was 
ready to show the Invention, a big drop curtain 
was lowered. It had a huge picture frame painted 
in the centre, with Its Inclosed space white. The 
band struck up a lively air, and from overhead 
could be heard a whirring noise that lasted for a 
few moments; then there flashed out upon the 
white screen the life-size figures of two dancing 
girls, who tripped and pirouetted and whirled an 
umbrella before them. The representation was 
realistic to a degree. The most trifling movements 
could be followed as accurately as if the dancers 
had been stepping befure the audience In proper 
person. Even the waving undulations of their 
halr were plainly distingulshable. The pay color- 
ing of the vostumes wns also effectively shown. 
Owing to the speed with which the films upon 
which the pictures are produced are run through 
the machine, it is impossibie to use the ordinary 
method of coloring the pictures, and for a long 


tlme—this standin the wayeef-mucccsBfully show - 
ing the Inventiun. ‘Che inventor has hit upon a 


Process, however, of coloring the films without 
painting them—a imethod wherein the coloring 
matter is absorbed by the film Instead of rematin- 
tng on the surfuce merely, and ite success {s as- 
sured. The exhibition was a decided novelty, and 
the large audience burst into uproars of app!ause, 
as, with a sputter and whirr, the dancers faded 
from sight. If the first picture aroused enthu- 
siasm, the second one fairly carrled the audience 
into raptures. The scene represented was a bit 
of shore, with the sea in the background, and an 
old stone pler running out for some distance into 
the water. ‘he whirr of the machine brought to 
view a heaving mass of foam-crested water. Far 
out in the dim perspective one could see a dimin- 
utive roller start. 1t came down the stage, ap- 
parently, increasing in volume, and throwing up 
{ttle Jets of snow-white foam, rolling faster and 
faster, and hugring the old sea wail, until it 
burst and flung ‘ts shredded masses far into the 
air. The thing was altogether so realistic and the 
reproduction so absolutely accurate, that it fairly 
astonished the beholder. It was the closest copy 
of nature any work of man has ever yet achieved, 

This was followed by a burlesque boxing bout, 
in which the contestants were a very tall, thin 
man and # very short, stout one The little fel- 
low was knocked down several times, and the 
movements of the boxers were well represented. 
A scene from “A Milk White Flag’’ was next 
shown, In which soldiers and a military band 
perform some complex evolutions. A group repre- 
senting Uncle Sam, John Bull, Venezuela and the 
Monroe Doctrine got a good welcome from the 
patriotic. The last picture was aie serpentine 
dancer. The color effects were used In this, and 
it was one of the most effective of the series.

The ingenious inventor's latest toy ta a 
projection of his kinetoscope figures in stereoptl- 
con fashion upon a white ecreen in a darkened 
hall. In the centre of the balcony of the big 
music hall tg.a' curious object, which looks from 
below like the double turret of a big monitor. In 
the front of each ‘alf of it are two oblong holes, 
The turret is neatly covered with the blue velvet 
brocade which is the favorite decorative mate- 
rial in this house, The white scrzen used on the 
stage ts framed like a picture. The moving 
figures are about half life size. :

Edison’s New Vitascope at Koster & 
Bials Last Night. 


Jt looked for a few minutes last night as 
though the ocean waves which tumbled {in ap- 
parently from 85th street would completely flood 
the stage of Koster & Bial’s Music Hall and 
sweep the players in the orchestra out into the 
auditurium in a masg of fiddles, ‘cellos and as- 
yorted new Spring millinery. Several people did 
move apprehensively in their seats when the 
faucet was turned on, so to speak, and the prettl- 
est and mwpst realistic exhibition of imitation 
water works seen for a long time, if indeed ever, 
began In full vigor. 

All of this was because, tor the first time tin 
public, there was an exhibition of Mr. Thomas 
Edison's latest invention, the vitascope. It 
would, perhaps, be more proper to call it his de- 
velopment of one of his own old inventions, the 
kinetoscope, for this fs really what it is. In the 
vitascope the figures of the kinetoscope are pro- 
jected, enlarged to Hfe size, upon a screen in 
much the same manner as ordinary, everyday 
stereopticon images. 

But these are iigures and images which are 
full of life and action, and naturally so, becatuse 
they were the result of a combination of in- 
stantaneous photographs. The apparatus from 
which these pictures were produced was in the 
second balcony, and consisted of two turrets, in 
each of which there were plerced holes, through 
which the light was thrown on the screen, 

The first view showed two dancers holding be- 
tween and jn front of them an umbrella and 
dancing the while. The position of the um*rella 
was constantly changed, and every change was 
smooth and even, and the steps of the dancing 
could be perfectly followed. 

Then came the waves, showing a scene at 
Dover plier after a stiff blow. This was by far 
the best view shesv+=.and hed to be repeated 
many times. Ag in‘t umbrellu dance, there was 
absolutely no hitch. e could look far out to 
sea and pick out a particular wave swelling and 
undulating and growing bigger and bigger until 
it struck the end of the pler. Its edge then would 
be fringed with foam, and, finally, in a cloud of 
spray, the wave would dash upor the beach, One 
could imagine the people running away. —

(S2. INFANTRY MANCEUVRES. Infantry. 
This scene was also taken at Harrisburg, and shows the State 
Militia executing orders on *double-quick ” time. The best 
subject of its kind yet produced. 


168. BLACK DIAMOND EXPRESS. Biack, 
This scene presents the famous Lehigh Valley “ flyer” emerging 
from a wood in the distance and approaching the camera under 
full head of steam. <A section gang in the foreground, engaged 
in repairing track, wave their hats to the engineer, who is leaning 
out of the cab window.

It cannot be shipped long distances ‘set up,’ but any one of a mechanical turn of 
mind can do this work with a screw driver and an ordinary ‘monkey wrench.  Direc- 
tions accompany each machine. 


‘The motor furnished with the machine is wound for 100 to 120 Volt Direct Current. 
Any alternating motor of similar power and speed can be readily applied, or hand power 
driving wheel can be attached. 


A hand adjustment are lamp suitable for either direct or alternating current is 
furnished with the machine; calcium light can be applied, but is not as satisfactory. 


The regular objective lense is what is known as ‘‘Quarter Size” and is suitable for 
range of from 60 to 90 feet from screen, if shorter range (35 to 60 feet) is absolutely 
necessary, a 't Wide Angle” lense should be used, to increase size of pictures, 


The pictures used on the Projecting Kinetoscope are printed on transparent Photo- 
graphic film. In form this film strip is like a ribbon about one and one-half inches in 
width. 


The machine has a spool bank to carry endless film strip (regular Kinetoscope film) 
and also has reels sufficiently large to accomodate at least 300 foot films, Our standard 


film lengths are 50 and 150 feet, and they contain from 700 to 2,250 photographs.

HIS instrument encased in a handsome hardwood cabinet, consists of a mechanical 

device (operated by an electric motor) for running a Film (or ribbon of celluloid), 

on which the Photographic Views are printed, past a given point at the rate of about 40 

pictures per second. In the top of the Cabinet is a peep hole or window through which 
the person desiring to witness the Exhibit looks down,

‘he machines are encased in handsome oak cabinets, 44 inches high, and occupying 
about 15x24 inches floor space. ‘The weight complete, crated for shipment, is 18} 
pounds; boxed, they will weigh about 200 pounds. 

An Electric Motor operates the mechanism, and a special Electric Lamp, of about 
four-candle power, is used to light the subject or film.

‘I‘his subject 
shows the clephants and camels as they march along, the wild ani- 
mals in cages, horses, chariots, ete. No. 1 is composed of all ele- 
phants, about twenty-five, including ‘ Bolivar,” the largest elephant 
in captivity, the world famous white elephant, and the baby ele- 
phant. No. 2 shows a man driving a chariot, to which are attached 
forty horses. Jlis masterly style in controlling the spirited animals 
earns lots of applause. No. 3 portrays the ponies and a varied list 
of wild animals, some of which, perhaps, were never scen in this 
part of the globe. By having these three pictures, you have the 
entire Barnum’s parade prior to his departure for Europe. Each 
film is filty feet in length, and combined makes a most beautiful 
and interesting entertainment, one hundred and fifty feet in all. 

*BURGLAR CAUGHT IN THE ACT—Faguem. 
This is an exceedingly interesting picture, illustrating how two little 
girls entrap a burglar. You can see thie burglar foree his way into 
the room where the children are sleeping, and proceed to plunder 
it. The little girls awake, one of them gocs out unnoticed to give 


the alarm, while the other holds the burglar at bay with a pistol 
until the arrival of an officer. 


"INDIAN CLUB JUGGLERS—laggots. 


This picture was taken from an exhibition of the two noted athe- 
letes, Derenda and Breen, champion club jugglers. All the man- 
ouvers of club swinging is exhibited in’ this subject, and you 
imagine the men are double-jointed in every limb from their antics. 
*NEW PILLOW FIGHT—Fagiana. 

This is a very amusing scene, showing three little girls indulging 
in a hearty pillow fight. she fight grows fast and furious, until at 
length the feathers fly all around. You cannot help being amused 
when after looking at three children apparently sleeping in a bed, 
awake and engage in battle royal with pillows. Before the end of 
the scene, the room is practically filled with feathers. 
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DUDE AND MARKET WOMAN—Galbano. 
This is a street scene. A howling dude meets a tady acquaintance 
on the street and stops to talk with her. An old) woman with 
two market baskets comes along and the dude in bowing to his lady 
iriend collides with the old lady, throwing the baskets in’ the 
air and landing the old woman on the pavement. A funny scene. 

GIRLS ROLLING DOWN A HiLL—Gualbanosas. 

A number of boys and girls are seen in the Park rolling down 
a steep hill, Ixciting and amusing. 

YOUNG GIRLS RUNNING AND JUMPING HURDLIES—Galbanoso. 
This is spicy. A number of females are seen running and jump- 
ing hurdles and wind up by falling over one who missed her footing. 
A good one. 

LEAP FROG—Gulibanos. 

This is a difficult game for girls to play, and in this picture all 
the disadvantages are seen. Some of them have long skirts on 
and they have their own troubles trying to leap over the backs ot 
some of their comrades. 

YOUNG GIRLS STEALING CORN--Galbinatis. 

The girls are seen to go into the cornfield and steal several corn- 
stalks. ‘The hayseed working nearby observes them and chases 
them, followed by his dog. This is a real country scene full of 


fun. 
BOY UP A TREE, OR MAKING LOVEE IN THI VPARWN—Galbin- 
atum, 


A boy is up in a tree in the Park where a number of persons are 
passing by, when a young lady seats herself directly beneath the 
tree. Young man happens along and flirts with the girl. He 
finally seats himself by her side, and they become very communi- 
cative. The lad in the tree is anxious “to learn how it is done,” 
and goes further out on the limb. By this time the lovers are 
embracing, and the boy, not wishing to lose any of it, climbs out 
too far and the limb breaks, throwing him to the ground, frightens 
the man and his lady friend, whe both fall over backwards, and a 
great scramble takes place before they can get up again.

Finally 
O’Finnegan rises in his coffin and takes a drink himself. Iivery 
one becomes frightened, and they fall on the floor. ‘Mis is a sub- 
ject that will win an encore. 

SCENE IN A LAUNDRY—Galborwm. 


Three women are seen washing clothes, the man attendants bring- 
ing boilers of water. One of the men gets “gay” with the women 
and they sprinkle him with water. Finally he is pushed into one 
of the tubs and they splash the water all over him. and then to 
cap the climax they take another tub of water and pour it over 
his head. He has all he can do to get away. ‘This film. will 
amuse your audience from start to finish. 


QUAKER DANCK—Galbuts. 


A Quaker and his dame are seen dancing in their own peculiar 
style. ‘hey are dressed in the usual Quaker garb. Broadbrim 
and wife appear to enjoy themselves. ‘This is a subject you don't 
see every day. 

WASHERWOMAN’S MISTAKE—Galbulorum. 
Mrs. Q’Toole is washing clothes, when her son arrives hcme 
from school and annoys her by firing paper balls at her. She throws 
some water on him, but he will not desist. ‘he boy finally crawls 
into a barrel where his * old woman” can’t see him, and continues 
to annoy her. She becomes excited, and reaching down  scizes 
a bucket of water to throw at him, when the priest suddenly enters 
and receives the contents of the pail squarely in his face. He falls 
over the barrel, which collapses, and the boy inside and himself 
have a warm time together while the old lady is almost seared 
out of her wits. Very funny and exciting.

This is a real funny one, and may appeal to some coachman or 
waitress in the audience. 


*FIGHTH AND VINE STREETS, PHILADELPHIA—Fantome. 
The Tenderloin district. In this view can be seen Captain Clark, 
the well known life saver, an eecentric corn doctor who daily fre- 
quents this part of the city, and many other interesting characters. 
The corn doctor is sometimes called the Button Man, and he alone 
is a picture worth looking at. TFlis eccentric dress is remarked by 
every one. This is a funny sight. 


*MAKING LOVE IN A HAMMOCK—Farabi. 

Shows a girl and her lover swinging in a hammock, when a mis- 
chievous friend cuts the rope to the utter confusion of the lovers.

Each subject is illustrated by instantaneous photographs—“ snap 
shots "—of the successive movements of the natural scene, or the living 
object, from about 800 to 2,400 different photographs being necessary to 
develop each design, and constitute what is called a “Film.” ‘Phe 
separate movements are photographed consecutively on this film, 
which is a transparent band df about 1/4 inches wide, varying in 
length from about 50 feet upwards, according to the number of move- 
ments to be represented. 

A simple yet effective mechanism, operated by hand, causes one 
of these films to pass swiftly through the optical system of the Cineo- 
graph, being at the same time brilliantly illuminated and the lenses of 
the instrument project the successive pictures, highly magnified, on a 
screen placed at a suitable distance. ‘The pictures are cast upon the 
screen, one after the other, with lightning rapidity, but occupying 
always the same space ; each combining with its predecessor so quickly 
that the eye cannot perceive any break between them; and thus the 
effect of continuous action results. There is no hitch, jerk or vibra- 
tion to destroy the harmonious continuity of action, on which the 
beauty of the illusion so largely depends. ‘I'hus entire fidelity to 
nature is secured and the illusion is perfect. 

The films are well protected in their passage through the instru- 
ment, and the mecanism is so accurate that, notwithstanding the force 
with which they are propelled, they are not liable to be torn or 
scratched. As the films cost from $7.00 upwards for each subject, 
all operators will agree that they cannot well afford to run a machine 
that will injure a film every time it is used ; and it must be borne in 
mind that any scratch or imperfection on a film will be transmitted to 


the screen, and mar the beauty of the magnified picture. 


The acromatic lenses furnished with the Cineograph are calcu- 
lated to make a large picture at a short or long distance.

Carbide is 
now on the market and can be procured at a reasonable price in suitable quan- 
tities. For lantern projection, it is convenient to employ a generator which 
acts automatically and regulates the supply of gas to the burner while lighted. 
This generator consists of two cylinders, the lower one being the tank which 
holds the water necessary to generate the gas; the upper one, fitting within 
the tank, contains the gasometer below, which is the net for supporting tha 
carbide.

DIRECTIONS 


Cut the film about % inch from the LOWER line of one of the pictures, 
see Fig, 1, Cut the other end of film to the extreme TOP of the picture. The 
4 inch on the end is necessary to make the lap. Moisten with the tongue the 
end on which the ¥ inch has been left, and scrape off the emulsion to the line 
of the adjoining picture, with a pocket knife, see Fig. 1. The white space on 
Fig. 1, which should be about & inch long and is part of another picture, shows 
where the emulsion has been scraped off. This is where the cement should 
be placed. Be sure to spread the cement in equal proportion on the film. 
The dull side of the film is the emulsion side. 

Lay Fig. 1 on half of the Film Mender, Fig. 3, and apply the cement with 
a match or toothpick. Then lay Fig. 2 on the opposite side of the mender, and 
press the finger tightly through the centre directly over the joint, for a moment, 
and the cement will dry in a few seconds. 

Follow the above directions closely, and you will obtain perfect register. 
If properly cemented, the joint will be equally as strong as before the film 
was Cut.

Description and Chemical Action 
of Cell. 


menor nd LP RE Oe 


The elements employed in the EDISON-LALANDE cell are zinc, which 
forms the negative pole, and black oxide of copper (Cu. O), the positive 
pole of the battery, The exciting liquid is simply a solution of caustic 
potash. The oxide of copper is obtained by the process of roasting copper 
turnings; the oxide is then ground into a fine powder and compressed into 
solid blocks, from which plates of a suitable size for the different cells are 
cut, These plates are suspended from the cover of the containing vessel (8 
porcelain jar), in a grooved copper frame, the sides of which are rigidly 
bolted to the cover by means of thumb nuts, one of which also serves as the 
positive pole of the battery, On cach side of the copper oxide element in the 
larger type cells (but only on one side in the smaller types) is suspended a rolled 
zinc plate. These zinc plates are fastened hy a bolt to a knob on the cover, 
This prevents any movement in the relative position of the elements, and does away 
with the necessity of using vuleanite separators to prevent any short circuits 
occurring in the solution. The zines are amalgamated, and as in most batteries, 
the zinc is attacked more vigorously near the top than at the lower part of the 
plate, the zincs for this cell are made slightly tapering, the thick part being 
uppermost, 

The exciting Hquid employed in the battery consists, in all types, of a 25 
per cent solution of caustic potash in water, or in other words, of a solution of 
one pound of caustic potash in three pounds of water. When the circuit is 
closed and the cell is put in action, the water is decomposed, the oxygen form- 
ing, with the zinc, oxide of zinc, which, in turn, combines with the potash to 
form an exceedingly soluble double salu of zinc and potash, which dissolves as 
rapidly as it is formed; the hydrogen, liberated by the decomposition of the 
WE, reduces the copper oxide to metallic copper. A layer of heavy parafline 
oil 3g inch deep is then added to keep out the air and prevent creeping. 
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his battery has an initial E, M. I. of .95 volt, which drops to .7 volt on 
closed circuit. 1t is made in a variety of sizes, each adapted to a particular 
class of work. aking the type “R’ as a standard, this particular cell is 6 
inches by S inches, the same size as the Western Union gravity battery. At 
first sight it appears that the E. M. F.is low. The internal resistance is, 
however, correspondingly lower (in this particular cell being only .043 ohm), 
and consequently it follows that the AVAILABLE IE. M. F. (potential differ- 
ence) is very high. 

To tuke an instance; Two cells of six inches by eight inches gravity bat- 
tery, when first set up, will have an I, M. I. of 2.158 volts, and an internal 
resistauce of 1 ohm. Two cells of EDISON-LALANDIE battery of type “R”? 
will have an E. M. I*. of 1.4 volts, and an internal resistance of .0S6 ohm. 
Suppose these two different batteries ench work through a resistance of 1 
ohm; the resulting current will be:

Furthermore, as is well known, the dvop of Id. M. I’, across any particu- 
lar resistance in a circuit, is proportional to the ratio of that resistanee, to 
the total resistance of the cireuit. 

It follows, therefore, that the proportion of the KE. M. I. absorbed by the 
internal resistance of the gravity battery is 50 per cent of the generated FE. 
M. I, whereas in the EDISON-LALANDE battery the Lb. M. I’, absorbed in 
like manner is 8 per cent. If the external resistance were less, the results 
would be still more in favor of the EDISON-LALANDE, Again, in this 
wise we have taken the gravity battery at its best, but on working this bat- 
tery the internal resistance would constantly increase ; which would absorb a 
corresponding proportion of the KE. M. F., with a necessarily diminishing 
current in the external circuit. he internal resistance in the EDISON-LA- 
LANDES cell, on the contrary, falls during the whole life of the battery, on 
necount of the negative clectrode, oxide of copper (which is a. bad conduc- 
tor), being continuously reduced, during the period that the circuit is closed. 
to metallic copper, Which is a good conductor. This action virtually increases . 
the size of the negative electrode, thereby lowering the internal resistance. 

One of the chief points of superiority of this battery is the absence of 
local netion when not in actual service, In an actual test made with 40 of 
these cells by Dr. A. Ee. Kennelly, at the time he was Chief Electrician at 
the Edison Laboratory, it was found that the average loss of zine in each cell 
for a period extending over three months was a fraction over 1 per cent per 


month. 
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In making this test the zines in cach cell were most carefully weighed om 
necurate balances when the battery was first set up, and again at the end of 
each month, with the above result. 

Still another good feature is that no attention is) Necessary until the 
charge is entirely exlmusted ; that there arg no noxious or poisonous fumes, 
and that the permanent parts of the battery do not deteriorate with time, as 
is the cuse with other batteries. This battery is now extensively used for all 
closed cireuit work requiring considerable current, and it gives universal 
satisfaction, It can also be equally well employed for open circuit work, 
such as burglar alwys, hotel annunelators, telephones, call-bell circuits and 
railway crossing signals, 

In order to point out the advantages and capabilities possessed) by the 
different types of the EDISON-LALANDIO cell, whieh we manufacture, the 
table on the opposite page was prepared by Dr A. I. Ivennelly, when Chief 
Electrician of the Isdison Laboratory, comparing these and other well-known 
batteries on the market. It should be remarked. lhawever, that most of 
these latter, could not be practically employed for any motor work. The 
lucal action in the chromie acid type, and the polarization in the Leelanche, 
preclude their economic application for even very moderate deliveries of 
electric power, On the other hand, the EDISON-LALAND I cell is free from 
ghjection on the score of either polarization or local action, and can be con- 
veliently applied to sewing machine motors, fan motors, electric cauteries, 
gas engine igniters, small electric lamps and other purposes calling for miod- 
erate supplies of electvical power, in adition to the needs of telegraphy, tele- 
phony and electric bells or signals. 

A careful scrutiny of the internal resistances (second column of | tabled 
and miaxinuun sate continuous discharges (ast column) of the various types 
of EIMSON-LALANDE cells, is most essential when selecting batteries for 
supplying heavy current for motor work, ete, as in such cases, the rate of 
discharge is the first thing to be considered, and is of far more importimece 
than the capacity of the cell, For instanee: The type “J cell has a en 
pacity of 60 ampere-hours, It would not, however, be wise tu employ a mum- 
ber of this type cell for operating a motor requiring 3 amperes to drive it, as 
the maximum safe continuous discharge of this cell is found, by the table, to 
be only 1 ampere (see last column), It would, therefore, be advisable to use 
type RY cell or any of the larger models for this work, 

These remarks do not apply to cells used for cautery work, Which de- 
liver upwards of 80 cunperes on short circuit, as in this case the current. is 
used for only a few moments at a time, and the battery can be used almost 
up to its maximum current discharge (as shown in the third column), with- 
out deterioration.

Read Carefully Before Setting up Batteries. 


A Few Points to be Observed in the Installation and Care 
of EDISON-LALANDE BATTERIES. 


Solution. 


When Slixing Solution, Do not put the potash into the water and 
leave it to dissolve. as it will solidify at the bottom of the jar unless the selu- 
tion is stirred constantly until the potash is entirely dissolved. 

The solution will burn the skin and clothes. Care should be exercised 
when stirring, to avoid splashing it. If it is quickly removed from the skin. 
by rubbing it off with a piece of tissue paper, no inconvenience will result. 
Any animal or vegetable (not mineral) oil or grease will accomplish — the 
sane result, as it will saponify it and render it larimiess. 

Phe proportion of potash to water in making solution is 1 pound potash 
to 8 pounds water for all types of cells, and the solution when first mide will 
show a density of 1.25 specific gravity on the hydrometer at a temperature 
of GO deg. Fahr. It should not be tested until it has cooled down, as Ue 
density is Jess when the solution is hot. 

When the solution is exhausted it will show a density of 1.82 to 1.04 on 
the hydrometer. We make special hydrometers reading between 1.25 and 
1.34 for testing purposes, : i =

The solution must always he renewed when the zincs and oxides are 
renewed, ws it is then completely saturated with zinc oxide, which is held in 
solution, and is really changed into zincate of potash, Lf the old solution is 
not changed, but used over again, it finally becomes super-saturated with zine 
oxide, which will solidify near the bottom of the cell in the form of needle- 
like crystals, and the efliciency of the battery will be greatly paired. 

The solution should always reach to the lower colored line in the jar 
after it has cooled down, and it may then probably be found necessary to 
ndd a little water when setting up the cell, to bring it to this line again, as 
the voluine of solution diminishes and the density increases as it cools. 

When these cells are used on outside work and ARE EXPOSED T0 TEM- ) 
PERATURES VARYING FROM FREEZING TO 40 DEGREES BELOW ZERO, it is 
advisable to use a 20 per cent. solution of caustic potash, as when a solution 
of this density is employed, the batteries will work much better in extreme cold 
weather, as the solution will not thicken in the least, whereas, when a 29 per 
cent. solution is used at these low temperatures, there is a tendency of the 
solution to partially jellify, which impairs the efficiency of the battery FOR THE 
TIME. The denser solution is, however, to be preferred for ordinary work, as 
the efficiency of the battery is somewhat higher when using a 25 per cent, 
solution in ordinary temperatures than when using a 20 per cent, solution. 
The following table gives the proportionate weights of potash and water for 
low temperature work, and it is advisable to always use this density of solu- 
tion on Railway Signal Work, where the batteries are placed in exposed positions. |

The oil used in this battery is ia very heavy pure mineral oil of high 
viscosity. he ohject which this oil attains is not to prey ent ev aporation 
(although it also serves this purpose), hut to prevent creeping of the oe 
up the zines. If the oil is omitted, the zines are rapidly nttucked apove t e 
solution, by the potash extracting cnrbonic ucid from the air and secom ini 
earbonate of potash, This acts most destructively on the tops of the “Inc 
plates, above the solution, which are finally reduced to the consisteney of 
paste, and are totally disintegrated, although the part immersed in the solul- 
tion remains intact, 


The great importance of using the correct oil) will thus be seen aut Once, 
as the ordinary heayy parafline oils in the market have not suflicient viscosity 
to prevent this creeping, We should therefore strongly ndvise our custom 
ers to diways order their oif from: us, as we experimented for upwards of a 
vear before we obtained a grade that we could nbsolutely _vely upon, Do 
not stint the amount used. The layer of oil should be inch deep on all 
cells, 


Zincs. 


The zines used in all our cells, except type Door N will only lust one 
charge of solittion, At the end of this time they will be reduced to a skele- 
ton. It is important always to see that the necks of the zincs where they 
are bolted to the long binding-post bolt are clean and bright, so as to insure 
ood clectrical contact: also see that the binding-post helt and nut. are per 
rectly Clean and bright, For cleaning flat surfaces: employ a small piece of 
emery paper. and the bolts themselves could be dipped into a dilute solution 
of sulphuric acid and water, as described more fully later on, 


Copper Frames 


When renewing the battery. it is desirable to clean the inside grooves of 
the copper fmes, where the copper oxide plates make contact, so as to ene 
sure a good electrical conyection. Chis is specially important where the 
batteries are required to give a heayy current for cautery or motor purposes, 
These frames can be egsily cleaned by wrapping a small piece of emery 
paper round aostick which wilk just fit into the grooves, or by immersing them 
ina dilute solution of To part of sulphuric acid and -b parts water, and then 
carefully rinsing them in clean water, to remove all traces of the acid, 


Copper Oxide Plates. 


These plates are made of compressed copper oxide, the surfaces of whiel 
are redueed, by a special process, to metallic copper. 

The amount of copper oxide used in eaeh cell is so enleulated Chat it will 
be entirely redueed to metalve copper when the zines are consumed and the 
solution is exhausted, 

TO ASCERTAIN IF THE OXIDE PLATES ARE EX. 
HAUSTED: Vick into the body of the oxide plates with a sharp pointed 
knife, If they are red throughout theentire mass, they are completely ex- 
hausted and need renewing, Tf on the contrary, there is a layer of Diack in 
the interior of the plate, there is still some life left. the amount being  de- 
pendent entirely upon the thickness of the layer of black oxide still left, 

IT IS VERY POOR ECONOMY TO USE EXHAUSTED 
OXIDE PLATES OVER AGAIN, as the battery will then polarize on 
account af there being no oxide of copper left to aet as a depolarizer, To ex: 
plain this more fully, it should be remembered that the aetion of the cell is 
us follows: 
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Electro-Chemical Action of Battery. 


When the circuit is closed, the water of the solution is decomposed into 
hascent oxygen and hydrogen. The oxygen goes to the zine plate (the nega- 
tive pole), and unites with it. forming oxide of zine. This, in its turn, is dis- 
solved by the potash solution, forming zincate of potash. The hydrogen 
goes to the oxide of copper plate (the positive pole), and unites with the 
oxygen in the oxide of copper, forming water (If, O), leaving behind metallic 
copper. As the oxide plate is porous, this action goes on, when the battery is 
in service, until the oxide plite is reduced throughout its entire mass. to 
metallic copper ino a finely divided state, and there being no more oxide of 
copper left, the hydrogen will then collect in bubbles on the surfaee and in 
the interior of the plate. and polarization will ensue. 

When the cells are only used over extended intervals of time (remaining 
idle during the balance of the time), it is advisable to keep them always on 
closed circuit through a high resistance, as there is a tendency of the solu- 
tion to reoxidize the redueed copper surface of the oxide plates, and conse- 
quently just enough current should be taken from the battery to overcome 
this action. Th practice it is found that a current of 35 milliamperes for 
types Q. Roand 8, and 25 milliamperes for type W is sufficient to aecomplish 
this result. Our rheostats for cautery and dental work are all provided with 
these high-resistance shunts, which are placed inside the rheostat box. 

CAUTION. The oxide plates should never be removed from the 
potash solution and allowed to dry in the air, as, if this is done, the 
surface of the plates becomes reoxidized, by absorbing the oxygen 
from the air, and the oxide thus formed is much more difficult of 
reduction than the original oxide of which the plates are formed 
The internal resistance is consequently very greatly increased, and 
the current materially diminished. 


The difference of one inch in the height of the 
solution in the jars, determines the success or 
failure of these batteries. 


Too great stress cannot be laid om the necessity of observing (when set- 
ling up the eclis) that the top of the oxide plate is fully one inch below 
the surface of the potash solution, and consequently about 119 
inches below the top of the oil. 

In some of the W jars it is just possible that the position of the two col- 
ored lines (referred to in the directions for setting up the cells} may be 
slightly lower than the standard distance from the top. Tt is therefore bet- 
ter, when setting up these cells (after the elements have been immersed in 
the solution), to raise the cover of each jar slightly, so as to ascertain the 
height of the solution above the top of the oxide plates, whieh can be noted 
by observing how far the insulating tubes on the frame sides are covered by 
the solution, If 144 inehes of the lower end of these tubes is not covered by 
the solution and oi], add a little more water to bring it up to this position, 

Note. Where batteries are placed in wari places they should be exam 
ined every two or three months to see that the solution has not evaporated, 
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as this will gradually take place, in spite of the oil, if they are in a hot 
roum. If the solution is found to have evaporated, add more water to bring 
it again to the proper height. 


THE IMPORTANCE OF KEEPING THE CELLS FILLED 
TO THE PROPER HEIGHT will be seen from the following — ex- 
planation. The reduced surface of the copper oxide plate is covered with a 
fine dust of copper, particles of which become detached when the plate is pug 
into the solution, These particles rise to the surface of the solution, and 
flont underneath the layer of oil. If, therefore, the surface of the solution is 
only on a line with the top of the copper oxide plates these particles wilh in 
time form a bridge from the zines to the oxide plate, and a short cireuit will 
be established in the cell itself, which will destroy it and cause the zines to 
eat off at the line of the solution. 


Onecother point yet remains to be noted, Tt is of the first importance that 
all binding posts and connection wires should he kept clean and bright at 
the points of connection.

These tubes, which are a modification of the vacuum tube devised by Sir Wim. 
Crookes, consist of an oblong glass tube having metal electrodes entering at cach 
extremity, one of which is aluminum and is of circular concave form, This elec- 
trode is called the cathode. The other electrode facing it, is called the anode, and 
consists of a square piece of plantinum placed directly opposite the cathode, and at 
an angle of 45 degrees. The wires holding these electrodes are sealed into the glass 
at the point of entrance, and the tube is then exhausted of air, until a very high 
vacuum is obtained. It is found when using focus tubes, that the shadows are 
more sharply defined ; and consequently the definition on the Fluoroscope is much 
clearer, and the time of exposure When making sciagraphs is a'so greatly shortencd 

Our focus tubes are all made at the Edison Laboratory under the personal 
supervision of Mr. Thomas A. Edison, and are most carefully tested before being 
shipped.

This instrument is very similar in shape to the stereoscope, the body being 
of tapering form, with the small end formed to fit tightly over the eyes and the 
bridge of the nose; and the large end closed with a piece of cardboard, the inner 
surface of which is covered with a uniform layer of fine crystals of fluorescent ma- 
terial. This latter constitutes the fluorescent 
screen, and is the essential feature. This device 
enables the X-Rays to be practically utilized as 
one of the most powerful agents in surgical diag-

In the coils used with the Edison instantaneous air-break-wheel equipments 
operated by the 110 to 120-volt direct current, the vibrator is dispensed with, its 
place being taken by the instantaneous air-break, 

This device consists of two tooth-wheels mounted on the same shaft. The 
projections or teeth make contact with two flat brushes, which bear on the outer

wheels are rotated at a very high speed by a small direct-current motor, which 
also runs a pressure-blower, The air blast from this blower enters a bifurcated 
tube and is conducted to two tlat nozzles immediately over the contact brushes 

When the device is set in operation, by starting the motor and connecting the 
primary of the induction coil in series with the binding posts (attached to the break- 
wheels) provided for this purpose, the spark formed at the contact brushes, 
when the coil is energized, is instantaneously blown out by the air blast at 
the moment of formation. This greatly increases the rapidity of change in the 
magnetic circuit, and consequently vastly augments the electromotive force in the 
secondary coil. 

The motor, break-wheel and pressure-blower are suitably mounted on a sub- 
stantial hardwood base, provided with binding posts for connecting it with the 110 
to 120-volt direct current. 

With the Edison instantaneous air-break-wheel apparatus, the 110 to 120-volt 
direct current is employed to excite the primary coil and to run the motor. A 
suitable rheostat is provided to control the current passing through the coil, and all 
outfits are furnished with switch-board having cut-out, switches, and necessary 
wiring. 

One great advantage of the Edison Instantaneous Air-Break-Wheel sets is that 
it is possible to use with these equipments, focus tubes of very high vacuum, 
which could not possibly be used with any other form of apparatus.

One of the most urgent inquiries of the physician of today is for an instru- 
ment by which he can use the Edison 110 or 120 volt direct current for all varied 
forms of electro-therapeutic treatment with absolute siufety to the patient, and at 
the same time be able to graduate and control it within the finest limits, and also 
accurately measure the strength of the current he is employ ing. 

Such an apparatus is illustrated on the preceding page, and has been designed 
with a special view to fulfilling all these requirements, 

It consists of a hard-rubber cylinder, upon which is wound in suitable grooves, 
cut on the face of same, several hundred feet of German silver wire having a very 
high resistance. 

This rheostat is regulated by the sliding contact which travels along the two 
rods above and parallel with the cylinder, 

A 16 C P. lamp is placed in circuit with each of the leading-in wires, to 
effectually protect the patient and apparatus, should a short circuit occur on any 
part of the electric light circuit. 

A third lamp, shown on the extreme right, provided with a key, is arranged in 
shunt with the rheostat. When the key is turned on, the voltage of the galvanic 
current is reduced to 60 volts. With this shunt in operation, and all the resistance 
of the rheostat thrown into the circuit, by moving the sliding contact to the ex- 
treme left, a current of one milliampere is obtained when the binding posts are 
connected together by a short piece of wire, i. e., short-circuited, On moving the 
sliding contact to the right, the resistance is very gradually diminished, and the 
current correspondingly increased. This finely graduated current is required in 
some cases Where a very slight irregularity in the current would produce a shock 
to the patient. 

When a stronger current is required, the lamp is cut out by turning off the key, 
and the current is used unshunted. 

The well-known Edison milliammeter is mounted on the base on the left, 
the pole-changing switch is placed in the middle of the board, while on the right 
is shown the faradic coil, which is also operated by the street current. 

This is of the Du Bois Raymond type, the secondary being wound upon a sep- 
arate spool, removable at will. This secondary winding consistsof 24 layers of No. 
34 wire, having a total length of about 1800 yards, The winding is tapped in 6 
places, so as to divide the coil into 6 sections, euch section consisting of 4 layers of 
wire, the whole being connected in series. By this arrangement 4, 8, 12, 16, 20 or 
24 layers of secondary winding can be used as required, by moving the switch 
shown on the end of the coil. 

Each section produces an entirely different sensory effect, the current in the 
first section being very stimulating, whereas the current in the sixth section is of a 
very pleasing character and produces a sedative clfect, the character of the current 
in the other sections being intermediate between the two extremes When first 
put into operation the secondary coil should always be moved to the extreme right. 
so as to leave the primary uncovered, the strength of the current being increased 
hy slowly moving it toward the left, so as to finally cover the primary coil. 

The current in the primary, on the contrary, is at a minimum when i, is en- 
tirely covered up by the secondary coil, which in this case must be short circuited 
hy a switch marked 5. C. §., provided for that purpose on the movable coil, and 
if is increased by sliding back the secondary coil to the right. 

When the “Faradie” switch at the back of the pole-changing switch is 
turned on, and the vibrator set in motion, the current from the galvanic bind- 
ing posts is now of a pulsating character, as the current from. the primary of the 
faradic coil is superposed on the straight galvanic current, thereby producing the 
pulsating current as described by Dr De Watteville. The strength of these two 
combined currents is controlled by the rheostat in the ordinary way.

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All the fine wire windings are connected in one series, which constitutes the 
secondary or delivery coil. All the coarse wire windings are connected in another 
series, forming the primary or field winding of the machine. By this arrangement 
itis only necessary to drive the armature, which is a combination of laminated iron 
disks, to transform the continuous primary current into alternating current waves 
in the secondary circuit, and by duly proportioning the grooves and projections on 
the armature surface these waves are made sinusoidal, 


Twenty-four alternations or twelve complete periods are generated for every 
revolution of the armature, and since a speed of 4,800 revolutions per minute can 
be attained, the frequency can be carried to 1,920 alternations per second or over 
115,000 alternations per minute. For steady running a more moderate speed and 
frequency will usually be desirable. 


The primary winding of the alternator is excited by the 110 to 120-volt direct 
current, which is controlled by a lamp rheostat, the switchboard operating same 
being shown in the front of cut, on the right, and the lamps being placed under 
the table. In this way the strength of the secondary currents can be controlled in- 
dependently of the frequency. 


The speed of the motor, and consequently the number of alternations of the 
secondary currents, can be varied by the lamp rheostat shown in the front of cut, 
on the left, as this rheostat is included in the motor circuit. 


The Water Rheostat shown in the centre of the table is connected in shunt 
with the secondary circuit, and is used to vary the strength of the current applied 
to the patient. 


The sensations that are produced by the application of this instrument differ 
radically from those which result from the employment of an ordinary faradic coil. 
They are much softer, more agreeable, equally developed at cither pole, and gen- 
erally exhibit the characteristic sensations attributed to sinusoidal currents. 


The electromotive force attainable in the secondary coils amounts to 50 volts; 
but on closing the secondary circuit, under the condition of ordinary application, 
the voltage at secondary terminals usually falls to less than twenty volts, depend- 
ing upon the amount of external resistance. 


The alternator and motor are finished in nickel and are provided with self-oiling 
bearings. The lamps belonging to the rheostat are all placed underneath the 
table, so as toavoid any inconvenience to the operator arising from the brilliancy of 
the lights. 


The apparatus is mounted on a polished quartered oak table of handsome de- 
sign, and the workmanship on the entire outfit leaves nothing to be desired, If the 
outfit is required for use in a city where only the alternating current is obtainable, 
it can be furnished with an alternating-current motor in place of the direct current 
motor without extra charge, but it will be necessary to excite the primary winding 
of the alternator independently with batteries, as the alternating current cannot be 
used for this purpose. In ordering outfits for running on the alternating electric- 
light circuit, please always state this fact, as otherwise outfits with direct current 
motors will be sent.

The launch in which our camera was placed ape 
from the landing place in the Streets of Venice, which eA eine os 
the west side of the Exposition grounds facing the Midway. The 
canal makes a quarter circle eastward, and our bois cae oa a 
é west Mall bridge, making an abrupt turn northward a conta Fi 
on #8 course past the Bazaar Building and to the African Villa 
when It swings’ suddenly to the eastward and makes a com i 
circle of the clectric tower, turning its many corners und passing ; : 
a number of beautifully constructed bridges, over which ie af 
people are seen wending their way. In the trip from the Sireein of «,

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ca 
Venice to the Electric Tower we pass many electric Jaunches, and 
gondolas laden with tourists who are making merry as our camera 
passes them, Three of the gondolas contain the Venetian Band and 
many of the pretty girls of the Streets of Venice, all of which attend 
to make the picture highly interesting. Having encircled and passed 
the Electric Tower, our boat takes an eastward course until it reaches 
the Stadium, when it passes under. another of the exquisite bridges 
and turns abruptly to the south. Continuing its southern course ‘it 
passes under the east Mall bridge and takes in the Manufacturers’ 
and Liberal Arts Buildings, passes the east entrance of the U. S. 
Government Building and the U: S. Ordnance Exhibit, where the heavy - 
artillery and large disappearing guns are observed mounted in their 
respective places. Our launch then swings to the eastward and con- 
tinues a short distance when it again takes a southerly course and 
passes the south entrance of the U. S. Government Building, approaches 
and passes the Forestry and the grounds of the Six Nations of the 
American Indians, where .there camps, log huts, wigwams, ete., are 
observed. We then turn to the eastward passing under a series of 
bridges with sculptural decorations that are unexcelled, and merging 
into the east end of Mirror Lake. Now comes the most interesting 
portion of this wonderful film. We follow in: an easterly direction 
through Mirror Lake, skirting the north bank and taking in’the 
pergola, and bearing steadily toward the main entrance and Fore 
Court of the Exposition grounds. Here we pass directly under the 
Colonnades into the submarine water channel and through what is 
known as the Grotto. .The effect of running from an open lake into 
a beautiful tunnel decorated with tropical foliage of all descriptions, * 
is most novel. After passing through this grotto, “which consumes 
about one minute of time, the west end of Mirror Lake suddenly 
comes into view, and we pass out on to the open waters of the lake 
where we are presented with an entirely new and enchanting panorama 
of the west side of the Exposition. The launch continues on this 
course taking in the north bank of the West Mirror~Lake with the 
west pergola in the background, and passing the Mines Building, the 
Esplanade Fountains, the Horticultural Exhibits, the Southwest Mid- 
Way, under the beautiful bridge which forms the main approach to 
the West Midway from the Esplanade, and turning suddenly to the 
northward runs under a bridge of Venetian architecture, and finally 
merges into the Streets of Old Venice. This is the end of the trip

This most excellent picture was secured at the junction: of Pennsyl- 

vania Avenue and Fifteenth Street- The parade is headed by a platoon 

of mounted police; next comes the Grand Marshal, Major-General 
Francis VV. Green, and staff, as follows: 

A. Noel Blakeman, Lieut. Col. John S. Johnson, Major-General N. E. 
Thompson, U. S. A., Brigadier-General U. S. W. Day, U.S. V., Lieut. 
Winfield S. Overtor, U. S. A., all mounted on splendid horses. Next 
come the famous Troop A, of Cleveland, Ohio, who act as the per- 
sonal escort of the President. They present a most striking appear- 
ance as they go down the incline on Fifteenth Street, Washington. 
Next comes President McKinley in his carriage drawn by four of his 
own horses, the pair of blacks in the lead and the favorite bays on 
the wheel. The President is seated in the right of the carriage with 
Senator Hanna on the left beside him, and facing them, with their 
backs to the driver, are seated Representatives Cannon and McRae. 

Owing to special permits granted us by the United States Govern- 
ment, we were able to have our camera within twenty feet of the 


President's carriage when it passed, and an absolutely perfect photo. : 


graph was secured. 

The President's carriage is followed by Secretaries Hay and Gage. 
The third carriage contains Secretary Root, Attorney-General Griggs 
and the President's Private Secretary Cortelyou. The fourth carriage 
contains Secretaries Long, Wilson, Hitchcock and Postmaster-General 
Smith. The fifth carriage contains Lieutenant-General Miles and Ad- 
miral Dewey. We also present excellent pictures of the Admiral of the 
Navy and the Genera] commanding the United States Army as they 
pass. This picture closes up by showing a detachment of Veterans of 
the Twenty-third Ohio Volunteers, followed closely by the West Point 
Cadets, who present a remarkable spectacle as they execute left wheel 
turning from Fifteenth Street into Pennsylvania Avenue.

On Monday, October 29, 1900, at a few minutes after noon, down-town New York was 
shaken by a tremendous explosion, followed at intervals of a few minutes by two other ter- 
rific crashes that were more like earthquake shocks than anything New Yorkever experienced.

The Edison Projecting Kinetoscope comes packed in one.case. The 
base board (2) is hinged in the middle for convenience in packing. Open the 
base hoard and place it on a firm table. The idler pulley (20) and casting 
(21) ave next adjusted. Screw down the thumb bolt firmly. This makes 
the hinged base board as stiff as if it were one piece. This is important; 
as a perfectly rigid base board is necessary to keep the lenses in line after 
the adjustments are once made. 


The Mechanism is all assembled in a quartered oak carrying case, (1). 
Tt is attached to the front end of the base board by inserting the two 


bolts from the under side of the base board and tightening with wing 
nuts (3). 


The Objective Lens is then screwed into place on the front part of the 
cabinet (4). (As shown in cut K 10, page 4). 


The Lamp House (5), is next assembled. ‘The lamp house casting (6-6- 
6-G) comes adjusted on the base board. It slides forward and back on the 
base board betyveen the two lamp-house-casting-guides (7-8), and may be 
clamped into any position by the bolt and wing nut (9). The top part 
of this casting (6) is drilled front and back for the insertion of the slide 
rods. Rear slide rod (10-11) is next put into place from the left side of 
lamp house casting. (That is, from the opposite side of machine from 
which the operator usually stands). The end (10) is held firmly, in’ place 
by set screw (12), The lamp house is now adjusted as follows: note that 
there are castings on the under side of hase of lamp house. The rear cast- 
ings are hooked and the front castings are drilled. Place the lamp house 
in position so that the hook castings rest on the rear shde rod (10-11). 
Now put the front slide rod (13) into place from the left side of the lamp 
house casting. This front slide rod (18) goes through the holes on the 
front lamp house base castings and is fastened securely with set screw (14). 
The lamp house should now slide freely to the left and right. To the left

When electric current is available, the Edison Projecting Are Lamp — 
is used. (See cut K. 17). The Are Lamp base (25), comes serewed into :

left. This hand wheel (26) provides the necessary forward and back ad-

justment. The lamp post (27) is inserted in clamp (2) of base. The clamp 
is then tightened by the screw (28a), but it must not be too tight. The 

' post must be loose enough to allow the necessary swing of the light to 
the right or left when this adjustment is: necessary to find the center of 
the condenser. The hand wheel (29) lowers and raises the lamp. The 
screw (30) prevents the lamp body (31) from dropping hy its own weight, 
This screw (30) should not be too tight or the hand wheel (29) will not raise 
the lamp or lower it. The lever (32) feeds the carbons. The lever bolt 
(33) is detachable (by unscrewing wing nut on back of lamp body) and is 
adjusted at D and A according to the current used. When the 110-120 
volt Direct Current is used, the bolt (33) is inserted in hole D. When in 
this position the lever (32) feeds the top carbon twice as fast as the bot- 
tom carbon. 

When the 52-104 volt Alternating Current is used, the bolt (83) is 
inserted in hole A. When in this position the lever (32) feeds both carbons 
at equal speed. The carbons are adjusted by clamps (34-85). The clamp 
arms are capable of a slight forward and back: adjustment, by loosening 
the screw on the back of the clamp arm. This adjustment is necessary for 
the following reasons: When the D current is used the top carbon should 
be adjusted so that its point is about one quarter of an inch back of the 
lower carbon point. When the A current ts used, the points should meet 
exactly. 


Wiring. The binding post (36) on the lamp body, connects with switch 
binding post (37), (sve cut KX. 75), and the binding post (38) on the lamp 
body connects with rheostat binding post (39), (see cut K. 215 and also 
Sor the following numbered parts) The rheostat binding post (40) connects 
with switch binding post (41). The switch binding posts (42-43) are to 
take the main circuit wires and should be the last connected. 

The main line should be wired for 110 volts direct current, or 52 
volt or 104 volt alternating current, 25 to 30 amperes, using a standard 
30 ampere cut-out or double-pole switch with 30 ampere fuses in the main 
line, 

If the operator has no electrical knowledge, we would suggest that 


he pet an electrician to connect the line wire and lead same to the machine

in the first instance. Connect the line wire to the knife switch in binding 
posts (42-43), aways leaving ‘he swiich cpen. 

Note.—With the D Current, the top carbon should always be the 
positive pole. This is readily ascertained after the lamp is lighted, as the 
positive carbon becomes reddest, forms a crater and holds the red nee 
longest. Now if it happens that the lower carbon is the reddest, the wires 
at binding posts (42-43) should be reversed. This makes the top carbon 
the positive pole. With alternating current the lamp has no polarity. 
Lamp Adjustment.—When the wires at posts (42-43) are connected 
the feed lever (32), (see cuf K. 15) is either raised or lowered until the prop- 
er are is obtained. Be sure that the Lamp House is brought to the 
right, (or towards the operator) as far as it will go. It is then in posi- 
tion to show the moving pictures. A perfect circle of white light should 
cover the film aperture (44). All this is done before the film is threaded 
into the mechanism. Should the circle of light on the aperture (44) be im- 
perfect it may be remedied by either or all of the following adjustments: 
By swinging the lamp either to the left or to the right, case) ane on the 
lamp post) using the hand wheel (29) as a lever; or by raising or lower- 
ing the lamp by turning hand wheel (29); or by a forward and back ad- 
justment by hand wheel (26). 

Note.—The size of the circle covering the aperture (44) can be increas-

(56-57). This checks the momentum of the film and prevents the center of 
film from touching the gate, thus avoiding possibility of scratching. 


NOTEL.—The emulsion side of the film should be always towards the Nght 
und the picture should show in the aperture upside down. 


The film is now passed under the lower spring idler (58), and over 
the lower sprocket (59), leaving about eight inches of slack film which 
forms the lower loop (6b), as shown. The purpose of these loops is to do 
away with pull on the film and ‘consequent wear and tear and friction. 
The film is then passed under the last idler (61), (see cut K. 76), and under 
the take up reel core where it is slipped into the spring clip on the core. 
The film is now ready to run. . 

The mechanism is operated by the hand crank (70). The crank is 

turned up and away from the operator, and down and towards the oper- 
ator, with a regular motion at a slow speed. Experience will very quickly 
determine this speed which will vary somewhat for different pictures. 
_ Framing Device. As noted in instructions Threading the Film, there is 
no setting or adjusting of the film as it passes over the frame plate. This 
is rendered unnecessary by the framing device. After the picture appears 
on the sereen, if it is not framed exactly, it is very easily accomplished by 
raising or lowering the lever (71), until the proper effect is obtained.

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This comes detached from the head piece mechanism, and is adjusted 
as follows: Insert the left hand part of the take up device, (see cu/ K. 76), 
through the hole in the lower part of the cabinet. The hooks (62) on the 
frame casting of the take up device hang on the half inch stud in the lower 
part of the head piece mechanism. The lugs (63) come into position (as 
shown, in cul K. 15). They are fastened into position with the two 8-32 
machine serews. When the film has been threaded, as described, and fast- 
ened to the spring clip of the core of the take up reel, and the crank 
handle (70) is turned, the film will be wound on the reel as fast as it 
comes through the machine. If the reel does not revolve fast enough, the 
friction adjusting nut (64) should be screwed in, thus causing the friction 
wheel (65) to engage friction disc (66), causing the reel to revolve faster 
and taking up all the slack. The lever (67) is used to disengage the fric- 
tion wheel (65), from the friction disc (66), and is only used when the film 
is re-wound from the take up recl to the top reel. When the film is re- 
winding, this lever (67). should be thrown back towards the reel, At all 
other times the handle of the lever should point outward. When the film 
is rewinding, use the friction spring (68), to check its momentum if it 
turns too fast. This is accomplished by pressing down the spring (GS) 
until the end rubs against the inside of the crown gear (69). This spring 
(68) is only used when the film is rewinding. At all other times it should 


stand in position as indicated on cut K. 16. 
STEREOPTICON ATTACHMENT 


The Stereopticon objective lens comes mounted in a ring casting, on 
one side of which is a drilled lug which slides on the rod (45), of the ad- 
justable rod device. The lens may be clamped in position ou the rod by 
means of the thumb screw on the lug. The adjustable rod device is fast- 
ened to the cabinet, in the position shown in cut K. 10, by means of the 
thumb screw, which is inserted from the front. The slotted arm of the 
rod device goes inside the cabinet and is clamped firmly by the round jamb 
nut on the end of thumb screw. The slotted arm has a wide adjustment 
up and down, or to the right and left.

ADJUSTABLE RHEOSTAT 


-o connect the rheostat for use on 110 volt direct or 52 or aut 

volt alternating current circuits, proceed as follows: 
The two main wires are connected on switch binding posts (42-43) as 
shown in cut K. 15.

away the celluloid. After this is done, open the gate and move back the 
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film so that it will be entirely covered by the gate, and re-lock the gate, 
Next, take the other end of the film, place it on the right-hand end of the 
repairer in the same manner as was done before, with the picture linc as 
near the center of the glass as possible. Use the gauge in the same man- 
ner as before, that is, use the widest side and cut off that portion of the 
film which projects. This end of the film should not be moistened, nor 
should the emulsion be scraped away. After this is done, release the Seft- 
hand gate and place that end of the film in the same position as it was 
after the first operation had been performed. You wil! then note that the 
ends will overlap about 4% of an inch. Moisten both ends of the film with 
film cement where they overlap, cement the two ends together carefully 
and smoothly (the one with the emulsion scraped off underneath), close 
down the center door or gate and lock same securely. Leave the film in 
this position for from 20 to 30 seconds, when same will be thoroughly 
cemented together. When about to take the film from the repairer, open 
the centre gate first and if the film is found to adhere to same, there is a 
little side play. By working same carefully to the right and left the film 
will be released from the gate without breaking the joint.

This attachment consists of a nickel plated dise of about the diameter 
of a 150-foot film when rolled up. This disc slides from front to back of 
the shaft. After the film is wound, the exhibitor slides the dise from back 


to front carrying the roll of film with it, thus freeing it from the shaft. 


THE METHYL-ETHO LIGHT 


The Methyl-Etho Light consists of a jet of oxygen, mixed with 
Methylated Ether, burning against a lime pencil. The operation of the 
light is very simple and in order to make it perfectly clear, the directions 
are given under three headings, as follows: 

THE CHEMICALS. 
THE OXYGEN GENERATOR. 
THE METHYL-ETHO BURNER. 


THE NECESSARY CHEMICALS 


The necessary chemicals can be obtained in almost any large town 
if the supply purchased from us becomes exhausted. Buy the chemicals 
from a reliable druggist, and see that there are no chips or other com- 
bustibles mixed with the Chlorate of Potash or the Black Manganese. 
The following chemicals will suffice for 2 hours continuous running: 2 Ibs, 
chlorate of potash, and ¥% Ib. black manganese, (in the retort (1), see cul AY 
27), % lb methylated ether (in the burner, cu X. 20), and 1 lime. (See 
f.. cut K, 7g). 


Mix 4 parts of chlorate of potash and 1 part of black manganese 
thoroughly and distribute it equally along the entire length of the retort 
(1). Turn the retort so that the seam comes on top. 


THE OXYGEN GENERATOR 
The oxygen generator. Fill the retort (1) as above. Connect the 
purifiers as shown in cut K. 21. The purifiers (5) should be half filled 
with pure water and 4 oz. of caustic soda, placed in bottle nearest the 
retort. Be careful that the ends of tubes AA are BELOW the surface of 
the water and the ends of tubes BB ABOVE the water.

The Gas Bag (7) should be rolled before connecting to eject all air, 
Place the burner (3) on retort stand (2) at one end of the retort (1). Gas 
will generate as soon as heat is applied. Allow a little oxygen to be 
given off, before finally connecting the retort (1) with the tubing (4) to 
the first purifier (5). To ascertain when the gas is pure, light a piece of 
brown paper, “hen blow i out, and hold the smouldering portion in front 
of the arm of the retort (1). When the gas is pure, the paper will burst 
into flame; then connect with tube (4) and’ see that all the tubes are 
straight. Now open the tap of the gas bag (7). Scores of people forget 
to do this. The gas bag (7) is now filling with pure oxygen pas. Move 
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the burner (3) along under the retort (1) neh by inch until the che.nien!s 
are exhausted. As soon as the bag is quite full, remeve the hurner from 
the retort, turn off the tap at gas hag and disconnec: the tubing. 

When using the gas bag a pressure of 150 to 290 pounds is required 
to procure best results, which is obtained by means of press boards and 
Weights. The caprcily of the pas bag is 55 gallons, and shout 2 Ibs. of 
chemicals must be used to fill it completely. 

The gas bag should be kept in a warm place when not in use. Wash 
out the retort with hot water as soon as possible, and do not attempt 
to pick out the baked residue with a chisel or other sharp instrument, as 
this spoils the retort. Don’t leave mixture to harden; unless the retort is 
cleaned at once, it is almost impossible to remove the hardened residue. 

When outfit No. 26, is used, the oxygen gas is compressed into 
cylinder (12) with compressor (9) until about 100 Ibs. pressure is 
reached in cylinder (12).

To charge theApparatus. This must not be done in close proximity to 
gas or lamp light. See that the tap (C) is in line with the inlet nozzle (B), 
as in illustration. Uncrew the brass cap (A), which is fixed in the feeding 
cup. Put in very gently, to avoid spilling on the burner, about 4 ozs. of 
Methylated Ether °730 or °735. Serew the cap tightly on again. The 
apparatus may then be lighted up, but it is preferable to allow the charge 


to stand an hour or two before using,

To light up. Attach the rubber tube from the bag to the inlet nozzle 
(B), with the handle in line with the nozzle, as in illustration. See that 
the small regulating valve (E), which is in the tap (C), is unscrewed a 
few turns. Fix the lime (L), on the pin as shown. To cbtain the best 
results, the lime should almost touch the nipple of the jet. Then turn on 
the gas at the hag gradually to a good pressure, so as to insure the liquid 


being forced through the passages of the burner, and out of the nipple, 


Apply your hand to the nipple (N), and when there are no indications 


of moisture it is ready for lighting. 

Adjust the pressure from the bag so as to give a small light. When 
the light is obtained, increase the pressure from the bag until the flame 
rises above the shield, somewhat as shown in the illustration, and just on 
the hissing point. Do not be afraid of a large flame. Now turn the tap 
(C) gently to the right (never to the left), This admits pure oxygen to 
the nipple, and the flame will subside to a bright incandescent spot, with 


no trace of yellowness. 

Charge running out. A 4 oz. charge will last on an average of at least 
two hours, but if by any chance it appears to be getting exhausted, bring 
back the tap (C) gradually a little way towards the inlet nozzle and 


watch for any improvement of the light. As a rule an extra half hour | 


ean be gained in this way. 


Spitting, flickering or uneveness of the light is a sure indication that the 
apparatus has been overcharged. This would work off in time; but 
oxygen blown through at a high pressure, or a large flame allowed to 
burn for a few minutes, will clear off the surplus. 

Popping is a sure indication cither that the oxygen is nearly exhausted, 
or that the charge is running low, but it may also be caused by low 
pressure at the cylinder. Keep up as good a pressure of oxygen as the 
jet will stand without hissing. (Attention to these two points will obviate 
all difficulties). 


Re-charging. If the apparatus has been formerly charged with 4 ozs. 
and used only (say) an hour, it should not he fully charged on the next 
occasion, as this would cause flickering (see preceding page). Calculate 


2 ozs. of ether per hour burnt. 
18 
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To Adjust the Lime. The lime arrangement is made so that it can be 
easily adjusted to any lantern, by simply unscrewing the clamp band (F), 
you can raise or lower it at will; and to adjust the nipple (N) unscrew 
the check nut (D) at foot, turn around the nippic—it will rise or fall as 
desired; when you have found the proper position you may lock it again 
with the same cheek nut, and it will remain fixed as long as required. 
Remember! Once the light is centered, it is right for almost all future 
occasions. 

To turn out the Light. Move the tap (C) very gently to the right, 
until it is parallel with the body of the burner, at the same time turning 
the hot spot on the lime away from the nipple. Finally close the valve at 
the cylinder. The tap (C) should be left against the body of the Saturator. 


General Remarks. Ether often loses strength by exposure, and in order 
to secure the best results, it may be sometimes found necessary to clean 
out the old liquid; this can easily be done by adding fresh liquid and then 
thoroughly blowing it through. Afterwards re-charge as at first directed. 

All burners are tested and charged when sent out. Try the light 


without re-charging the first time.

THE GREAT BULL FIGHT. ‘ : : ‘ . . Unitissimo. 
This fight, by the greatest bull fighters in the world (the only Antonio Fuentes 
and his companion, Luis Mazzantini), was fought in the City of Mexico before 
President Diaz and his entire cabinet, on February 2nd, 1902. Its features are 
many. Only pure blooded Spanish bulls are used. First comes the Grand 
Herald with his elegant costume, black velvet trappings, and beautiful plumes, 
his elegant charger prancing up to the Judge's stand. After bowing to the 
Judges and the audience, he rides out of the ring, and again returns, followed 
by the entire cuadrilla of bull fighters, including Matadores (Killers), Ban- 
derilleros and Picadores (Stickers) and several mule teams (six to each 
team). At a signal given from the Judges’ stand by a bugler, a wild bull 
rushes frantically into the ring, tail up and eyes darting fire. The Capadores 
flourish their capes in the bull's face, as he charges at them. The Picadores 
ride in front of the animal, holding their picks ready to stick him when he 
charges the horses. In this fight, horses and riders are upset and thrown in 
every direction. The Picadores pick the bull many times, although five horses 
are killed before the bull is finally dispatched. The bull, now more furious 
than ever, charges at the Banderilleros, who have been waiting to thrust the 
wounded animal. They succeed in placing four pairs of Banderillos in the 
bull's back and shoulders. At last the bugler gives the signal to kill, and the 
Matador walks proudly up to the bull, shaking his red cloth in his face. The 
bull rushes madly at the cloth, but the Matador nimbly steps to one side. 
The Matador sees his opportunity, and thrusts his sword up to the hilt in the 
bull's neck. Mortally wounded, he staggers around blindly, tearing around 
the ring, and trying to pierce his enemies, with his horns. He repeatedly 
charges the Matador, Antonio Fuentes, rushing at him with his head lowered. 
Here one realizes how helpless is this magnificent animal pitted against science 
and agility. The Matador is obliged to place another sword before the power- 
fal animal succumbs. This time the sword enters between the shoulder blades 
as the bull is making one of his fiercest charges, and he drops dead. A team 
of mules now drags the dead bull from the ring. This picture is most excit- 
ing, and gives one a perfect idea of the sport which is indulged in by the 
Spanish and Mexican people.

We were also fortunate enough to have our camera in position while Presi- 
dent McKinley was making his speech at the Pan-American Exposition, on Thursday, 
September 5th, 1901, and thus secured a picture of our Executive while making the last 
address before the cowardly assault upon his life. On Friday, September 6th, 1901, we also 
had our cameras in position to photograph the President as he left the Temple of Music, but 
the deplorable assassination, of course, prevented our getting this picture. We did, however,-. 
Secure an excellent panoramic view of the mob surging in front of the Temple of Music 
attempting to get at the assassin. These Pictures have created intense excitement and inter- 
est. In addition to being the best and casiest recognized views of the President and Mrs. 
McKinley, they depict the last acts of our beloved ruler before he was shot.

The number of charred remains 
in the vicinity of the Cathedral (of which this picture gives a splendid. view 
of the ruins) tells vividly. the story of the devout Christians, who, thus. early 
in the day, had answered the summons of the chimes, had gone to worship, 
and. at the moment they were overcome were, perhaps, murmuring prayers or 
lifting their voices in songs of praise. There were also indications that many 
had run toward the church in the extremity of their fears, doubtless impelled

On the night of November 15, 1901, James J. Jeffries, 
of Los Angeles, California, and Gus Ruhlin, of Akron, 
Ohio, engaged in a sparring contest in the ring of the 
Twentieth Century Athletic Club, at Mechanic's 
Pavilion, San Francisco.

THE GALVESTON CYCLONE. 


At the first news of the disaster by cyclone and tidal 
wave that devastated Galveston on Saturday, Sept, 
sth, 1900, we equipped a party of photographers and 
sent them by specisl train to the scene of the ruins. 
Arriving at the scene of desolation shortly after the 
storm had swept over that city, our party had suc- 
eeeded, at the risk of life and limb, in taking about a 
thousand feet of moving pictures. In spite of the fact

The head piece is fully assembled when shipped 
from the factory, and no mechanical experience 
is required to adjust the machine, All parts, such 
as objective and condensing lenses, lamp and 
lamp house, are detachable for convenience in 
packing. Every instrument is accompanied with 
full instructions for operating, 


The picture film is a long strip of celluloid, one 
and three-eighths of an ineh in Width and fifty 
feet or more long according to the subject. The 
price of films is figured from a fifty foot basis, 
Sach fifty foot strip of film consists of about Soo 
instantaneous photographs, taken while the film 
is passing the Jens at the rate of about eighteen 
to thirty photographs per second. The size of 
‘ach photograph is three quarters of an inch long 
by one inch wide. 

The edges of the film are perforated, to pass 
over the sprocket device sarrying the film in front 
of an intense light, which projects the picture 
upon the sereen: thus both magnifying and illum-

The Edison Universal Projecting Kinctoscope 
is equipped with eight inch reels and a perfect 
take-up device, capable of reeling zoo feet of film.

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The top sprocket is used to feed the film from the 
upper reel, after forming a loop, into the framing 
device. The middle sprocket. is intermittent, 
bringing the film to the point of exposure, and

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the lower loop and feed the film into the take-up 
device. By running a loop before it reaches the 
middle sprocket, the pull and friction on the film 
is obviated, thus prolonging its life. In other 
words, about five or six inches of film only is 
being brought down by the middle, or intermit- 
tent sprocket, the top sprocket, which runs con- 
tinually, doing all the work of feeding the film 
from the reel into the framing device. 

The top reel is set in a bracket (or reel 
hanger) which is clamped to the top of the 
mechanism. It is equipped with a winding crank 
for the rapid rewinding of the film from the take 
up reel. 

The framing device is operated by a simple 
lever attachment, giving an instantaneous adjust- 
ment to the film so that it is always in correct 
position before the framing plate in rear of the pro- 
jecting lens. 


The ‘Pake-up Device is absolutely perfect and 
sunnot be made to work incorrectly, It is simple 
in the extreme. It is operated by a spiral spring 
steel belt. The reel will wind up 700 feet of film, 
and is a great improvement over the old method 
of running the film into a bag or basket. It 
avoids kinks, snarls, and a possibility of fire. It 
is a great convenience to the operator, as it 
keeps the film always free from dirt, dust and 
unnecessary friction, all of which will cause 
scratches if the film runs into a bag or basket, as 
is done in the old way.

Ithasanup and down adjustment of one inch, 
which, together with the forward and back adjust- 
ment of the base, enables the exhibitor to keep 
his light completely under control, 
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The carbon holder arms accommodate carbons 
varying from to % inches in thickness, We 
specially recommend a % inch special cored car- 
bon for animated picture work.

When 
adjusted for the alternating (A) current it feeds 
both carbons alike. The lever is operated through 
a slit in the rear door; and as all the other adjust- 
ments can be made while both lamp house doors 
are closed, the exhibitor is free to devote all his 
time to the moving picture and stereopticon end 
of the machine. 
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The eccentric holder post (for accommodating 
burners of other illuminants) is furnished with 
every Lamp House. It is a very simple, yet 
complete adjusting device, permitting the use of 
not only the Edison oxy-hydrogen and gaso- 
oxygen burner, but also other calcium light 
burners. ‘This is a great convenience to the exhi- 
hitor who shows in towns where electric current 
cannot be obtained. 


Electric light is the best, as it is the most 
intense. Either the 110-120 volt direct current 
or the 52 or the 104 volt alternating current can 
be used, 25 amperes giving best results. 

A rheostat is furnished with every complete 
outfit as shown in cut UK 10, the use of which, 
together with the wiring and operation of the 
Edison Projecting Are Lamp, is fully described 
in the ‘ Directions for Operating ” which accom- 
pany every Edison Universal Projecting Kineto- 
scope, ‘The resistance is wound with special 
German silver high resistance wire and has a 
maximum capacity of yo amperes. ‘The opera- 
tor has only to move the sliding adjustment up 
or down to regulate completely the above three 
currents, which are the only electric circuits 
ordinarily encountered. We recommend the use 
of two rheostats wired in multiple where alter- 
nating current fs used, 

Calcium (or oxy-hydrogen) light is a very intense 
illuminant, and in past years has found great 
favor with magic-lantern owners as a convenient, 
clear and intense light for showing up pictures. 
‘The calcium light has recommended itself because 
the oxygen and hydrogen gases (in cylinders) are 
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so easily obtainable, both for home use and for 
traveling exhibition purposes. In nearly every 
large city in the United States there are calcium 
light ‘companies that make it a business to 
supply hydrogen and oxygen gases in iron cylin- 
ders under pressure. ‘These cylinders may be 
shipped by express. If the exhibitor does not get 
too far away from the base of his supplies, it 
is a very satisfactory light when the electric 
current is not available. 

The gaso-oxygen light is especially adapted for 
home use and exhibition purposes, It is a very 
powerful illuminant and the best substitute for 
the electric light. It is safe and its operation is 
simple. By its use a light of 1,000 candle power 
can be obtained without any hissing or roaring. 
No complex construction, easy to operate, low 
price, and economical. It produces results that 
some exhibitors claim to be superior to the electric 
light, Certain it is that the invention of this light 
opens up new territory to exhibitors, It is easily 
carried as baggage, compact in form, light weight 
and can be transported with little extra trouble 
into sections of the country remote from clectric 
light, where exhibitors may reap a rich harvest, 
The outfit for making the light consists of an 
oxygen generating outfit and a saturator and 
burner, for mixing the oxygen gas with 90° gas- 
oline or methylated ether, The jet burns upon a 
lime pencil, producing a very brilliant light. In 
large cities the oxygen generator may be dis- 
pensed with if itis convenient to buy this gas in 
tanks, as explained under the head of calcium 
light; but the making of the gas is so simple, and 
so much more economical than buying the gas in 
cylinders, that the owner of an Edison Universal 
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Projecting WKinctuscope may well consider the: 
advisability of owning and operating his own 
outfit. 

We recommend the gaso-oxygen light particu- 
larly as the best substitute for the electric light, 
Our vas generating outfits are offered at very 
reasonable prices. See price list, page 27. By 
referring to the numbered cut P21 on page 27, 
the simplicity of cach outfit is apparent. Outfit 
No, 28 is the same as outfit No. 27 with the addi- 
tion of a compressor and a twenty-five gallon 
tank. The following chemicals will suffice for 
two hours continuous running: Two Ibs. chlorate 
of potash, '% Ib, black manganese, 14% pt. go® 
gasoline or sulphuric ether and one lime. 


The Stereopticon Attachment consists of a 
stereopticon objective lens, and an adjustable rod 
device by means of which the attachment is fas- 
tened to the base of Kinetoscope. The Stereopti- 
con attachment uses the same condensing lens as 
the Kinetoscope. The objective lens is of extra 
quality and especially selected so that it gives a 
field on the sereen about the same size as the 
field given by the Projecting Kinetoscope lens. 
The lens is mounted in a ring casting which slides 
forward and back on the adjustable rod device 
which is fastened to the base of Kinetoseope. 
The forward and back movement of the sliding 
rod, together with the focusing screw of the lens, 
permits a focal adjustment of ten inches. In 
furnishing the two objectives we try as near as 
possible to synchronize the pictures by obtaining 
the same size field of light on the screen with 
both the stereopticon and motion pictures lenses.

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con. The combination of both Kinetosecope and 
Stercopticon in one machine is a wonderful fea- 
ture, especially as both can be operated by one 
person.

The power used in operating the machine is 
hand power. The film moving mechanism is 
exceedingly simple, and requires only a steady 
wrist movement to run if properly.

Proportionately larger or smaller pictures may be 
produced by increasing or decreasing the distance. 
Extra lenses can be .furnished for 60, 80, 100 or 
125 foot projections.

The Universal Adjustable Objective is a new 
lens for moving picture work. It is a lens which 
will project a large or small moving picture, and 
of any size between the two extremes, without 
changing the location of the machine, making any 
change in the focus of the objective. 

This lens resembles in appearance the ordi- 
nary objective and projects a maximum picture 
whose size is equal to about one-third of the dis- 
tance from the curtain to the instrument, and a 
minimum picture whose size is equal to about one- 
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fifth of the distance. These sizes and all sizes 
between can be projected from one position. ‘This 
is accomplished by a peculiar combination of 
lenses in the objective. A focus is obtained in 
the ordinary way, by means of the milled screw 
head.

Mustrating the use of this Jens: Assuming that a 
moving picture machine has been placed at a distance of 
50 feet from the curtain which is 15 feetsquare. On mak- 
ing his first trial the operator focuses his objective and 
finds that his picture is too large for the curtain. He 
then reduces it to the exact size of his curtain merely by 
revolving the front ring of the objective, which controls 
the inner combination of lenses, 

Changes in size of picture can be accomplished while 
the machine is in operation. 
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The Challenge Short-Distance Moving Picture 
Objective, 1903 Model. The objectives that 
usually accompany projecting machines project a 
life-size picture at a long distance, and too small 
a view at short distances. This is due to the fact 
that individual pictures on a moving picture film 
are very small and even a high power objective 
requires a long distance to enlarge the view to 
life size. ‘The ordinary moving picture objective 
projects a view whose entire disc equals about

The higher the power of an objective, the more 
delicate must be the focusing. A slight variation 
in position of the lenses will throw the view out of 
focus. ‘The usual rack and pinion not being con- 
sidered delicate enough for fine adjustment of this 
lens, we have adopted an entirely new method, 
which allows of the slightest variation in position 
of the lenses, is rigid and completely under the con- 
trol of the operator; the alteration of the machine 
cannot possibly alter the position of the objective 
by a hair's breadth.

SCENE 3.—TuE INTERIOR OF THE SLEEPING QUARTERS IN THE Firt House, 

A long row of beds, each containing a fireman peacefully sleeping, isshown. Instantly 
upon the ringing of the alarm the firemen leap from their beds and, putting on their clothes 
in the record time of five seconds, a grand rush is made for a large circular opening in the 
floor, through the centre of which runs a brass pole, The first fireman to reach the pole 
seizes it and, like a flash, disappears through the opening.

The men hastily scamper 
upon the trucks and hose carts and one by one the fire machines leave the house, 
drawn by eager, prancing steeds. Here we dissolve again to the fifth scene. 

ScENE 5.—THE APPARATUS LEAVING THE ENGINE House. 

We show a fine exterior view of engine house, the great doors swinging open, and 
the apparatus coming out. This is a most imposing scene. The great horses leap to 
their work, the men adjust their fire hats and coats, and smoke begins pouring from the 
engines as they pass our camera. Here we dissolve and show the sixth scene. 

ScENE 6.—OFF TO THE FIRE, os 

In this scene we present the best fire run ever shown. Almost the entire fire 
department of the large city of Newark. N. J., was placed at our disposal and we show 
countless pieces of apparatus, engines, hook-and-ladders, hose towers, hose carriages, 
etc., rushing down a broad street at top speed, the horses straining every nerve and 
evidently eager to make a record run.

Immediately the ladder appears, he seizes the pros- 
trate form of the woman and throws it over his shoulder as if it were an infant, and 
quickly descends to the ground. ' We now dissolve to the exterior of the burning build- 
ing. The frantic mother having returned to consciousness, and clad only in her night . 
clothes, is kneeling on the ground imploring the firemen toreturn for her child. Volun- 
teers are called for and the same fireman who rescued the mother quickly steps out and 
offers to return for the babe. He is given permission to once more enter the doomed 
building and without hesitation rushes up the ladder, enters the window and after a 
breathless wait, in which it appears he must have been overcome by smoke, he appears 
with the child on his arm and returns safely to the ground.

From Colorado Springs to Cripple Creek, a distance of only forty miles, there is a 
railroad whose scenic value has been pronounced by globe trotters to be superior to any 
-other road in the world, not even excepting those of Switzerland. The greatest obstacles 
in engineering have been encountered, for the road goes boldly over the backbone of the 
Rocky Mountains at one of its most beautiful points.

MR. EDISON’S SYSTEM OF COPYRIGHTING MOVING PICTURE FILMS 
SUSTAINED BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


We take pleasure in announcing to the trade that the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Philadelphia has decided that Mr. 
4dison’s method of copyrighting films is legal, and that such copy- 
right protects him from all infringements of that copyright by means 
of copying the whole or part of any film. ‘The opinion is too long to 
quote in full, but the following extract is the gist of it: 


“The instantaneous and continuous operation of the camera is such that the 
difference between successive pictures is not distinguishable by the eye and is so 
slight that the casual observer will take a very considerable number of pictures 
of the series and say they are identical. It is only when pictures far removed 
from each other in the series are compared that differences are seen, but in every 
one the platform from which the christening took place, and on which prominent 
persons attending the launch stood, is depicted. ‘To require each of numerous 
undistinguishable pictures to be individually copyrighted, as suggested by the 
court below, would in effect be to require copyright of many pictures to protect a 
single one. So much for the negative. 

“When we consider the positive sheet which was copyrighted, we have a 
stronger case. What was thus copyrighted was a single celluloid sheet on which 
a number of objects had been photographically printed or reproduced. That 
these objects were there portrayed by light action or photography is unquestioned. 
No matter how the negative was obtained, whether by numerous and successive 
exposures, is not here material. The statute provides for copyrighing negatives, but 
the present issue is not whether the negative in question was one covered by 
the statute, but whether when the negative as a whole was photographically repro- 
duced, the reproduction was a photograph. On that point we feel assured. 
When the reproduction was made, complainant’s celluloid negative simply pos- 
sessed the reproductive capacity by light action incident to the photographic art. 
The image which had been thrown by light reflected from the originals and 
passed through a camera to produce a negative, in the reproductive process pro- 
duced the positive by light action passed through such transparent negative. The 
mere circumstance that such positive is pictured on a strip of celluloid and not on 
a strip of paper is immaterial. In either event, the reproduction is a light-written 
and therefore a photographic picture or photograph. To say that the continuous 
method by which this negative was secured was unknown when the Act was 
passed and therefore a photograph of it was not covered by the Act, is to beg the 
question. Such construction is at variance with the object of the Act which was 
passed to further the constitutional grant of power ‘to promote the progress 
of science and useful arts.’ When Congress in recognition of the photographic 
art saw fit in 1865 to amend the act of 1831, and extend copyright protection 
to a photograph or negative, it is not to be presumed it thought such art could 
not progress and that no protection was to be afforded such progress. It must 
have recognized there would be a change and advance in making photographs 
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just as there has been in making books, printing chromos and other subjects of 
copyright protection. While such advance has resulted in a different type of 
photograph, yet it is none the less a photograph—a picture produced by photo- 
graphic process. From the standpoint of preparatory work in securing the nega- 
tive the latter consists of a number of different views, but when the negative was 
secured the article reproduced therefrom was a single photograph of the whole. 
And that it is in substance a single photograph is shown by the fact that its 
value consists in its protection as a whole or unit, and the injury to copyright 
protection consists not in pirating one picture but in appropriating it in its en- 
tirety. 

“We are further of opinion the photograph in question met the statutory re- 
quirement of being intended to be perfected and completed as a work of fine art. 
It embodies artistic conception and expression. ‘To obtain it requires a study 
of lights, shadows, general surroundings and a vantage point adapted to securing 
the entire effect. In Bolles vs. The Outing Company, 77 Fed. Rep., 966, depicting 
a yacht under full sail was held to constitute an original work of art, and ia view 
of the recent decision of the Supreme Court, Bleistein vs. Donaldson Company, 
102 O. G., p. 1553, in reference to the character in that regard of a circus poster, 
we have no question that the present photograph sufficiently fulfills the character 
of a work of the fine arts. We are also of opinion the sheet was duly marked, 
for it was such as ‘to give notice of the copyright to the public by placing upon 
each copy in some visible shape the name of the author, the existence of the 
claim to exclusive right and the date at which this right was obtained,’ which in 
Burrow-Giles Co. vs. Sarony, 111 U. S., 755, was said to be the object of the 
statute.”

Twenty days after landing on the island he perceives a vessel sailing in the 
distance. In order to attract the crew’s attention, with the aid of a roughly con- 
structed ladder, he ascends the highest point of cliffs on the island. He signals 
to the ship, but the crew unfortunately do not notice him and the vessel continues 
on its course, to the despair of Robinson. 


6—Tue StaNav or Distress. 
Robinson, still in hopes of attracting the ship’s .attention, lights a fire on the 
summit of the cliffs, but to his intense grief he sees the ship move further and 
further off and finally disappear altogether from the horizon.

Friday, overjoyed at his 
lucky escape, follows his new master and gives himself up to all sorts of pranks 
and grimaces, and both then climb to the summit of the cliff. 

12—Robinson’s Fricht—Tue Farr or tHe Crirr. 

While ascending, the savages return to attack them, but Robinson and Friday 
defend themselves courageously by firing the gun and using their hatchets with 
good effect on their enemies, who are seen toppling over the edge of the rocks. 
About twenty of the surviving savages rush forward in a body, but Robinson, 
with the assistance of Friday, causes a large section of the cliff to become dis- 
lodged, which falls in the direction of the savages, bursting in a cloud of dust 
and small particles, and for the moment stopping the progress of their assailants. 

13—-THE Pursuit. 

At last Robinson and Friday arrive at the top, and Robinson shows his servant 
the way to get into the hut.

The first and second savages are shot down, and another is run 
through with the sword, while a fourth is dispatched with the hatchet and a 
fifth is thrown to the ground by Robinson and killed by Friday, who jumps 
down upon him from the top of the roof. Robinson and Friday then climb into 
the hut, drawing their ladder after them. The remaining savages, chagrined at 
the escape of Robinson and Friday, are nevertheless soon dispatched to the 
very last one. 

I5—AFTER THE BATTLE. 

Robinson instructs Friday in the various arts, and they both commence to feel 
at home, surrounded by the favorite animals, namely the dog, cat, parrot and 
goat. A humorous incident takes place. Friday is trying to arrange some bags 
of flour he has made by grinding the corn in a primitive mortar, when the sacks 
accidentally fall over him, spilling the contents, and Friday for the moment 
becomes a “white man.” 

16—THE CHASE IN THE Forest. 

Robinson and Friday hunt in the forest. Robinson shoots and wounds an 
eagle, which drops to the earth, but his bruised condition does not prevent him 
from making a variety of comic motions. 
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17—CONSTRUCTING THE CANOE. 
After rebuilding his hut, Robinson, with the aid of Friday, hollows out the 
trunk of a tree, thus making a canoe, hoping this will be useful to him in leaving 
the island and seeking an inhabited spot. 


18—Sartinc AROUND THE ISLAND. 

They thoroughly test the canoe, and Robinson and Friday sail on the sea 

around the island. 
19—THE EAkTHQUAKE. 

Robinson and Friday, returning from a walk, are on the point of re-entering 
their hut, when suddenly a storm comes up, lifting off and blowing away the 
roof, while the palm trees are badly twisted and bent by the hurricane. Robin- 
son’s cap is blown away by the wind, and he only saves his sunshade from 
being likewise lost by clinging desperately to it. The wind now reaching the 
stage of a cyclone, succeeds in tearing away the sunshade, which is seen gradu- 
ally disappearing into space. The sun becomes obscured, and the earth and hut 
tremble. Suddenly the cliff is seen to part, crumbling into sections, and with 
a crash Robinson’s hut is reduced to utter ruins.

ScENE 3.—-T HE INTERIOR OF THE SLEEPING QUARTERS IN THE Fire House. 

A long row of beds, each containing a fireman peacefully sleeping, is shown. 
Instantly upon the ringing of the alarm the firemen leap from their beds and, 
putting on their clothes in the record time of five seconds, a grand rush is made 
for a large circular opening in the floor, through the centre of which runs a 
brass pole. The first fireman to reach the pole seizes it and, like a flash, disap- 
pears through the opening. He is instantly followed by the remainder of the 
force. This in itself makes a most stirring scene. We again dissolve the scene, 
to the interior of the apparatus house. ’ 


SCENE 4.—INTERIOR OF THE ENGINE House. 
Shows horses dashing from their stalls and being hitched to the apparatus. 
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This is perhaps the most thrilling and in all the most wonderful of the seven 
scenes of the series, it being absolutely the first motion picture ever made of 
a genuine interior hitch. As the men come down the pole described in the above 
scene, and land upon the floor in lightning-like rapidity, six doors in the rear 
of the engine house, each heading a horse-stall, burst open simultaneously and 
a huge fire horse, with head erect and eager for the dash to the scene of the 
conflagration, rushes from each opening.

The great horses 
leap to their work, the men adjust their fire hats and coats, and smoke begins 
pouring from the engines as they pass our camera. Here we dissolve and show 
the sixth scene. 


ScENE 6.—OFF TO THE FIRE. 

In this scene we present the best fire run ever shown. Almost the entire fire de- 
partment of the large city of Newark, N. J., was placed at our disposal and we 
show countless pieces of apparatus, engines, hook-and-ladders, hose towers, hose 
carriages, etc., rushing down a broad street at top speed, the horses straining 
every nerve and evidently eager to make a recordrun. Great clouds of smoke 
pour from the stacks of the engines as they pass our camera, thus giving an im- 


pression of genuineness to the entire series. Dissolving again we show the 
seventh scene. 


SCENE 7.—THE ARRIVAL AT THE FIRE. 


In this wonderful scene we show the entire fire department, as described 
above, arriving at the scene of action. An actual burning building is in the centre 
foreground. On the right background the fire department is seen coming at great 
speed. Upon the arrival of the different apparatus, the engines are ordered to 
their places, hose is quickly run out from the carriages, ladders adjusted to the 
windows and streams of water poured into the burning structure. At this 
crucial moment comes the great climax of the series. We dissolve to the interior 
of the building and show a bed chamber with a woman and child enveloped in 
flame and suffocating smoke. The woman rushes back and forth in the room 
endeavoring to escape, and in her desperation throws open the window and 
appeals to the crowd below. She is finally overcome by the smoke and falls upon 
the bed. At this moment the door is smashed in by an axe in the hands of a 
powerful fire hero. Rushing into the room, he tears the burning draperies from 
the window and smashing out the entire window frame, orders his comrades to 
run up a ladder. Immediately the ladder appears, he seizes the prostrate form 
of the woman and throws it over his shoulder as if it were an infant, and 
quickly descends to the ground. We now dissolve to the exterior of the burning 
building. The frantic mother having returned to consciousness, and clad only in 
her night clothes, is kneeling on the ground imploring the firemen to return for 
her child. Volunteers are called for and the same fireman who rescued the 
mother quickly steps out and offers to return for the babe. He is given per- 
mission to once more enter the doomed building and without hesitation rushes 
up the ladder, enters the window and after a breathless wait, in which it appears 
he must have been overcome by smoke, he appears with the child on his arm 
and returns safely to the ground. The child, being released and upon seeing 
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its mother, rushes to her and is clasped in her arms, thus making a most real- 
istic and touching ending of the series.

TOURISTS CLIMBING MT. BLANC. 

Here we show a most wonderful picture of mountain climbing. Mt. Blanc is 
the highest peak in Europe, its actual height being 15,781 feet. The picture opens 
with a number of tourists and guides equipping themselves with ropes, anchors, 
the proper clothing, etc., and leaving a hut at the foot of the mountain for their 
climb to the distant peak. The kinetoscope camera followed the party during 
the entire ascent, and the principal thrilling and interesting scenes were secured. 
Following is a brief description of this most wonderful subject, which, in reality, 
defies detailed description. It must be seen to be appreciated. As the tourists 
and their guides pass the many points of interest the kinetoscope camera is 
placed in position, showing a receding view of the tourists as they pick their 
way over the narrow paths and climb the ice clad rocks, often being compelled 
to cut niches in the ice to obtain a foothold. As the audience views the picture 
it will be spellbound, momentarily expecting to see the mountain climbers fall into 
a chasm and be dashed to pieces. The film is made up of the following interest- 
ing scenes taken during the climb from the base to the summit of the mountain:

SCENES ON THE SHORT LINE. 

From Colorado Springs to Cripple Creek, a distance of only forty miles, there 
is a railroad whose scenic value has been pronounced by globe trotters to be 
superior to any other road in the world, not even excepting those of Switzerland.

When it was learned that the Committee on Lectures and Libraries of the 
Board of Education were discussing the feasibility of striking this book from the 
list of sixty to comprise the school libraries, such action was adversely com- 
mented on by public men, educators and the press all over the country.—N. Y. 
American, May 21, 1903. ;

While Marks and Haley 
are attempting to reach her, Marks falls into the river and is pulled out with great 
difficulty by Haley and Loker, as Eliza floats from view. 


Scene J’—Rocky Pass. Reunion oF E1iza ANnp Georce IfArris. 


Showing the home of Ruth, the Quaker girl at the foot of Rocky Pass. 
Ruth comes out of the cottage, followed by Eliza and her child, who were con- 
ducted to Ruth’s home by Phineas after their miraculous escape across the river. 
Ruth sent Phineas in search of George Harris, the husband of Eliza, telling him 
that she would never marry him until he found Harris. While Ruth is working 
at her spinning wheel and Eliza ts playing with her child, Phineas enters with 
George Harris. The child runs to its father, and there is joy all around. Phineas, 
looking down the road, discovers that they have been followed by the slave 
traders, and quickly conducts Eliza, Harris and the child to a place of safety 
behind some huge rocks. Halcy, Loker and Marks enter and inquire of Ruth 
if she has seen anything of the runaways. ‘They proceed to search the place. 
Phineas appears from behind the large rock inquiring of them what they want. 
Marks informs him that he is an officer of the law and that they are looking for 
some rinaway negroes. George Harris appears telling them that he would not 
be taken alive. Haley and Loker determine to capture him, and while attempting 
to do so, a fight ensues in which Haley is shot, and Harris, his wife and child 
escape. 


Scene V —Steamnoat Race Between THE “Ronert E. Lee” AND NATCHEZ.” 


The scene is one on the Mississippi River. The boats are seen to come down 
the river at a very high speed with black smoke coming out of their funnels. 
The “Lee” is gradually seen to be drawing ahead. As the “Natchez” gets to 
the centre of the scene, a terrific explosion is seen to take place. The wind is 
blowing a gale, and the lightning flashes, causing a very pretty effect. 


Scene VJ—THE Rescue oF Eva. 


Showing the arrival of the “Robert E. Lee” at the dock. A large number of 
negroes are seen dancing and shouting a welcome at her arrival. The deck 
hands are seen to throw the line ashore and when she is moored alongside the 
dock, the gang-plank is put ashore and the passengers are seen to disembark. 
Eva, who has become greatly attached to Uncle Tom, whom she met on the boat 
while he was being taken to New Orleans to be sold, while bidding him good 
bye is pushed overboard by a crowd of passengers. Uncle Tom is seen to dive 
quickly to her rescue. A line is thrown from the dock and Tom and Eva are 
pulled to safety. St. Clare, Eva’s father, inquires for the owner of Uncle Tom, 
and quickly makes a bargain, purchasing him. 


Scene ’/[—WetcomMe Home to St. Clare, Eva, OPHELIA, AND UNcLE Tom. 


A beautiful garden scene, the home of St. Clare in the background. A large 
number of negroes are dancing joyously at the arrival home of St. Clare, Uncle 
Tom and Eva, also Aunt Ophelia, an aunt of St. Clare’s from the North, who has 
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come to pay him a visit. St. Clare is greeted by his wife and he tells her of the 
rescue of Eva by Uncle Tom. Eva takes Tom by the hand and leads him over to 
show him their beautiful home. Topsy appears and goes through a very funny 
dance, frightening Aunt Ophelia by her funny actions, greatly to the amusement 
of St. Clare.

Scene ]X—Deatu or Eva. 


Showing a bed chamber. Eva lies sick upon a couch with St. Clare and Aunt 
Ophelia by her side. Mrs. St. Clare enters and St. Clare tells her that Eva is 
dying. Eva points toward the sky telling her father that she is going there, and 
falls back dead. Uncle Tom and Topsy, who were standing at the foot of the 
cot, kneel in prayer while the angel appears, takes the spirit of Eva and ascends. 


Sc—ENE X—A Bar Room, St. Crare DeFenps Uncie Tom. 


Showing a bar room. Marks enters with a friend and sits at a table. St. 
Clare who has been drinking heavily since the death of Eva, enters followed by 
Uncle Tom, who entreats him not to drink any more. St. Clare orders a drink. 
Simon Legree, the owner of a large plantation up Snake River, enters and invites 
all hands to have a drink. Marks and his friend quickly join him at the bar. 
Legree asks St. Clare to join him, but he says he does not drink with strangers. 
Legree becomes furious and joins Marks at the bar. After drinking, he offers a 
drink to Uncle Tom, who refuses it. This increases Legree’s anger and he 
throws the contents of the glass in Uncle Tom’s face. St. Clare jumps up and 
quickly knocks him down. Legree arises drawing a large knife from his belt 
and plunges it into St. Clare’s heart. In the meantime, Marks and friend make 
a hasty exit, and Tom kneels beside St. Clare, and offers up a prayer. 


Scene X/—Tue Auction or St. CLArr’s SLAVES. 


Showing a dock scene with bar room and ware houses on one side, and a 
large number of steam boats moored to the wharf. Scene opens with St. Clare’s 
slaves singing, dancing, shooting crap, and otherwise enjoying themselves. The 
auctioneer appears, breaking up their sky-larking, and proceeds to open the sale. 
The first slave to be placed on the block, is Adolph, the valet of the late St. 
Clare. Simon Legree who is one of the bidders, steps up to Adolph, examines 
him and spits upon his shoes because they are blackened. The bidding is very 
lively, and he is finally knocked down to Marks who offers seventy-five. The 
auctioneeer informs Marks that the terms are cash. Marks hands him a dollar 
bill and asks him for twenty-five cents change. The auctioneer is astonished, 
asking him if he expects to buy a slave for seventy-five cents. Giving him a 
cut_with his whip, Marks makes a hasty exit. The next slave to take the block 
is Emaline, a beautiful mulatto girl, who is knocked down to Legree. Uncle Tom 
is next to be put on the block, and after some lively bidding, Legree steps to the 
front and informs the bidders that he is determined to buy Tom at any price. 
He offers $1,200, which is finally accepted. Legree takes Tom and _Emaline by 
the wrists exclaiming, “Now you two belong to me” The two kneeling exclaim, 
“Then heaven help us,” making a very pretty ending to this scene. 


Scene XJJ—Cotton Pickinc. Tom Reruses To Frog EMALINE. 


Simon Legree’s plantation on Snake River. Scene shows a large cotton 
field and a large number of negroes picking cotton in the foreground. Uncle 
Tom is seen trying to keep up with the younger slaves, but is unable to do so. 
Cassy, a former mistress of Legree’s, is seen to give Uncle Tom a hand every 
now and then, while the overseer’s back is turned. Legree enters and discovers 
Cassy helping Uncle Tom, and warns her not to do so. He calls Emaline and 


asks her if she ever wore ear-rings. She tells him “no,” and he says that he has 
decided to take her out of the fields, and make a lady of her. Ile also tells her 
to go to the house. She declines to do so, saying that she would rather work in 
the fields with the rest of the slaves. This enrages Legree and he calls ‘Com, 
telling him that he has decided to promote him to be an overseer, and to take 
his whip and flog Emaline, saying that he had seen enough of it to knew how it 
was done. Tom takes the whip, and as he raises it to strike Emaline, she kneels 
at his feet. Tom stops and throws the whip to the ground, refusing to whip her. 
Legree’s anger increases and he calls two negroes, Sambo and Quimbo, telling 
them to tie Tom to the whipping post. The overscer is seen to whip Tom until he 
is interfered with by Cassy, who pulls the whip out of his hand. Legrce inter- 
feres, and Cassy draws back the whip as if to strike him, making an exciting 


finish to the scene. 


Scene X//]—Lecree’s Home. Marxs AveNGES THE Deatu oF St. CLARE AND 
Uncie ‘Tom. 

Legree’s home, showing a large veranda with great colonial pillars and beau- 
tiful cotton fields in the background. Legree is seen to he walking nervously up 
and down the veranda, and calls to Sambo to bring him a drink. After 
drinking, he tells Sambo and Quimbo to bring Tom to him. He asks Tom if he 
knew the hiding place of Kmaline and Cassy, who ran away the night before. 
Tom says that he did but that he would not reveal it. Legree becomes furious 
and tells Tom that he has decided to kill him. He strikes ‘Tom over the head 
with the butt of his whip. Tom drops like a log, and then raising on his elbow, 
tells Legree that he forgives him. Legree strikes him again, and calling Sambo 
and Quimbo tells them to take Tom and throw him in the woodshed. George 
Shelby, Jr., a son of the former owner of Yom, inquires of Legree if he owns an 
old negro by the name of “Uncle Tom,” and Legree tells him that he did and 
that he was out in the woodshed trying to dic.

Shelby kneels by his side, and in rapid succession of 
visions of John Brown being led to execution, a battle scene from the Civil 
War, and a cross with a vision of emancipation, showing Abraham Lincoln with 
the negro slave kneeling at his feet with broken manacles, appear.

MR. EDISON’S SYSTEM OF COPYRIGHTING MOVING PICiURE FILMS 
SUSTAINED BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


We take pleasure in announcing to the trade that the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals at Philadelphia has decided that Mr. 
Edison’s method of copyrighting filins is legal, aud that such copy- 
right protects him from all infringements of that copyright by incans 
of copying the whole or part of any film. The opinion is too long to 
quote in full, but the following extract is the gist of it: 


‘““The instantaneous and continuous operation of the camera is such that the 
difference between successive pictures is not distinguishable by the eye and is 
so slight that the casual observer will take a very considerable number of 
pictures of the series and say they are identical. It is only when pictures far 
removed from each other in the series are compared that differences are seen, 
but in every one the platform from which the christening took place, and on 
which prominent persons attending the launch stood, is depicted. To require 
each of numerous undistinguishable pictures to be individually copyrighted, as 
suggested by the court below, would in effect be to require copyright of many 
pictures to protect a single one. So much for the negative, 

‘“‘When we consider the positive sheet which was copyrighted, we have a 
stronger case. What was thus copyrighted was a single celluloid sheet on which 
a number of objects had been photographically printed or reproduced. That 
these objects were there portrayed by light action or photography is unques- 
tioned. No matter how the negative was obtained, whether by numerous and 
successive exposures, is not here material. The statute provides for copyright- 
ing negatives, but the present issue is not whether the negative in question 
was one covered by the statute, but whether, when the negative as a whole was 
photographically reproduced, the reproduction was a photograph, On that 
point we feel assured. When the reproduction was made, complainant’s cellu- 
loid negative simply possessed the reproductive capacity by light action incident 
to the photographic art. The image which had been thrown by light: reilected 
from the originals and passed through a camera to produce a uegative, i the 
reproductive process produced the positive by light action passed through such 
transparent negative. The mere circumstance that such positive is pictured on 
a strip of celluloid and not on a strip of paper is immaterial. In either event 
the reproduction is a light-written and therefore a photographie picture or pho- 
tograph. To say that the continuous method by which this negative was se- 
cured was unknown when the act was passed, and therefore a photograph of 
it was not covered by the act, is to beg the question. Such construction is at 
variance with the object of the act which was passed to further the constiii- 
tional grant of power ‘to promote the progress of scieuce and useful aris.’ 
When Congress in recognition of the photographic art saw fit in 1865 to amend 
the Act of 1831, and extend copyright protection to a photograph or negative, 
it is not to be presumed it thought such art could not progress, and that no 
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protection was to be afforded such progress. It must have recognized there 
would be a change and advance in making photographs just as there has been 
in making books, printing chromos, and other subjects of copyright protection. 
While such advance has resulted in a different type of photograph, yet it is none 
the less a photograph—a picture produced by photographic process. From the 
standpoint of preparatory work in securing the negative the latter consists of 
a number of different views, but when the negative was secured the article repro- 
duced therefrom was a single photograph of the whole. And that it is in sub- 
stance a single photograph is shown by the fact that its value consists in its 
protection as a whole or unit, and the injury to copyright protection consists 
not in pirating one picture, but in appropriating it in its entirety. 

‘We are further of opinion the photograph in question met the statutory re- 
quirement of being intended to be perfected and completed as a work of fine 
art. It embodies artistic conception and expression. To obtain it requires a 
study of lights, shadows, general surroundings, and a vantage point adapted 
to securing the entire effect. In Bolles vs. The Outing Company, 77 Fed. Rep. 
966, depicting a yacht under full sail was held to constitute an original work 
of art; and in view of the recent decision of the Supreme Court, Bleistein vs. 
Donaldson Company, 102 0. G, 1553, in reference to the character in that 
regard of a circus poster, we have no question that the present photograph suf- 
ficiently fulfills the character of a work of the fine arts. We are also of opinion 
the sheet was duly marked, for it was such as ‘to give notice of the copyright 
to the public by placing upon each copy in some visible shape the name of the 
author, the existence of the claim to exclusive right, and the date at which 
this right was obtained,’ which in Burrow-Giles Co. vs. Sarony, 111 U. S. 755, 
was said to be the object of the statute.”

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MR. EDISON’S SYSTEM OF COPYRIGHTING MOVING PICTURE FILMS 
SUSTAINED BY THE COURT OF APPEALS. 


The United States Circuit Court of Appeals, at Philadelphia, has 
decided that Mr. Edison’s method of copyrighting films is legal, and 
that such copyright protects him from all infringements of that copyright 
by means of copying the whole or part of any film. The opinion is too 
long to quote in full, but the following extract is the gist of it: 


“The instantaneous and continuous operation of the camera is such that the 
difference between successive pictures is not distinguishable by the eye and is 
so slight that the casual observer will take a very considerable number of 
pictures of the series and say they are identical. It is only when pictures far 
removed from each other in the series are compared that differences are seen, 
but in every one the platform from which the christening took place, and on 
which prominent persons attending the launch stood, is depicted. To require 
each of numerous undistinguishable pictures to be individually copyrighted, as 
suggested by the court below, would in effect be to require copyright of many 
pictures to protect a single one. So much for the negative. 

“When we consider the positive sheet which was copyrighted, we have a 
stronger case. What was thus copyrighted was a single celluloid sheet on which 
a number of objects had been photographically printed or reproduced. That 
these objects were there portrayed by light action or photography is unques- 
tioned. No matter how the negative was obtained, whether by numerous and 
successive exposures, is not here material. The statute provides for copyright- 
ing negatives, but the present issue is not whether the negative in question 
was one covered by the statute, but whether, when the negative as a whole was 
photographically reproduced, the reproduction was a photograph. On_ that 
point we feel assured. When the reproduction was made, complainant’s cellu- 
loid negative simply possessed the reproductive capacity by light action incident 
to the photographic art. The image which had been thrown by light reflected 
from the originals and passed through a camera to produce a negative, in the 
reproductive process produced the positive by light action passed through such 
transparent negative. The mere circumstance that such positive is pictured on 
a strip of celluloid and not on a strip of paper is immaterial. In either event 
the reproduction is a light-written and therefore a photographic picture or pho- 
tograph. To say that the continuous method by which this negative was se- 
cured was unknown when the act was passed, and therefore a photograph of 
it was not covered by the act, is to beg the question. Such construction is at 
variance with the object of the act which was passed to further the constitu- 
tional grant of power ‘to promote the progress of science and useful arts.’ 
When Congress, in recognition of the photographic art, saw fit in 1865 to amend 
the Act of 1831, and extend copyright protection to a photograph or negative, 
it is not to be presumed it thought such art could not progress, and that no 
protection was to be afforded such progress. It must have recognized there 
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would be a change and advance in making photographs just as there has been 
in making books, printing chromos, and other subjects of copyright protection. 
While such advance has resulted in a different type of photograph, yet it is none 
the less a photograph—a picture produced by photographic process. From the 
standpoint of preparatory work in securing the negative, the latter consists of 
a number of different views, but when the negative was secured the article repro- 
duced therefrom was a single photograph of the whole. And that it is in sub- 
stance a single photograph is shown by the fact that its value consists in its 
protection as a whole or unit, and the injury to the copyright protection consists 
not in pirating one picture, but in appropriating it in its entirety. 

“We are further of opinion the photograph in question met the statutory re- 
quirement of being intended to be perfected and completed as a work of fine 
art. It embodies artistic conception and expression. To obtain it requires a 
study of lights, shadows, general surroundings, and a vantage point adapted 
to securing the entire effect. In Bolles vs. The Outing Company, 77 Fed. Rep. 
966, depicting a yacht under full sail was held to constitute an original work 
of art and in view of the recent decision of the Supreme Court, Bleistein vs. 
Donaldson Company, 102 O. G. 1553, in reference to the character in that 
regard of a circus poster, we have no question that the present photograph suf- 
ficiently fulfils the character of a work of the fine arts. We are also of opinion 
the sheet was duly marked, for it was such as ‘to give notice of the copyright 
to the public by placing upon each copy in some visible shape the name of the 
author, the existence of the claim to exclusive right, and the date at which 
this right was obtained,’ which in Burrow-Giles Co. vs. Sarony, 111 U. S. 755. 
was said to be the object of the statute.”

THE RISE AND FALL OF NAPOLEON 
THE GREAT. 


The principal scenes of the Napoleonic era are presented in this series 
of animated pictures, beginning in 1781 with Napoleon at the Military School in 
Brienne and ending with the death of the Emperor at St. Helena in 1821. tt 
thus comprises the history of all Europe for nearly forty years ; events which 
happened during that period in France, Italy, Prussia, Austria, and Russia 
being severally depicted.

Napoleon, after defeating the Egyptian troops, marched on Cairo. Coming 
in sight of the pyramids, he exhorted his army with the words, “ Soldiers, 
behold these pyramids; forty centuries look down upon you.” 


4.—NAPOLEON CROSSES THE ALPs (1800). 


Wishful to surprise the Austrians in Italy, Napoleon decided to enter that 
country by the Alps. The march took place across the great St. Bernard during 
the night of May 14-15. After great privations the army of France descended 
into Italy and gained the great victory of Marengo. 


5.—NAPOLEON AT Home, 
(The summer fete at the Chateau of Malmaison.) 


Napoleon’s favorite retreat between his campaigns was Malmaison, where, 
assisted by his wife Josephine, he was wont to give brilliant fetes, to which the 
elite and beauties of the day were invited and personally entertained by him. 


6.—THE CoRONATION or NAPOLEON AND Marie LOUISE (DECEMBER 2, 1804). 


Napoleon was crowned in the Cathedral of Notre Dame, and received the 
personal benediction of Pope Pius VII., who traveled from Rome for the express 
purpose. This gorgeous scene, unparalleled in all the pageantry of history, is 
faithfully depicted in the picture. The Pope enters under a magnificent dais 
followed by Cardinals and Bishops. The Pope is about to crown Napoleon, 
when the latter seizes the crown and places it on his own head. The new 
Emperor then crowns his consort Marie Louise—to the astonishment of the 
Pope and the whole assembly. 


7.—THE BATTLE or AUSTERLITZ (1805). 
Napoleon, after forcing the Danube with 65,000 men, gave battle to 90,000 
Austrians and Russians occupying strong positions at Austerlitz. Napoleon 
won this great fight, the enemy being routed, leaving 15,000 dead on the field. 


8.—NAPOLEON AND THE SENTINEL. 


This little anecdote shows Napoleon’s love of a grim joke. He finds a 
soldier on guard asleep, and resolving to give him a good fright, takes up the 
sleeping soldier’s gun and mounts guard himself. The man awakes and finds 
the Emperor standing beside him. Napoleon pardoned the culprit. 


g.—WovunpbEp at Ratispon (1809). 


Napoleon again beat the Austrians at Ratisbon, where, however, he was 
wounded in the leg by a spent ball. He is here represented as having his leg 
bound up by a surgeon, surrounded by his staff, who express their grief and 
solicitude, and which, in the midst of his agony, the Emperor endeavors to 
appease. 

10.—NAPOLEON IN His Srupy—Tue Inrant KING oF Rome. 


Napoleon is seen bending over a chart explaining to the admiring and 
astonished General Berthier his new plan of campaign. The Emperor suddenly 
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calls to his black servant Roustan to bring in his lunch. The Emperor, who is in 
one of his humorous moods, charges Roustan with tampering with the viands. 
The servant denies it, and Napoleon taking him by the ear draws him across the 
chamber. He ultimately allows the black man to kiss his hand. Fouche, the 
notorious Minister of Police, interrupts. Napoleon at his lunch with a secret 
report. The Empress Marie Louise, attended by her retinue, now enters, in 
order to present to the Emperor their infant and only son, the King of Rome, 
who is carried by a nurse. 


11.—THE BurnNinG or Moscow (1812). 


The French Army entered Moscow, but the Russians had removed the 
population, and Moscow was in flames at different places. While Napoleon 
was watching the dreadful scene from the ramparts of the Kremlin a touching 
scene was witnessed. An old soldier, mortally wounded, was entrusting to his 
comrades his cross of honor to send home to his family, when Napoleon, seeing 
the incident, seized a bottle of wine and rushing to the dying soldier gave him 
a drink. The order to retire was now issued, and the disastrous retreat from 
Moscow began. 

12.—THE ADIEUX AT FONTAINEBLEAU (1814). 


Napoleon after his abdication quitted Fontainebleau for the Isle of Elba. As 
his old guards salute him he thanks them in tears. He embraces their Colonel 
amidst general emotion and bids farewell to the flag he has so often led to 
victory. His soldiers kiss the fallen Emperor’s clothes with reverence. 


13.—WATERLOO—THE FALL or THE EAGLE (1815). 


The Emperor, with 124,000 men and 350 guns, counted on surprising the 
Prussians, Blucher, warned of his movements, had made corresponding dis- 
positions. A battle of ten hours’ duration ensued, and Napoleon, unable to 
prevent the junction of Wellington and Blucher, saw his troops decimated. He 
rallied his faithful old Imperial Guards for a final stand, but night was fast 
approaching and the Ikagle had fallen forever from the Empire. 


14.—St,. HELENA—DEATH oF THE Emperor (1821). 


Napoleon again signed his abdication and was transported, a prisoner 
of war on board the English man-of-war “ Bellerophon,” to St. Helena, a lonely 
island in the middle of the Atlantic Ocean. There, under a murderous climate, 
broken by disease and moral anguish, he expired at Longwood, May 5, 1821, 
attended by his faithful friends, Marshal Bertrand and his.family, and in the 
presence of Dr. Antomarchi and the Governor of the island, Sir Hudson Lowe. 


15-16.—FINALE—THE PAST AND FurTure. 


In two scenes, the first representing the horrors of war, civil strife, and 
rebellion. The finale depicts the blessings of peace, the triumph of labor, art, 
and science.

ALICE IN WONDERLAND. 


The interesting and beautiful story by Lewis Carroll, entitled ‘ Alice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland,” is familiar to most people, and in producing a 
film of this well-known tale, the lines of the book have been strictly adhered to, 
and in nearly every instance Sir John, Tenniel’s famous illustrations have been 
reproduced in animated form with remarkable fidelity. 


ScENE 1.—Alice falls asleep in a pretty woods. She dreams, and in her 
dream she sees a White Rabbit, who, after looking at his watch, trots rapidly 
down a rabbit hole, and Alice decides to follow him. 


SCENES 2 AND 3.—The Rabbit and Alice disappear into the rabbit hole, and 
the scene dissolves into the underground passage, along which they both hurry. 


ScENE 4.—Alice now finds herself in the Hall of Many Doors. On looking 
around she discovers:on a table a golden key, with which she tries—at first in 
vain—to open the doors. At last she is successful with one but discovers that 
the opening is too small for her to pass through. She now finds a bottle on the 
table labelled “Drink Me.” She tries it, and gradually grows smaller and 
smaller, and, deciding to again try to get through the door, finds she is now 
unable to reach the table for the key. In despair she weeps, but notices on the 
floor a cake with “Eat Me” written upon it. She eats, and grows to a huge 
size, but by fanning herself with the fan left by the Rabbit, she gets smaller again, 
and this time, having secured the key, succeeds in passing through the little door. 


ScENE 5.—Alice, now very small, has gained access to the beautiful garden, 
and tries to get a big dog to play with her. 

ScENE 6.—In this scene Alice enters the Rabbit’s house. When there, she 
grows large, and is almost unable to move, but by fanning herself with the magic 
fan she very gradually dissolves away. 


Scene 7.—Shows the exterior of the house, with Alice’s huge arm sticking 
out of the window. 

Scene 8.—Alice, still fanning herself, gradually appears before the house of 
the Duchess. The Fish Footman delivers a letter of invitation for the Duchess 
to the Frog Footman. Alice, who is an interested spectator to this little episode, 
decides to go in and see her Grace, and, deaf to the footman’s protests, enters 
the house. 

Scene 9.—Shows Alice entering the kitchen, where the Duchess is sitting on 
a stool nursing a baby, while the Cook is attending to some soup over the fire. 
The Cook throws her utensils about in an alarming manner and scatters pepper all 
over the place, and Alice rescues the baby and rushes out of the house into the 
garden. 

Scene 10.—Shows the Mad Cook in pursuit of Alice. 


ScENE 11.—Alice, in the garden, is seen nursing the baby, which gradually 
changes in her arms into a black pig. 

Scene 12.—In this Alice is talking to the Cheshire Cat, who directs her to 
the house of the March Hare. 

ScENE 13.—Represents “The Mad Tea Party.” Alice takes tea with the 
March Hare, the Mad Hatter, and the Dormouse, but is offended by their he- 
havior and departs abruptly. 


ScENE 14.—Shows the Royal Procession on its way to the Croquet Ground. 
The White Rabbit, in full heraldic attire, leads, and is followed by the Royal 
Gardeners—the One to Ten of Spades. Next come the Courtiers, all decorated 
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with diamonds: and they are followed by the Clubs, who form the Guard of 
Honor. The Royal Children (Hearts) come next, and then the Knave, King 
and Queen of the same suite. The Queen stops, invites Alice to play croquet, 
and she readily joins them, but they afterward quarrel. 


SCENE 14.—Her Majesty orders “Off with her head,” but Alice, grown to 
her full size, takes courage and causes great confusion of the Card Courtiers by 
boxing the ear of the Executioner. 


SCENE 15.—Alice is now seen in the garden waking up only to discover that 
it is all a dream.

THE MECHANISM. 


Edison Projecting Kinetoscopes are equipped 
with improved reels and a perfect take-up device 
for recling film.

THE FILM. 

The picture film is a long strip of celluloid, one 
and three-eighths of an inch in width and of 
various lengths, according to the subject. Each 
photograph is three-quarters of an inch long by 
one inch wide. The edges of the film are perfora- 
ted, to pass over the sprocket device carrying the 
film in front of an intense light and the objective 
lens which projects the picture upon the screen, 
thus both magnifying and illuminating the photo- 
graph.

The Universal Adjustable Objective is a new 
lens for moving picture work, It is a lens which 
will project a large or small moving picture, and 
of any size between the two extremes, without 
changing the location of the machine or making 
any change in the focus of the objective,

This lens resembles in appearance the ordinary 
objective and projects a maximum picture whose 
width is equal to about one-third of the distance 
from the curtain to the instrument, and a mini- 
mum picture whose width is equal to about one- 
fourth of the distance.

This is accomplished by a peculiar combination 
of lenses in the objective.

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Hlustrating the use of this lens: Assuming that 
a motion picture machine has been placed at a 
distance of 50 feet from the curtain, which is 15 
feet square.

THE No. 1 MOVING PICTURE OBJECTIVE. 

The objectives that usually accompany pro- 
jecting machines project a life-size picture at a 
long distance, and too small a view at short 
distances. This is due to the fact that individual 
pictures on a motion picture film are very small 
andeven a high power objective requires a long 
distance to enlarge the view to life-size. The

THE LAMP HOUSE. 


Both models of the Edison Projecting Kineto- 
scope are equipped with the same stylelamp house, 
the only difference being in the method of mount- 
ing it on the base-board. This Lamp House is 
the most complete device of its kind ever put on 
the market. The Exhibition model lamp house is 
mounted on castings 2% inches in height, has 
a forward and back adjustment of 6 inches 
and a side adjustment of 5 inches for the stereop- 
ticon attachment. The Universal Lamp 
Ilouse is set on the large baseboard between 
two guide strips and has a forward and back 
adjustment of G inches but no side adjustment 
as the mechanism of this machine slides back 
and forth to show both moving pictures and 
lantern slides. The Lamp House opens from 
the right side and rear, thus allowing an ex- 
hibitor to get at the lamp very readily.

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The interior of the Lamp Tlouse is planned for 
every illuminant known to moving picture and 
stereopticon exhibitors; including electric are 
light (both direet and alternating), oxy-hydrogen 
or lime light burners, and saturators. The are 
light being undoubtedly preferable (especially in 
sections where electric current can be obtained), 
all lamp houses are equipped especially for the are 
light. (Zhe different gas burners menttoned above ave 
sold as extras.) The base on which the are light is 
mounted has a forward and back adjustment of 
214 inches, operated by a fibre hand wheel, 
enabling the operator at all times to obtain 
instantly and keep the proper distance between 
the light and the condensing lens. 


THE ARC LAMP. 


The Are Lamp is the most complete and 
handiest lamp of its kind. The same style 
lamp is furnished with both machines. This 
lamp is designed for either alternating or 
direet current. It has an up and down adjustment 
of 184 inches, which, together with the forward and 
back adjustment of the base, enables the exhibitor 
to keep his light completely under control. 

The carbon holders accommodate carbons vaury- 
ing from 4 to 5% inches in thickness. We specially 
recommend a 6% inch special cored carbon for 
animated picture work. This extra size carbon 
gives a much more satisfactory light than thesmall 
carbons and it is also more economical. 56 inch 
carbons, will burn one hour without re-setting. 

The lamp is constructed for use with both alter- 
nating and direct currents. When direct current 
is used, the gear shaft should be inserted in the 
hole (D). It will then feed the upper carbon 
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twice as fast as the lower when inserted in the 
hole (A). This is because the upper carbon is con- 
sumed twice as fast as the lower one when direct 
current is used. When alternating current is used 
the gear shaft should be inserted in the hole (A). 
It will then feed both carbons alike. This is 
because both carbons are consumed alike when 
alternating current is used. The lever is operated 
through an opening in the rear door. All the other 
adjustments can be made while both lamp house 
doors are closed.

A rheostat is furnished with every complete 
outfit, the use of which, together with the wiring 
and operation of the Edison Projecting Are Lamp, 
is fully described in “Directions for Operating” 
which accompany every Edison Projecting Kinet- 
oscope. The rheostat is wound with special 
German silver high resistance wire and has a 
maximum capacity of 40 amperes. The operator 
has only to move the sliding adjustment up or 
down to regulate completely the above three 
currents, which are the only electric circuits 
ordinarily encountered.

In nearly every large city in the United States 
there are caleium light companies who supply 
hydrogen and oxygen gases in iron evlinders. 
These cylinders may be shipped by express. This 
is a very satisfactory light when the electric 
current is not available. The gaso-oxygen light 
a very powerful illuminant and one of the best 
substitutes for the electric light. It is safe and 


its operation is simple. By its use a light of 


1000 candle power can be obtained without any 
hissing or roaring. No complex construction, 
“asy to operate, and ceonomical. Certain it 
is that this light opens up new territory to 
exhibitors. The outfit is casily carried as bag- 
gage, compact in form, light weight and can be 
transported with little extra trouble, The outtit 
for making the light consists of an oxygen 
generating outfit and a saturator and burner. 
The jet burns upon a lime pencil, producing a 
very brilliant light. 

We recommend the gaso-oxygen light particu- 
larly. Our gas generating outfits are offered at 
very reasonable prices. See price list page 32. 
By referring to the numbered cut P21 on 
page 32 the simplicity of each outfit is apparent. 
Outfit No. 28 is the same as outfit No. 27 with 
the addition of a compressor a twenty-five foot 
cylinder and gauge attachment. 


THE OXYLITH GAS-MAKING OUTFIT. 
A New Outfit Which Generates Gases for Lime Light. 


The Oxylith gas-making 
outfit was invented as a 
natural sequence to the pro- 
duetion of a compound by a 
French chemist, which pro- 
duces oxygen when it 
touches water, without the 
application of heat, The 
outfit consists of two parts: 

1. Tum OXYGEN GENERA- 
TING APPARATUS. 

2. Tit SATURATOR, OR 
Arparatus used to replace 
the hydrogen tank. 

The oxygen apparatus 
consists, as shown in illus- 
tration, of a lower tank, 
which contains a cage into 
which the oxylith, or chem- 
ical is placed; a standpipe 
and upper vessel serve to 
hold the water supply and 
vive the requisite pressure. 

To prepare the apparatus 
for an exhibition, the lower 
vessel (which is placed upon 
the floor) is partly filled 
with water. The cage, which 
is not visible in illustration, 
receives a box of the chem- 
ical oxylith, is then placed 
in position, and the cover 
clamped. A quantity of wa- 
Cut PR 28. ter is poured in at the top, 
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and runs through the pipe to the bottom, 
raising the level of the water which it previously 
contained. As soon as this touches the oxylith 
contained in the cage, pure oxygen is generated, 

This is held between the water level and the 
top of the lower vessel, the column of water 
serving to give about two pounds pressure, As 
an entire compartment is only 15 inches in 
height, and 9 inches in diameter, and part of it 
is filled with water when gas is being used, it 
will be seen that at no time is there a large 
volume of gas present. 

When the gas is being consumed, and the pres- 
sure lightened, the water column forces the water 
to a higher level, where it again comes in contact 
with oxylith, generates more gis, whose volume 
lowers the water level and forces it back through 
the pipe into the upper vessel. This process con- 
tinues until the entire volume of oxylith has heen 
exhausted. When the gas is not being used gen- 
eration ceases. 

The saturator is attached to the standpipe, and 
its contents saturated with sulphuric ether. The 
gas is led from the valve shown in the lower section 
of the pipe to the burner, viving pure oxygen. 
The other stop-cock of the burner is connected by 
rubber tubing to the valve at the top of the siat- 
urator, which then feeds Ether-oxygen. 

The oxygen produced by this means is over 99) 
per cent. pure; that bought in tanks is usually 89 
per cent, pure. 

The light is as bright as when obtained from 
gases taken from gas tanks under high pressure. 

Although the maximum pressure of the gases 
contained in the American gas tanks is 225 
pounds, the pressure actually required at the 
burner tip is less than one pound. 
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We can unreservedly recommend this outfit, 
because we consider it extremely practical. Its 
compactness when packed for carriage and light 
weight offer a great advantage over the heavier 
and bulkier types of gas making outfit. 

The running expenses are about the same as 
the cost of gases bought in tanks, and economy 
is not claimed for it, at the present price of oxy- 
lith. The chemical is imported from France, and 
the inventor upholds the price, to which duty 
and carriage must be added. 

The dimensions and weight of the outfit are 
as follows: Height when set up, from floor to 
top of water supply vessel, 44 inches ; height of 
oxygen compartment, 15 inches; diameter of 
oxygen compartment, 9 inches.

DYNAMIC HIGH POWER CALCIUM 
LIGHT BURNER. 

This lime light burner has the highest efficiency 
of any caleium light burner on the market, and 
is particularly well adapted for the projection of 
moving pictures. At the best, calcium light is not 
as powerful as the electric are, and any feature 
that adds to the candle power of a lime light 
burner is highly desirable. 

The mixing chamber of the “Dynamic” burner, 
that is to say the compartment in which the two 
gases mect and mix, is very much larger than in 
the ordinary type of burner and is so constructed 
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that the gases mix thoroughly before they reach 
the tip of the burner. 

This burner is provided with two goose necks 
having different sizes of bore; one of these is 1/16 
inch and the other 1/12 inch in diameter; they 
are interchangeable. 

When exhibitors desire the highest degree of il- 
lumination, the large bore is used with a lime 
evlinder 14% inches in diameter. The lime cup of 
the “Dynamic” burner is of the standard size to 
take % inch or 7% inch limes; the Hines that are 
1% inches in diameter are reduced at the bottom 
to fil this lime cup. 

When using the larye bore the consumption of 


eas runs from 8 to 10 feet per hour. In this 
‘ase gases should be taken trom the gas compan- 


ies’ cylinders which usually contain 50 feet of 


gas under high pressure. It is not advisable to 
use the large bore gouse neck with the Oxylith 
or other gas making outfits, as the heavy con- 
sumption of gas would be expensive and_ the 
pressure would be hardly sufficient. When this 
burner is used with a gas making outfit the 
smaller bore tip should be placed in the burner,

Actual photometric tests demonstrate that 
the “Dynamic” burner produces 1100 C. Py when 
gases are taken from tanks at the rate of 8 to 
10 feet per hour, using 1% inch limes.

This attachment consists of a nickel plated dise 
of about the diameter of a 150-foot film when 
rolled up. This dise slides from front to back of 
the shaft. After the film is wound, the exhibitor 
slides the dise from back to front, carrying the roll 
of film with it, thus freeing it from the shaft, 
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CARRYING CASE FOR UNIVERSAL 
KINETOSCOPE MECHANISM. 

The case has compartments for the mechanism 
proper with supporting base and stereopticon 
attachment, upper reel and support, take-up 
device, objectives and one extra reel. It is equipped 
with a carrying handle, hinged front door with 
top flap, and strong catches at top and sides of 
door. The dimensions are 16x12x8¥ inches.

Ifon the other hand an exhibitor intends 
travelling in small villages located at a distance 
from cities where gas can be procured and there 
is danger of the gases being delayed in transit 
and not. arriving in time for entertainments, 
such exhibitors should purchase one of the gas 
making outfits listed in this catalogue. With 
Gaso-Oxygen outfit No. 28 listed on page 3+ a 
25 foot evlinder and compressor is furnished, 
With these, oxygen gas can be generated and 
stand under pressure during leisure time, and used 
as desired.

If our Oxylith light outhit is 
used, the oxygen gas must be generated as it is 
being used, This is the simplest and cheapest gis 
making outfit on the market and the light it gives 
is nearly equal to that given by the Oxy-Hydrogen 
light.

He enters into conversation with her, 
and, finding his addresses are unwelcome, attempts to force his attentions and 
even his kisses upon her. Just as he is trying forcibly to embrace her, our 
hero, the accepted lover, comes upon the scene, and, throwing down his miner’s 
lamp, he quickly knocks the disturber sprawling with a right-hander from the 
shoulder. Meanwhile a crowd of miners gather around, and as the fight con- 
tinues, as soon as the laid-out man can get on to his feet, they form a sort of 
ring with the object of letting the two fight it out. Maggie does her best to 
drag the two apart and make peace, but her efforts are ineffectual until the 
foreman of the mine arrives. He quickly separates them, but the villain of the 
story refuses the hero’s proffered hand, and goes off scowling and swearing 
revenge, leaving Maggie in his rival’s arms. 


THE EXPLOSION. 


Depicts a number of miners at work under ground. Some are loading a small 
truck.

Although evidently badly injured, he 
staggers, supported by two lads, from the cage past the camera.

Upon this national characteristic the 
advertisement was framed. It caused much excitement and more grief at New- 
port, Narragansett Pier and in country houses, because of the physical impos- 
sibility, even with fast horses and special trains, of getting the wealthy American 
girls on the ground at the early hour named by the young French nobleman. 
To this unfortunate fact is to be attributed the absence of wealthy American 
girls from the rendezvous. But their places were taken by impecunious Amer- 
ican girls, hired for the occasion, who posed for the photographer and will be 
regarded in Europe as marriage-mad heiresses when seen in the pictures at 
fairs and music-halls.

The maids of honor 
and courtiers had preceded her from Coleman Castle, so that the Queen’s arrival 
was the signal for the parade to start. 

The procession forms in line above the royal pavilion, which is elaborately dec- 
orated with silken flags and streamers. Opposite this is the grand stand, accom- 
modating more than five thousand people. Heading the procession comes 
Pryor’s Band. Then follows a platoon of boy police officers and a company 
of Rough Riders. Each division of the parade is preceded by a company of 
ten khaki uniformed youths. Several members of the Ocean Grove festival 
chorus in kimonos lend a picturesque note to the varied collection of floats. As 
each division passes in review, the Queen smiles graciously upon it, and when a 
prize is awarded the entire court applauds gayly. . The line of march extends 
from Sixth to First avenue in Ocean avenue, which is decorated .with flags and 
bunting, and laid with burlap. The divisions march down on one side, then 
countermarch, passing directly in front of the royal pavilion. At five o’clock the 
last parades completes the line of march, and royalty, with its gay retinue, 
make a hasty departure.

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Mr. Edison’s System of Copyrighting Moving Picture 
Films Sustained by the Court of Appeals. 


We take pleasure in announcing to the trade 
that the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Philadelphia has decided that Mr. Edison's 
method of copyrighting films is legal, and that 
such copyright protects him from all infringe- 
ments of that copyright by means of copying 
the whole or part of any film. The opinion is tow 
long to quote in full, but the following extract 
is the pist of it: 

‘The instantaneous and continuous operation 
of the camera is such that the difference between 
successive pictures is not distinguishable by the 
eye and is so slight that the casual observer wi]] 
take a very considerable number of pictures of 
the series and say they are identical, It js only 
when pictures far removed from each other in the 
series are compared that differences are seen, but 
in every one the platform from which the christen- 
ing took place, and on which prominent persons 
attending the launch stood, is depicted. To require 
‘ach of numerous undistinguishable pictures to 
be individually copyrighted, as suggested by the 
court below, would in effeet be to require 
copyright of many pictures to protect a single 
one. So much for the negative. 

“When we consider the positive sheet which 
was copyrighted, we have a stronger case. What 
Was thus copyrighted was a single celluloid sheet 
on which a number of objects had been phote-. 
graphically printed or reproduced. That these 
objects were there portrayed by light action or 
photography is unquestioned. No matter how 
the negative was obtained, whether by numerous 
and successive exposures. is not here material. 
The statute provided for copyrighting negatives, 
hut the present issue is not whether the negative 
in question was one covered by the statute, bui 
whether when the’ negative as a whole was 
photographically reproduced, the reproduction 


was a photograph. On that point we feel assured, 
When the reproduction was made, complainant's 
celluloid negative simply possessed the reproduc- 
tive capacity by light action incident to the pho- 
tographic art. The image which had been thrown 
by light reflected from the originals and passed 
through a camera to produce the negative, in the 
reproductive process the positive by light action 
passed through such transparent negative, The 
mere circumstance that such positive is pictured 
on a strip of celluloid and not ona strip of paper 
is immaterial, In either event, the reproduction 
is a light written and therefore a photographic 
picture or photograph, To say that the con- 
tinuous method by which this negative was 
secured was unknown when the Act was passed 
and therefore a photograph of it was not covered 
by the Act, is to beg the question. Such con- 
struction is at variance with the object of the 
Act which was passed to further the consti- 
tutional grant of power ‘to promote the progress 
of science and useful arts.” When Congress in 
recognition of the photographic art saw fit in 
1865 to amend the act of 1881, and extend 
copyright protection to a photograph or nega- 
tive, it igs not to be presumed it thought such 
art could not progress and that no protection 
was to be afforded such progress. It must have 
recognized there would be change and advance 
in making photographs just as there has been in 
making books, printingehromos and other subjects 
of copyright protection. While such advance has 
resulted in a different type of photograph, yet 
it is none the less a photograph—a pieture pro- 
duced by photographie process. From the stand- 
point of preparatory work in securing the nep- 
ative the latter consists of a number of different 
views, but when the negative was secured the 
article reproduced therefrom was a single photo- 
vraph of the whole, And that it is in substance 
asingle photograph is shown by the fact that 
its value consists in its protection as a whole or 
unit, and the injury to copyright protection con- 
sists not in pirating one picture but in appropriat- 
rar rt wl mts eniiveiry. 


“We are further of opinion the photograph in 
question met the statutory requirement of being 
intended to be perfected and completed as a work 
of the fine art. It embodies artistic conception 
and expression, ‘To obtain it requires a study of 
lights, shadows, general surroundings and a 
vantage point adapted to securing the entire 
effect. In Bolles vs. The Outiny Company, 77 Fed. 
Rep., 966, depicting a yacht under full sail, was 
held to constitute an original work of art, and 
in view of the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court, Bletstein wy, Donaldson Company, 102 0. G., 
p. 1558, in reference to the character in that 
regard of a circus poster, we have no question 
that the present photograph sufliciently fulfills 
the character of a work of the fine arts. We are 
also of optnion the sheet was duly marked, for 
it was such as ‘to give notice of the copyright 
to the public by placing upon each copy in some 
visible shape the name of the author, the ex- 
istence of the claim to exclusive right and the 
date at which this right was obtained, which in 
Rurrow Giles Co. vs. Sarenv, WAL UL S., 755, was 
said to be the object of the statute.”

The opening picture is a beautiful 
night scene, showing a river pier in a 
large city. A young woman approaches, 
and after a moment’s hesitation, jumps 
off the pier into the river. ‘The splash 
is heard by a nearby workman who calls 
for help. An officer rushes upon the 
scene, Hastily throwing aside his hel- 
met and belt, he plunges into the river 
after the would-be suicide. ‘he tide is 
very swift, but the officer with great 
effort finally succeeds in reaching the 
pier. Other policemen now arrive at 
the dock, where they form a human 
chain reaching nearly to the water's 
edge, and with the aid of a ladder bring 
the unconscious girl and her nearly ex- 
hausted rescuer to safety. An ambu- 
lance is now seen dashing around a 
street corner and out ontothe pier. The 
surgeon jumps out and the work of re- 
suscitating the unfortunate girl is be- 
gun. When partly revived she is placed 
in the ambulance and taken to the 
hospital. 

SCENE VIL—DESPERATE ENCOUNTER BE- 

TWEEN BURGLAR AND POLICE, 

The opening picture shows a night 
scene and a burglar carrying some boxes 
from the basement of a baker's shop. 
A night watchman appears and grap- 
ples with the thief, who breaks away 
and starts torun, ‘The next scene shows 
the thief coming down the street, closely 
followed by a policeman, Suddenly the 
thief turns and fires twice in rapid suc- 
cession. ‘The first shot hits the officer 
and the second shot brings him down, 
mortally wounded. While on the side- 
walk he reaches for his revolver and fires 
at the now fleeing murderer. Other 
policemen now join in the chase, firing 
as they run. Another shot from the 
burglar brings down a policeman in the 
middle of the street, who fires two shots 
while lying on the ground. ‘The burg- 
lar now dashes into a cellar with the 
police close behind. ‘To draw the fire of 
the burglar, one of the policemen holds 
his helmet on the end of his club within 
the doorway, ‘The next sceneshows the 
interior of the cellar with the burglar 
wasting his shots on the supposed 
policeman’s head. When he realizes 
that he has been tricked he hides under 
an old mattress. An officer now dashes 
into the cellar, revolver in hand. He 
quickly throws the mattress aside and 
grapples with the burglar, and after a 
desperate struggle drags him to the side- 
walk. A patrol wagon is now seen dash- 
ing up the street and backing up to the 


sidewalk. ‘Ihe burglar is hustled in and 
driven off to the station house. 

This picture accurately depicts scenes 
and incidents of a noted crime in New 
York City—in which a well-known police 
officer was killed. The scenes were 
enacted over the very same ground, and 
the same night watchman and the same 
policemen who took part in the real 
tragedy are seen in the picture. 


SCENE VII,.—RUNAWAY IN THE PARK, 

A beautiful young girl is taking her 
morning gallop through the bridle path 
in a park on a highly bred saddle horse. 
As she is about to turn into the main 
drive a large automobile dashes by and 
badly frightens her horse. He_ bolts 
and dashes up the bridle path with the 
girl clinging helplessly to his neck, A 
mounted policeman, standing by the 
roadside, catches sight of the runaway, 
and with one bound leaps into his saddle 
and is off after the frightened animal. 
A very exciting chase follows through 
the park with the policeman gaining 
steadily. He finally overtakes the run- 
away and seizing the bridle brings the 
frightened horse to a standstill. An- 
other officer hurries up just as the ex- 
hausted girl falls into the arms of her 
rescuer. 

SCENE VII,—JOKE ON A ROUNDSMAN, 

A mounted policeman rides up in front 
of a private stable, and after looking up 
and down the street dismounts and 
quickly enters with his horse. He has 
not, however, escaped the keen eye of 
the roundsman, who rides up and waits 
for him. ‘The interior of the stable is 
now shown. ‘The cop puts his horse in 
a stall, lights a pipe and makes him- 
self comfortable. A stable boy enters 
with a pail of beer and tells him that 
the roundsman is outside. ‘The police- 
man becomes greatly excited, but an 
idea strikes him. He unsaddles his 
horse and hitches it, together with one 
belonging to the stable, to a coupe. The 
cop gets inside, pulls down the curtains, 
and with the coachman and footman on 
the box, leaves the stable. The rounds- 
man is still patiently waiting, and the 
coupe passes him without arousing sus- 
picion. After turning the corner the 
policeman unhitches his horse, resad- 
dles him and riding back salutes the 
astonished roundsman. ‘The latter ac- 
cuses him of loafing while on duty, 
which the ‘‘cop” emphatically denies, 
although the evidence against him is 
very strong, as the one-horse coupe now 
passes them on the way back to the 
stable.

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The Mechanism 


Edison Projecting Kinetoscope Mechanisms are equipped with triple 
sprocket gearing, The upper sprocket feeds the film from. the upper reel 
through a loop into the framing device. ‘he middle sprocket has an inter- 
mittent motion which brings the film to the point of exposure and stops it 
for the fraction of a second required to project the picture upon the screen. 
The lower sprocket maintains the lower loop and feeds the film into the 
take-up attachment. 

The loop .formed in the film between the top and middle sprockets 
eliminates the pull and friction on the film, and greatly prolongs its life. In 
other words, only about five or six inches of film is brought down by the 
middle or intermittent sprocket, the top sprocket, which runs continuously, 
doing all the work of feeding the film into the framing device.

Stereopticon Attachment 

Vhe Stereopticon Attachment consists of a stereopticon objective lens 
and an adjustable supporting rod. ‘The lenses are of extra quality and give a 
field on the screen of about the same size as the field given by the motion- 
picture objectives. “Chey are mounted in a ring-castiny, which slides horizon- 


tally on the adjustable supporting rod. Vhe horizontal movement. of the 
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lens on the supporting rod, with the focusing screw of the lens, permits 
ample focal adjustment. Phe entire Stereopticon Attachment can be easily 
detached for convenience in packing. ‘he Stereopticon side of the machine 
can be used for showing lantern slides independently of the motion-picture 
side. 

The combination of a Projecting Kinetoscope and Stereopticon in one 
machine which can be operated by one person, is an important feature. It 
will often be found convenient to prepare lantern slides giving titles or brief 
description of a film, and to throw the slides upon the screen before the film 
is run, A double slide carrier enables the exhibitor to operate both lantern 
slides and motion pictures from the same side of the machine. A. slide is 
placed in’ position while the motion pictures are being shown. After the 
film has been run through the machine the light is immediately centered 
upon the stereopticon lens, and the lantern slide is at once flashed upon the 
screen by the exhibitor sliding the lamp house away from him with the Under- 
writer's and Improved Exhibition model machine, and the mechanism toward 
him with the Universal model machine. While one slide is being shown 
another can be placed in the empty side of the carrier for an instantaneous 
change of pictures. ‘The slide carriers are adapted for standard 344 x4 inch 
slides, which can be obtained at any photographic supply store.

Automatic Shutter 


This is a very simple but effective device which not only shuts off the 
light when the film is at rest, but absolutely prevents the light being thrown 
upon the film except when the film is in full motion. Fig. 32 shows 
the complete Automatic Shutter in relief attached to the mechanism, and also 
shows the improved balance wheel, with a heavy rim, which adds to the easy 
running of the machine and the steady projection of the pictures. 

Fig. 33 shows the Shutter complete. It consists essentially of two parts: 
a film gate, upon which is mounted a metallic shutter and centrifugal gover- 
nor, and a casting upon which is mounted an: intermediate gearing, through 
which the shutter is connected to and operated by the large driving gear. 

The Automatic Shutter is regularly furnished with the Underwriter’s 
Model Machine, but can be attached to the Improved Exhibition Model 
Machine, as well as to any 1906 Model Exhibition Mechanism. (See Im- 
portant Notice, Page 19.)

The Lamp House and Lamp House Bracket, shown in Fig. 34, are 
now furnished with all Underwriter’s and Improved Exhibition Model 
KXinetoscopes, and embody many radical changes and improvements. Ample 
proportions give increased ventilation and heat radiation. Russia iron, No. 
25 gauge, gives increased strength and rigidity. Porcelain bushings protect 
the connecting cords where they enter the lamp house. A metal collar makes 
a perfect joint between the lamp house and cone, and prevents the emission of 
light. “The ruby inspection glass can be readily replaced. The ventilating 
holes at the bottom of the lamp house are protected by metallic gauze. The 
base of the lamp has been lowered by the Improved Lamp House Bracket, 
permitting the use of longer carbons, so that with §¢-inch cored carbons, the 
lamp will burn one hour and thirty minutes (1 hr. 30 min.) without re-setting. 

Vhe Lamp House Bracket has a lengthwise adjustment of six (6) inches 
for different kinds of light, and a side adjustment of five (5) inches for the 
stereopticon attachment. Openings in the rear and a door on the side next to 
the operator give free access to the lamp. A ruby glass window in the door 
permits constant inspection of the light without opening the door and also 
protects the operator's eyes.

Improved Cone and Bracket 

The Cone shown in Fig. 34 is made of No. 25 gauge Russia iron, and 
the Bracket has a double angle brace, giving increased rigidity and support. A 
groove is provided in the Bracket casting: in which the seam in the Cone is 
placed, while the Cone fits tightly into the collar on the lamp house, giving 
improved construction and neat appearance.

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The Electric Light 


Electric light is the best for motion pictures and stereopticon work, and 
direct current is preferable to alternating. It is the casiest to operate and 
is the most intense light obtainable. Direct current of 110-120. volts, or 
alternating current of 52 or 104 volts, and 25 to 30 amperes, gives the best 
results. Electric lighting central stations are so widely distributed through- 
out the country to-day that only the very smallest towns are without electric 
light, so that one of the three currents above mentioned is usually obtainable.

The picture film consists of a transparent strip of the finest quality of 
celluloid of special manufacture. It is one and three-cighths inches wide, 
five-thousandths of an inch thick, and of various lengths, from 25 to 2,000 
feet, according to the subject. The photographs are printed and developed 
upon one side of the film, which is covered with a sensitive photographic 
emulsion. Each photograph is one inch wide and three-quarters of an inch 
long. The edges of the film are perforated to fit the tecth of the sprocket 
wheels which carry the film in front of an intense light and an objective 
lens which projects the pictures upon a screen, thus illuminating and magni- 
fying them.

It is a chemical process, the colors are fixed and permanent, cannot 
be washed off, will not fade and will last as long as the film itself. The 
most beautiful effects are produced in moonlight and woodland scenes. Marine 
scenes and waves are given a naturalness almost beyond belief. While the 
body of the ocean is green or blue, the breaking crests of the waves and spray 
are white, just as they are in nature. This process, which is an exclusive 
Edison feature, has been used with great success with the following headline 
films: “The Night Before Christmas,” “The White Caps,” “Life of An 
American Policeman,” etc., etc. There is no extra charge for Mono ‘Tinting. 

The usual method employed for tinting films is to put them through a 
solution of aniline dye. Red, green and blue are the colors mostly used. This 
is simply a cheap staining process. ‘The colors are not fixed or permanent, 
can be washed off by water, and fade in a short time under the electric light.

Oxylith Gas-Making Outht 


The Oxylith Gas-making Outhit was invented as a 
natural sequence to the production of a compound by a 
French chemist, which produces oxygen when it touches 
water, without the application of heat. “Phe outfit consists 
of two parts: 

te Pate OxyGen GENERATING APPARATUS. 

2. Tie Sareraror, oR APPARATUS used to replace 
the hydrogen tank. 

The oxygen apparatus consists, as shown in’ illustra- 
tion, of a lower tank, which contains a cage into which 
the oxylith, or chemical, is placed; stand-pipe and upper 
vessel serve to hold the water supply and give the requisite 


pressure. 

‘To prepare the apparatus for an exhibition, the lower 
vessel, which is placed upon the floor, is partly filled with 
water. “Phe cage, which is not visible in illustration, re- 
ceives a box of the chemical oxylith, is then placed: in 
position, and the cover clamped. A quantity of water Is 
poured in at the top, and runs through the pipe to the 
bottom, raising the level of the water which it previously 
contained. As soon as this touches the oxylith contained 
in the cage, pure oxygen is generated, . 

This is held between the water level and the top ot 
the lower vessel, the column of water serving to give 
about two pounds pressure, As an entire compartment 1s 
only 1s inches in height, and g inches in diameter, and 
Aart if ft is filled with water when gas is being used, it 
will be seen that at no time is there a large volume of gis

present, 

When the gas is being consumed, and the pressure lightened, the water 
column forces the water to a higher level, where it again comes in contact 
with oxylith, generates more gas, whose volume lowers the water level and 
torces it back through the pipe into the upper vessel. “This process continues 
until the entire volume of oxylith has been exhausted. When the gas is not 


being used generation ceases. 
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The saturator is attached to the standpipc, and its contents saturated 
with sulphuric ether. The gas is led from the valve shown in the lower sec- 
tion of the pipe to the burner, giving pure oxygen. ‘Lhe other stop-cock of 
the burner is connected by rubber tubing to the valve at the top of the sat- 
urator, which then feeds ether-oxygen. 

‘The oxygen produced by this means is over 99 per cent. pure; while 
that bought in tanks is usually 89 per cent. pure. 

While the maximum pressure of the gases contained in the American 
gas tanks is 225 pounds, pressure actually required at the burner tip is less 
than one pound. 

We recommend this outfit, because we consider it extremely practical. 
Its compactness and light weight offer a great advantage over the heavier 
and bulkier types of gas-making outfits, while the expenses are about the same 
as gases bought in tanks. 

Vhe dimensions and weight of the outfit are as follows: Height when 
set up, from floor to top of water supply vessel, 44 inches; height of oxygen 
compartment, 15 inches; diameter of oxygen compartment, 9 inches. 

The dimensions of the carrying case which holds the complete outfit, in- 
cluding saturator, with weight of outfit, packed in case, 35 pounds. With a 
Dynamic High-Power Calcium Light Burner one box of 24 cakes of Oxylith 
will generate sufficient gas to last one and one-half hours.

One-Pin Movement Mechanisms 


HE objectionable flicker which has been more or less prevalent in the 
exhibition of motion pictures in the past is mainly due to the transition from 
light to darkness, and is caused by the revolving shutter cutting off the light 

between the projection of successive pictures. In the “T}wo-Pin Movement 
Mechanism, the ratio between stop and movement is #ths stop and ths movement, 
or in other words the shutter is cutting off the light 3ths of the time. 71n the One-Pin 
Movement Mechanism, the ratio between stop and movement is $ths stop and 3th 
movement, or in other words the shutter is cutting off the light 3th of the time. 
Consequently the One-Pin Movement Mechanism cuts down the flicker the dif- 
ference between 3ths and 3th, permitting the use of a smaller revolving shutter, and 
thereby increasing the illumination, brilliancy and definition of the pictures. The 
wear on the star wheel and cam in the One-Pin Movement Mechanism is twice as 
great as it is in the Two-Pin Movement Mechanism, which heretofore has been an 
objectionable feature of the One-Pin Movement Mechanism. By superior design, 
construction and workmanship, this objectionable feature has been entirely overcome, 
so that the new One-Pin Movement Mechanism will actually outwear the old style 
‘T'wo-Pin Movement Mechanism. 


SPECIAL FEA'TURES 


In the One-Pin Movement Mechanism the star wheel and shaft is made of a 
single piece of tool steel. “The face or wearing surface of the star wheel has been 
greatly increased. The shaft has been made extra heavy to eliminate all vibration.

HE phenomenal success which has attended the placing of the 
Underwriters’ Model machine upon the market has suggested 
many additional new features and improvements, all of which are 

embodied in the Underwriters’ Model Type ‘“B” machine. Particular at- 
tention is called to the new features and improvements described in detail 
and illustrated under the titles which follow.

Edison 
Projecting Kinetoscopes 


HE first Kinetoscope was devised by Mr. Edison in 1887. It was a 
ponderous affair, costing several hundred dollars, and, briefly de- 
scribed, consisted of a box containing the mechanism, with a peep-hole 

at the top, through which the pictures were viewed. Owing to mechanical 
limitations only one person at a time could enjoy the pictures. It was Mr. 
Edison’s original idea to devise an instrument which would do for the eye 
what the Phonograph does for the ear, and Edison Projecting Kinetoscopes, 
as now perfected, embody the successful accomplishment of that idea. 

Edison Projecting Kinetoscopes represent the very highest development 
of the art of photography, bringing before the eye life-size reproductions of 
life motion with all the accompanying effects of light, shade and expression. 
By means of a transparent picture film, an intense light, and properly ar- 
ranged lenses, the pictures are projected upon a screen one after another, in 
such rapid succession that the eye cannot perceive any intermission between 
them, and a perfect illusion of continuous action is thus produced. Edison 
Projecting Kinetoscopes enlarge the scenes and figures to full life-size and 
illuminate them brilliantly in the most simple and perfect manner. 

Edison Projecting Kinetoscopes are now manufactured in three styles, 
viz.: the Underwriters’ (Type “B”), Improved Exhibition, and Universal 
models. Although differing in details of construction, each is a perfect motion- 
picture machine in every respect, the work done by each combining accuracy 
with brilliant results. All machines are adapted for Standard Edison Film, 
which is the recognized standard throughout the world. 

The particular advantages combined in these machines are: Extreme 
durability, completeness, compactness, simplicity, accuracy, portability, inter- 
changeability of parts, and ability to project steady and brilliant pictures 
with minimum wear on the film. ‘The mechanism and entire construction 
are so simple that anyone of ordinary intelligence may, after carefully reading 
the printed instructions which accompany every machine, set them up and suc- 
cessfully operate them. 

In the succeeding paragraphs will be found a general description of the 
construction and features common to all of the different machines, and also 
a detailed description of various new features and improvements combined in 
the different models. 
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EDISON PROJECTING KINETOSCOPES 


The Mechanism 

Edison Projecting Kinetoscope Mechanisms are equipped with triple 
sprocket gearing. ‘The upper sprocket feeds the film from the upper reel 
through a loop into the framing device. The middle sprocket has an inter- 
mittent motion which brings the film to the point of exposure and stops it 
for the fraction of a second required to project the picture upon the screen. 
The lower sprocket maintains the lower loop and feeds the film into the 
take-up attachment. 

The loop formed in the film between the top and middle sprockets 
eliminates the pull and friction on the film, and greatly prolongs its life. In 
other words, only about five or six inches of film is brought down by the 
middle or intermittent sprocket, the top sprocket, which runs continuously, 
doing all the work of feeding the film into the framing device. 


Framing Device 


The Framing Device is operated by a simple lever attachment which en- 
ables the operator to instantly adjust the film in the correct position before the 
framing plate behind the projecting lens. 


Take-Up Attachment 


The Take-up Attachment automatically winds up the film after it has 
been exhibited upon the screen. In the Underwriters’ (Type “B”) and Im- 
proved Exhibition model it consists of a reel suitably geared to the machine, 
and an adjustable friction disc whereby the film is tightly wound on the reel 
without causing undue pull on the sprockets. In the Universal model the reel 
is operated by a spiral spring belt. ‘These Take-up Attachments are a great 
improvement over the old method of running the film into a bag or box. 
They avoid kinks and snarls, the possibility of fire, and keep the film free from 
dust and dirt and unnecessary friction, all of which cause scratches. After 
the film has been exhibited and wound on the take-up reel, it can be readily 
re-wound with the Improved Re-winding Attachment which is supplied with 
every complete Underwriters’ (Type “B”) and Improved Exhibition Model 
Kinetoscope. 


Stereopticon Attachment 


The Stereopticon Attachment consists of a stereopticon objective lens 
and an adjustable supporting rod. The lenses are of extra quality and give a 
field on the screen of about the same size as the field given by the motion- 
picture objectives. ‘They are mounted in a ring-casting, which slides horizon- 
tally on the adjustable supporting rod. The horizontal movement of the 
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lens on the supporting rod, with the focusing screw of the lens, permits 
ample focal adjustment. The entire Stereopticon Attachment can be easily 
detached for convenience in packing. ‘The Stereopticon side of the machine 
can be used for showing lantern slides independently of the motion-picture 
side. 

The combination of a Projecting Kinetoscope and Stereopticon in one 
machine which can be operated by one person, is an important feature. It 
will often be found convenient to prepare lantern slides giving titles or brief 
description of a film, and to throw the slides upon the screen before the film 
is run. A double slide carrier enables the exhibitor to operate both lantern 
slides and motion pictures from the same side of the machine. A slide is 
placed in position while the motion pictures are being shown. After the 
film has been run through the machine the light is immediately centered 
upon the stereopticon lens, and the lantern slide is at once flashed upon the 
screen by the exhibitor sliding the lamp house away from him with the Under- 
writers’ (Type “B”) and Improved Exhibition model machines, and the 
mechanism toward him with the Universal model machine. While one slide 
is being shown another can be placed in the empty side of the carrier for an in- 
stantaneous change of pictures. The slide carriers are adapted for standard 
3% x4 inch slides, which can be obtained at any photographic supply store. 


Rheostats 


The question of Rheostats is one about which there has been much dis- 
cussion and diversity of opinion, due principally to a lack of knowledge of 
real conditions. It is not practical to make what might be termed a 
“Universal Rheostat” or one equally well adapted to meet all conditions. 
A rheostat with a capacity of 25-30 amperes on Direct Current circuits of 
100-125 volts will give perfectly satisfactory results under ordinary con- 
ditions in the hands of an intelligent operator. To get equally satisfactory 
results with Alternating Current 35-40 amperes are required with the same 
line voltage. For Direct Current circuits of 100-125 volts the Underwriters’ 
Model Rheostat is recommended and the Underwriters’ Model (Type “B’”) 
for Alternating Current circuits on account of its greater capacity. The latter 
will give equally satisfactory results on both Direct and Alternating current 
circuits of 100-125 volts, but on direct current circuits care should be taken 
to adjust it so that not more than 25-30 amperes are consumed in the line.

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The Film 


The picture film consists of a transparent strip of the fincst quality of 
celluloid of special manufacture. It is one and three-eighths inches wide, 
five-thousandths of an inch thick, and of various lengths, from 25 to 2,000 
feet, according to the subject. ‘The photographs are printed and developed 
upon one side of the film, which is covered with a sensitive photographic 
emulsion. Each photograph is one inch wide and three-quarters of an inch 
long. The edges of the film are perforated to fit the tecth of the sprocket 
wheels which carry the film in front of an intense light and an objective 
lens which projects the pictures upon a screen, thus illuminating and magni- 
fying them. The film cannot be used in the Stercopticon Attachment. 


Film Coloring 

Coloring, when properly done, adds wonderfully to the effectiveness of 
many films, while inferior work only spoils a good plain film. There is as 
much difference in film coloring as there is between a beautiful water-color 
picture and a cheap chromo. While artistic and mechanical skill are absolutely 
necessary for this work, the composition of the colors themselves is a vital point. 

We have devoted a great deal of time and attention to perfecting our 
film coloring, and we are now prepared to furnish the highest class of skilled 
and artistic hand-work in bright, clear and appropriate colors. As the cost of 
coloring depends entirely upon the subject and the number of figures to be 
colored, it is impossible to give general prices. Prices quoted upon application. 


Mono Tinting 

This is an entirely new process discovered by Mr. Edison for tinting 
films. It is a chemical process, the colors are fixed and permanent, cannot 
be washed off, will not fade and will last as long as the film itself. The 
most beautiful effects are produced in moonlight and woodland scenes. Marine 
scenes and waves are given a naturalness almost beyond belief. While the 
body of the ocean is green or blue, the breaking crests of the waves and spray 
appear white, just as they do in nature. This process, which is an exclusive 
Edison feature, has been used with great success with the following headline 
films: ‘The Night Before Christmas,” ‘The White Caps,” “Life of An 
American Policeman,” etc., etc. There is no extra charge for Mono Tinting. 

The usual method employed for tinting films is to put them through a 
solution of aniline dye. Red, green and blue are the colors mostly used. This 
is simply a cheap staining process. he colors are not fixed or permanent, 
can be washed -off by water, and fade in a short time under the electric light. 
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The Electric Light 


Electric light is the best for motion pictures and stereopticon work. 
(Direct current is preferable to alternating.) It is the easiest to operate and 
is the most intense light obtainable. Direct current of 110-125 volts and 25 
to 30 amperes gives the best results. ‘To get the best results with alternating 
current 30-40 amperes is necessary on a 104 volt circuit. Electric lighting 
central stations are so widely distributed throughout the country to-day that 
only the very smallest towns are without electric light, so-that one of the two 
currents above mentioned is usually obtainable.

For those unfamiliar with the use of Ether Saturators it may be well 
to state that the Ether Vapor takes the place of the Hydrogen Gas ordinarily 
used. In other respects the operation is identical with that of the operation 
of Oxygen and Hydrogen Cylinders. This Saturator is more perfect in de- 
sign and opcration than any which has heretofore been put on the market. 

Full directions accompany each outfit and thoroughly explain the opera- 
tion of both the Oxygen Generator and the Saturator.

Dynamic High Power Calcium 
Light Burner 
This lime light burner has the highest efficiency of any calcium light 


burner on the market, and is particularly well adapted for the projection of 
motion pictures. The best calcium light is not as powerful as the electric

arc, and any feature that adds to the candle power of a lime light burner is 
highly desirable. 

The mixing chamber of the Dynamic burner, or the compartment in 
which the two gases meet and mix, is very much larger than in the ordinary 
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type of burner and is so constructed that the gases mix thoroughly before 
they reach the tip of the burner. This burner is provided with two inter- 
changeable goose necks having bores of different size. One is 1-16 inch and 
the other 1-12 inch in diameter. 

When exhibitors desire the highest degree of illumination, the large bore 
_is used with a lime cylinder 114 inches in diameter. The lime cup of the 
Dynamic burner is of the standard size to take 34 inch or 7% inch limes; 
limes 134 inches in diameter are reduced at the bottom to fit this lime cup. 

When using the large bore the consumption of gas runs from 8 to 10 
feet per hour. In this case gases should be taken from the calcium light 
cylinders which usually contain 20 to 25 feet of gas under high pressure. 
When this burner is used with a gas-making outfit the smaller bore tip should 
be placed in the burner.

Close the Pressure Controlling Valve “R” 
by turning the thumb screw “I” to the right.

“C” and clamp it in place by the thumb nuts 
“J.” No great amount of force will be required 
to make a tight joint, as the rubber gasket 
in the top “A” is very large and elastic. 

‘To start the Generator, first open the Controlling Valve “R” by turning the thumb 
screw “LE to the left several turns, which will cause the generation of gas to commence, 
bat not continue unless Oxygen is withdrawn from the hose nipple on the Needle Valve 
“P2) "Po get the pure Oxygen it will be necessary to open the Needle Valve “F” for a 
few seconds to exhaust the air which is contained in the upper part of the Bell “B.” 

The Generator is now ready for use and will make Oxygen continuously and deliver 
it at a pressure of 2.5 Ibs. per square inch, as long as the valve “PF” is open. The gas 
may be drawn off at any rate from the smallest quantity up to ro cubic feet per hour. 

As soon as the Needle Valve “F” is shut the generation of gas ceases. 

The Compound used and the residium remaining in the Generator after use is very 
caustic, and care should be taken not to let it come in contact with clothing, polished floors 
or furniture. It is not necessary to handle the compound, as it may be tipped out of the 
sealed cans into the Container. After use the residium should be poured into a sink, or 
carefully disposed of. 

Do not overcharge the Outer Tank “C” above water mark. 

The Generator is provided with a Safety Blow-off “P,” which will permit the escape 
of gas in case of an over generation. 

The valve of the Safety Blow-off has a spindle provided with a handle “Q.” The 
handle “Q” is to permit the Safety Valve to be lifted once in a while to be sure that the 
latter does not become stuck to its seat; also to facilitate the proper seating of the safety 
valve in case it should ever leak. ‘To seat the safety valve, turn the Handle “Q,” pushing 
down on it slightly. This does not increase the spring tension, but merely cleans off the 


seat, insuring a gas-tight contact. 


The Generator should be used in an upright position and not laid on its side, though 
it may be tipped as would be the case when used on a boat for operating searchlights, ‘etc. 

Afr using, thoroughly wash the Tank “C” and the parts contained within the 
Bell “B.” 

The apparatus should be thoroughly wiped off and dried before being packed for ship- 
ment or transportation. 

Cleanliness is the most important point in the care of any chemical apparatus. 

If any compound remains after the use of the apparatus, leave it in the Container “D,” 
after the latter has been washed and dried, or return it to a sealed tin can such as it came 
in. Do not keep the compound in a wooden box, or let it come in contact with anything 
inflammable.

necessary correspondence which would re- 
sult, would require the services of a special 
oflice force whose sole duty it would be to 
have this particular feature in charge. This 
is, of course, impossible. As it is, however,

Now it is Fall; a whole season of activity 
is before us and we can plan these circuits 
a long time ahead. From the experience 
we have obtained from handling this propo- 
sition, the past few months, we are going to 
oller “Watk-Gree” dealers the following sug- 
gestions: 

First; Don’t write us and say, “We have 
made satisfactory arrangements with our

local theatre. Send the fliims right along.” 
We cannot do it. If you have any special 
date when you want the pictures, let us 
know about it as far ahead as possible, and 
wherever we can, we will comply with your 
request. 

Second; Read carefully a// our corres- 
pondence and instructions, and answer as 
soon as you possibly can. This is one of 
the most important requirements, as it is 
necessary for us to keep in constant touch 
with all the films all the time. 

Third; Remember that a strict compliance 
with our route plans is necessary. Perhaps 
the pictures are making a great hit in your 
town (they do everywhere) and perhaps 
you are tempted to keep them another 
week, our instructions to the contrary not- 
withstanding, remember, then, that that par- 
ticular film which you now have in your pos- 
session, was promised weeks and perhaps 
months ago to the next dealer on the list 
for next week and to the next dealer after 
him for the week after, and so on. Every 
dealer has advertised the pictures for his 
specified date. They don't arrive then but 
a week later, thus confusing every dealer on 
that circuit and changing every date. What 
is the result? The people of each town, 
the dealer's present and prospective cus- 
tomers, lose faith in his statements and, 
naturally and logically, in “QWéés-Qrer”” shoes. 
The dealer equally naturally blames us, 
when in reality it wasn’t our fault even in 
the slightest degree. Asa consequence a 
splendid advertising proposition which was 
inaugurated at heavy expense to help “@Zaé- 
Gee” dealers, and through them the Geo. 
E. Keith Company, instead of proving a 
source of profit is, on the contrary, the 
cause of a loss, and all because one dealer 
was a little selfish. 

Lastly, and most important of all, bear in 
mind at all times that we are working for 
your interest; we want to help our business 
and this is dependent upon our dealers’ 


success. That is the reason we had the 
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pictures taken. Therefore, be patient, real- 
izing that whatever we do, is done for the 
best interest of this great “WWal-Grer” indus- 
try which every “We-Orer" dealer and 
every “QWalk-Qice’’ employe has so near his 
heart. 

We have received very enthusiastic let- 
ters from nearly everybody who has had 
an opportunity to show these pictures. We 
quote some of them herewith: :

boxes ready to be sent to the wearer. 


so many hands before they reach our feet! 
The closing view of the film, shows the 
closing hour of the factory, with literally 
thousands of employes leaving their work 
and hastening away through the streets to 
their homes. The great out-pouring resem- 
bles nothing so much as the crowds that 
used to throng Decatur at the time of the 
old-fashioned circus or the Fourth of July
